that fome tew previous Reflefti- 
ons on the Nature and Beauty of that Art, in 
which they fo happily excelled, will bethought 
no improper, or difagreeable Amufement. 

^ Among all the curious and delightful Arts, 
that of Fainting (fays Monfieur -de^ Piles ^ vAm 
was a ConnoilTeur, and a famous French Wri- 
ter) has always met with the moil: Admirers ; 
infomuch, that the Number of them almoft 
includes all Mankind. And amongft thefe, 
there are Multitudes daily found, who value 
themfelves.Dn ithc Knowledge of it.; either, be-* 
caufe they frequently are admitted into the 
Converfation of fonie of the beft Painters, who 
have expatiated on the Beauties of their Pro* 
feflion ; or, befcaufe they have had an Oppor- 
tunity of feeing fome of the moft accurate Per- 
formances in that Way y orlaftlyv becauie their 
Tafte is by Nature good. That Knowledge of 
theirs, however, fif it may with Propriety be 
called) is fo very Superficial,, and fo iU.- 
grounded, that they are altogether incapable 
of giving any tolerable Dcfcription of thofe par- 
ticular .Touches, wherein the Beauty of thole 
Wbrfcsv wit& which they atet fo highly tranf- 
ported, particularly confifts or to account for 
the Errors and Imperfections of the greater 
t A 2 Part 
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Fart of chole» which they too partially cpluie 
and condemn. ' , , 

'The Art of Painting has likewife been dif- 
played, in a very pompons Manner^ by one 
Belhri^ an ingeni0U& Ua&an^ Writer^ and ac-* 
curate Judge, but as he who reads his Dillcrta- 
tion, with auy Degree of Plcalure, muit have 
a Taflr Ibc the Phik>ibpliy of Platd^ we ihall 
purpolely wave it, as being agreeable^ compa- 
ratively ipeakingy. buat to a ves y few.. 

Without hayingRecousfe, howeyer» to my 
filch abftrufe Speculations, wc may entertain % 
j,uft Idea euougli of the Perfeftions of Paintings 
not only frotti thofe nointrolis Qaaliiicauoniy 
wJiich are ahfolutely neceffary to form a fkiMul 
Profeflbr, but from the uncommoa Honour^, 
that have been paid to the Act^ by the greatei]^ 
Monarchs in all Ages.

Sixthly, Heaiihj to refift the Dilation of 
Spirits, which arc apt to be confumed by un* 
wearied Dilig^ce, and conftant Application. 
^ Sbtenthly, JlMtfi&,becaiifePatnting requires 
a great Experience^ and a long Praftice. 

EiGHTHLV, Beauty^ or Handfomenefs^ becaulc 
^ Painter delineates himfelf in all his Pidhires i 
and Nature loves to produce her own Likenefs. 

Ninthly, A convenient Fortune^ that he may 
give bis whole Time to Study, and may work 
cHearfuily, without being haunted with the 
dreadful Image of Poverty, ever prcient in his 
Mind. 

TEBfTHLY, Labour^ becaufe the ^)ccularion 

is Nothing without the Praftice. 

. Ei-EVENTHLV, A Love for his Art. We fuf- 

ler nothing in tlie Labour, which is pieafing 

to us : Or if it happened that we fuffer, we are 

{)leafed with the Pain. And 

. Lastly, T^ie latder the DifctpUm of a kmw^ 

ing Majler^ &c. bccaafc all depends on the 

Jbeginnings^ and becauie, commonly the Scho* 

lar takes . the Manner of his Mafter, and is 

formed according to his Gufto. 

If then, lo many noble Qualities,, as are here 
numerated, are iiequifite for the Atuinment 
of this fingle Art, furely he muft be infenfiblc, 
that is noi touched with it^ Beauties. 

Th£ Charms of Paintit^ will further appear^ 
if We confider the Advantage it has over all 
0ther Arts, and the HcMiours that have in all 
Agea been paid to the PtofeiTors of it. 
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. Though Poetry, it is true, is her Sifter- 
Art^ yet even ihe with her Allurements,, cannot 
ftand in Competition with her. For herein, 

her Superiority confifts, that amongft fo great 
a Diverfity of Languages, ihe makes herfelf 
underilood by all the Nations of the World ; 
and that fhe is neceffary to all other Arts, be- 
caulie of the need which they have of demon- 
ftrative ■ Figures, which often give more Light 
to thcUnderftanding, than the cleareft Difcour- 
les we can.make : Horace in his Art of Poetry, 
fays, 

Hearing excites the Mind hy flow Degrees ; 
' ' ^be Man is warnid at once by what he fees. ' 

This Art, moreover, by its Altar-pieces, and 
other beautiful Decorations, has been very 
ierviceable to Rehgion itfelf, and has made 
Wronger Imprcnions on .the Mind, than the . 
n^git . elaborate Diif$:ourfe.« Gregory of Nice^ 
after having made a long arid beautifuli.De* 
Icription of Abyahani'^ Obhition of his Son 
Ifaacy concludes in the foiiowing l erms. I 
*^ have often caft my Eyes upon a Picture, 
^* which Teprefents this moving Objecft, 

and could never withdraw them without 

Tears. . So well did the Picture repreient the 
" Thing itfelf, even as if the Adion were then 
^* palTing before my Sight. 
: We (hall now conclude with (hewing what 
Teftimonies of Refpeft and Efteem were paid 
the ancient Painters, by Pcrfon^ of the higheft 
gpilHndtion. . . 

The greateft Lords, Whole Cities, and theii: 
liiagiftratcst of old, (fays IHiny) tgok it for an 

iioaour 
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Hi6n6ur to obtain a Pi&ure from the Hands 

of the ancient P:iinr_crs. Aiul in the lutli 
Ghap. of his 35th Book he inlonn us, that it 
was by the Authority of jttexander himfelf, 
that the young Gentlemen at SicyoHy and 
afterwards throughout ail GreecCy learnt, be- 
fore all other Things, . to Dejign upon 1 ables 
of Boxi5n*wood and that the firft Place 
among all the liberal Arts was given to Paint- 
ing- ; - 

Demetrius gave inconteftible Proofs of his 
uncommon Regard for the Profellbrs of Paint- 
iDgp even when he was befieging the Citv o£ 
Rhodes : For he was pleafed to employ lome 
Part of that Time, which he owed to the Care 
ofhisArms, in vifiting Pr^/^^^/i^^, who was 
then drawing the Pifture of Jalyfus. This 
Jalyfus (as Pliny afTures us) hindred Demetrius 
from taking Rhodes ^ for fear he ihould burn 
the Pidiires *, and not being able to take the 

Town on any other Side, he was pleafed to 
fpare thePainting, rather than take the Victory, 
which was already in his Hands. 

Alexander had no greater Pleafure, than 
, when he was in the Painting- room of Apelles^ 
where he commonly was found. And that 
Painter once received a fcnfible Teftimony of 
the great Efteem and Regard which that Mo- 
narch had for him ; for having caufed him to 
paint Campafpe^ one of his favourite Concu- 
bines, quite naked, on Account of her incom- 
parable Beauty, and perceiving ihztjfyelles was 
fmitten with her Charms, he generoufly made 
him a Prefent of the dear Objed of his Wiflies.

Francts the Firft, King of France^ was fo chaiiTicd with- 
t^^Ung,, th^.he allured out of Italy all the beil Maf- 
ters \ and amongft others, Leonardo it Vind^ who afte(> 2> 
having coiuinuii with him for foma Time, died at f 
FofOatnbleauj in the Arms of that great Monardit wlio ^ 
covM not bdlold his Deadi urithout' flieddtng Tears; . 

over him. 

Charles the Fifth, has adorned Spain with the nobleffi 
Piftures that are now remaining in the World. That 
£a^ror one Day took a P^il» which feU from the 
Hand of Titian^ who was then drawing the Piaufe, and 
upon Titiaifs paying him a Compliment on that Oocaft'- 
on, he made him this immediate Rephr, Tttian ha^ me- 
rited the Service of C^r. And the Author of the Life 

Titian afllires us, that Emperor valued himfelfmorc 
on his being made thrice Immortal by the Pencil of that 
iiumitable Artiii;, than in fubduing whole Kingdoms. 

In fhort, that Monarch had fuch a Regard for Titi^ 
afij that he Joaded him with Riches* AM whenever 
he fent him anv Money, which for di^ Generalit^^ 
was a confideraMe Sum, he always did it wkh thi^ 
obliging Teftimony, that his Defign Was not to pay 
him the Value of his Pictures, bccaufe they were abovef 
any Price ; in Imitation of Worthies of Antiquity, who 
bought the rareft Pii^ures with Bufliels of Gold > with-*' 
out weighing it, or counting the Number of the Pieced 
therein contained. 

I SHALL mention but one Itiftance more, and to 
conclude : Lewis the XlVth, of France^ (howed as 
much Love for Painting at Home, as he did for Cour- 
age Abroad, and teftihed his Tafte for it by the vaft 
Lncouragemeiit he gave, and the valuable Prefents - 
which he made to Le Brun, who was his favouritei 
Pain^. He founed likewife an Academy for bring<« 
ing the Art of Painting to its utmoft Pitch and Perfec- 
tion. And Mbnfleur CMirt, who was prime Mini- * 
fter, honoured it, not only with his Favour and Pro- 
teftion, but lii^ hcquent Vii'its. 

As to thofe Teftimoniesof Loveand Efteem, which 
have been paid to the ProfelTors of t\}is Art in our own 
Nation, they arc fuficicAtly d^mbnftrated in the ehfu*

ROYAL PALACE 

O P 

.KENSINGTON. 

Palace joins to Hyde-Park, at 
^^Q"' Miles diftance from London^ 
-p on the North Weft Side ; it was pur- • 

)!(^ chafed of the Earl of Nottingham by 

Kin^ fFiliiam in. who made feveral 
nJ^OtOiiyiiji Additions to it, which caufed the Build- 
ing to be fomewhat irregular without, 
but its Apartments are very fine, and well-difpofed 
.within, containing a very large and invaluable Collec- 
tion of original Paintings. 

The Avenue leading from St. yames^s, throu^ 
Hyde- Park to this Palace, is extremely grand j and t)\s 
Lamps on each Side placed at equal Diftances, which 
being lighted at Night, when the Court is there, ap- 
pear very magnificent. 

Through the bafe Court, wc enter, at a large Por- 
tico, into a Stone Gallery, leading to the great Stair- 
Cafe, which conliib of feveral Flights of black Marble 
VpL. I. H Steps, 
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StepSf with fine wrought lion Balliflers. The Pa4fit« 
xng tegt^Btfts a Gmexy^ or leveral Balconies, widi 
Gfoupes of Figures reprefafttiig Yeomen of the Godrdy 

ai^d Spectators, among whom are drawn Mr. l7/r/V>f, 
commonly called the young Turk, in his Bolonefe Drefs, 
as he waited on the late King Gcoi'ge^ Peter the Wild 
Boy, i^c. the Stair-Cai'e is richly decorated^ audpainl- 
ed by Mr. Kint^

Over the Chimncv in this Room is a Picture of one 
oFtlie Graces^ rcprefenting the Character of Paintings 
diiftated to by Cupici, Thi4 Pifture is in a grand Tafte, 
and faid to be of Guido Rent r Without any Doubt it is 
in hilSt}^!^ and is a Pifhii%. f 

GuitDO Reki was bom at Bologna j m the Year 
1575, and having learned die Rudiments of Painting 
under Denis Calvert^ a Flemijh Mafter, was refined and 
poWhcd in the School of the Carraai^,'^ ^ 

*GlHDO^ fays Du Prefnoy^ chiefly imitated Ltcdovico 
Carracci^ yet retained alwa)'s fomewf>at of the Manner 
which his M Alter De^iis Calvert^ ^At ^ FUfm^igj taught 
bim* . Tbia Qabftri lived at Bologna^ and was Compe^ 
■thar andJR^iyal tD .LnifrwtGarracd^^ Gmdo iesaAt tht 
fame Ufe of Albert Dwerj -dA Virgil did ef old EnniuSy 
borrowed what pleafed him, and made it afterwards 
his own ; That is, he accommodated what was good in 
jlJiiriXo his own Maaoerj Which he executed with 
:ibinuohGsaacfiilne(Sft.and Beauty, that he alone ^goit 
•010re.MQney9.aiid more Reputation ij> btSuTin^' dian 
his own Msdlers, and all the Scholars of the Cttrnuaes^ 
lihough they were*>^rg0Maer Capracrty than htmfelf. 
His Heads yield no ManaeE pf Precedence to tbofe of 
RufaelU. 

He. acquired fomc Skill alfo in Mufick^ by the In- 
ftrudtions of his P'ather, who was an enuncnt Profeflipr 
-of that Art. Great were the Honours hejreceived from 
Pope t.aul V. from all the Cardinals, and Princes of 
atnlr. ri^nLtbe/mci&Kihg Liim XULbaa^Pbilif IV. 
.'t ^ of 
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Jkuedcn ; w^o, beftdes a noble Reward, made him a 
'Compliment, in a Letter under his own Hand, for an 
fiuropa he had fent him. He was extremely hand- 
^•ifome, and gr^eful in his Perfon ; and fo very beauti- 
ful in his vounger Days, that his Matter Ludro'tco^ 
4n Ji9mti9g j^^^^^gels, took him always for his Model* 
iNor w^ji^fUiAqgd only in bis Loqks, if we maybe- 
Jj^V^ what ^e^C^iralier Gicfeppitu told the Pope, when 
he afked his Opinion of Guido's Performances, in the 
fiapella ^irinale : " Our Pictures, faid he, are the 
Works of Mens Hands i but theie are made by 
Hands divinMc" 

In his Behfiviour he was moded, gentle^ and very 
obliging, lived in great Splendor, both at Bologna and 
Rmiu^ arid was- only unhappy in his inunoderate Love 
.of Gaming : To which in his latter Days he had aban- 
doned himfelf lb entirely, that all the Money he could 
get by his Pencil, or borrow upon Intcrcft, being too 
little to fupply his Lofles, he was at hll reduced to io 
^popr and aaeam a Condition, that the Confidcration oi his 
prefent Cipciimftances, together with Reflections on his 
tibnntr Repulalion, and highManoer of Livin|^ brought 
a laoguiflung Diftemper upon him, which occafioned 
/his Death, in the Year 1642, and 67th of his Age. 

There are feveral Dciityii of thi:» great Malter, io 
print, etched by himfelf. 

' The Tapeftry of this Room is very fine, reprcfent- 
ing the Goddefe£>itfiMr hunting, and killing the Wild 
Boar. 

In one Comer of the Room is a Marble Statue of 
.VemtSj with an Apple in her H&nd ; and in another, the 

Statue of Bacchusy the Head of which is a finiflicd 
Piece ^ but the Body is by no means equal to it, ai^ 
ieeo^ to have belonged to another Head.

flefhy ; there is in the Face a delightftd Expreffioh 

of flecping Beauty. * ... 

The whole ri£lure gives as entertaining an Idea as 
any one that ever was painted, and deferves to be put 
in a Light, wBere it may be more ieen^ which would 
make itfliUthe more admired. i ' 

There are hung feveral Pi6hire9 on eatb Side, as a 
three-quarter Pi£hire of King Charks the Firft; his 
Queen alfo, both 'finely painted by ^^^w 2>yrif. Kin^ 
Henry the Eighth, and the Cuiiiptroller of his Houi- 
hold, by Holbein. 

The Duke and Dutchefs of Tork^ by that lovely 
Painter Sir Peter Lefy^ as alfo King IPllUam and Queen 
Mary^ when Prince and Princefs of Orahge^ over the 
Doors, by the fame Hand, of whofc great Beauties we 
fhall give a more particular Account wheh we come to 
his later Pichires ; but of his Life in general, the fol- 
lowing is the Account given by Mr. Graham, 

Sir Peter Lely was horn in JVeffphalia^ in the Year 
1617, where his Father, being a Captain, happened to 
be then in Garrifon. He was bred up for fome Time in 
the Hague f ^d afterwards committed to the Care of one 
De GrebbiT^ of Haerlem* 

Hr came over into Enghnrf, in the Year 1641, and 
purfvicd the n.itural Bent ot his Genius in Laiidfcapes, 
with fmall Figures, and hiflorical Coinpofitions j but 
finding the Pra<ftice of paiiitinL^ after the f.ife generally 
more encourageil, he ap^icd himicif to Portraits, with 
fuchSuccefs, that, in a IttdeTime he fuipailed ail his 
'Contemporaries in Europe, - 

.He was very earned in hb younger Davs to ha^ 
finiflied the CouHe of his Studies in Italy \ but the 
great Buiiiicl;, in which he was perpetually engaged, did 
liot allow him fo much Time : To make himfclf 
' AiTJcnds, he refolved, at lail, in a numerous, but well- 
€liofea> CoUe<Stioii of the Drawings, Prints, and Paint- 
ings, 

If 
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ings, of the moft celebrated Mafters, to bring the Ro* 

man and Lombard Schools home to him. And what 
Benefit he reaped from this Expedient, was fufficicntly 
apparent in that admirable Style of Painting, which he 
formed to himfelf, by daily conv erfmg with the Works 
pf thdfe great Men; in the Corrednels of his Drawing, 
and the JSeauty of his Colouring; but elbecially in the 

Praceful Aiis oif his Figures ; the plealing Variety of bis 
'oftures, and his genteel Negligence, and loofe Man- 
ner of Draperies : In which FaiLicukir, as few of his 
Predeceflbrs were equal to him, fo all fuccccding Artifls 
muil iland obliged to his happy invenuon, for the iioblc 
Pattern which he has left them for Imitation. 

He was recommended to theFavourof )^\v\^Charles I., 
by FUlip £arl of PiifAreig^ dien Lord Chamberlain 
of his Houfliold ; and drew his Majefly's Pi<£lure, when 
he was Prifoner in Hampton - Court, which Picture is 
now in the PoflTeflion of his Grace the Duke of So/ncr- 
fet^ at Sien-timji^ and of which we fhall ipcak here- 
after. 

Sir Peter Lely was alfo much in Efteem with K» 
Charies II* who made him his Painter, conferred the 
Honour of Knighthood upon him, and would often 
^ times take great rlcfafure in his Converlation, whkrh he 

fouad to be as agreeable as hia Pifiicil. He was like- 
wife highly refp;^cSled by all the People of Emiaciicc in 
the Kingdom ; and indeed fo extraordinary were his 
natural Endowments, and fo great his acquired Know- 
ledge, that it would be hard to determine, whether he 
was a better Painter, or a more accomplifhed Gentle- 
man ; or whether the Honours which he has done his 
Profeffion, or the Advantages which he derived from 
it, were the moft coididcrablc. But as to his Art, cer- 
tain it is, that his laft Pieces were his heft ; and that he 
gained Ground, and improved himlelf every Day, even 
to the very Moment in which Death tiiatchcd his Pencil 
out of his Hand, in an A poplectic Fit, in the 63d Year 
oC bfs Age, and in the Year of our Lord 1680. 

The Ceiling; of the Room we ajrv now fpeaking of 
is painted by Mi. Kent, with the Rcprefcntati^n of Mi* 
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fierva., the Goddcfs of Wililom, with fcveral Emblems^ 
of the Arts and Sciences,

This is another Miracle of Van Dyck^ and is as wear 
as the Art of Painting can come to Nature in the moft 
difficult Part, which is Youth and Beauty ; if this Pic- 
ture was rightly valued, it ought to have a belter Light, 
in a Room on purpofe to hang it in, where there ihould 
not be the leaft Thing to take the Eye from it; and \% 
miffht then afford a delightful Entertainment to a true 
Judge ^id Loyer of Paining for xtn^y Hours of hi$ 

It hangs froriting the Light, which is a very bad Situ-» 
ation for To fine a Picture ; and this, as all fine Pictures, 
which Ihpw fo great a Genius, and io difficult a Study 
to have performed, ought rather to have Places made 
for them, than to be only mixt with the other trifling 
Ornaments of a Room. If a real Rceard fot Painting 
i^as in Fafliion, Noblemen auid Gentlemen who have 
ibch fort of invaluable Treafures as the abovementioned, 
would build Places on purpofe for them, that they . 
might have a Feaftfor the Curious, rpuch more pleafing 
than the prefent Manner of Entertaining: And as we 
have now feme Noblemen and Gentlemen, who think 
in this Way, we hope, by their Exam^, the Numi- 
bcr will encreafe, and that this glorious Ar^ will revhfe 
once more under thf* Countenance and Encouragement

J'hje prcfent (ir^fit ^nd fFtJ}^ w ho are levers of

JoHX Riley was bom in the City of Londw^ in the 
Year 1 746, and was inibu6ied in the Rudiments of 
Painting by Mr. Zwjl^ and Mr, Fulkr % but rlcft tbcm 
WbUe he was yeiy youngi and began to pra£tife after 
the Life ; yet acquired no great Reputation, til}, by the 
Death of Sir Peter Lely^ his Friends being defirous that 
he fliould iucceed that excellent Mafter m the Favour 
of K\n^Charles II. engaged Mr. Chaffinch to fit to him 
for his riAure ; which be perrormed io well, that the 
King, upon Sight of it, lent for him, and having em- 
picnr^ htm in^cmwiiig die Dukft. o£ Graftmi% Poctratt, 
ana foon after his own* took him into tsis.

Upon theAcceilion of King JViUiam and Queea 
M^ry to the Crown, he was fworn their Majefties Pria- 
cfpal Painter 9 which Place he had not enjoyed in the 
moeding Reign, tho' King Jama and his (^^leeii weie 
tioth pleafedtobedrawn bv W Hand. He was very 
diJigent in the Imitation of Natuce ; and by Audying the 
t li 4. Liic, 
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Lifet rather tfuui feUowing any partkidar Mannar, ar- 
rived at a pkafant and matt agreeable Style of Painting. 

But that which eminently diftinguifhed him from all his 
Contemporaries, was his pecuhar Excellence in a Heady 
and efpecially in the Colouring Part ; wherein fome of 
hit Pieces were fo very extraordinary, that Mr. Riley 
himfelf was the only Pcrfon who was not rhamaad wit^ 
them* - >. ^ (V , ; : .

■ He was a Gendeman extremely eoiirteoustaiiiaS^ 
haviour, engaging in his Converfation, and prudent in • 
all his A£tioiis. He was a dutiful Son, an aticctioiiate 
I^rother, a kind Alafter, and a faithiul Friend. He 
•never was guilty a Piece oi V anity, too comoion 
among Artifts, <rf ikying mighty Things on his own 
Behalf; but contented himfclf with letting JUs^Mifarts 

fpeaktitir huiK: wbiclmi)eatiittUx. 4i4peim:jQyinbiicHe^ 
Nations, as well as oii^ owB» wm indeed every wjhere 

very eloquent in his Commendation. 

He had for feveral Year*; been violciitlv peifccutcd 
by the Gc^ut ; whtch^ after many terrible Aliimks, flying 
at lali: into his Head, brought him to his Grave, in the 
Year 1691, and 46th of his Age, exceeding|^4amented ,

These Pieces have their Beauties ; but sfe his more 
capital Picturei will give us great Scope to fpcak of his 
wondrous Performance and KnowIed<re, we fhall defer 
it till we come to tbofe, and now give the iieader his 
Life. 

TiTiANo, the moft univerfal Genius of all the Lom^ 
hari'SdmU the beft Coiourift of all the Modems, and 
the moft eminent for Hipmn^Limiftapti^ ^xiAPortrmtSy 
born at Gadorej iu the FeJietian Teiritoricii, in the 
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Ym^ 147^, being defeended from the andcnt Fanuly of * 

the Vecelli. 

He was bred up in the School of Gio. BeUim^ at the * 
fame Time with Giorgione ; but improved iuinfclf moro 
by the iLmulation that was betwixt him and his Fellow- ' 
Difcipky than by the Inf^ruc^ions of his Mailer. He 
VM cen&rol indeed by A f^chei Am^elo Bif§namioti^ for ' 
want of Corrcfinefi in Defign, a i^'ault common to all ' 
^ Lembard Pmten^ who had not been acquainted 
with the Antiquities ; yet that Defect was abundantly 
fupplied in all the other Parts of a moii: accompiifhed 
Artift. He made three fevcral Portraits of the Em- 
peror Charles V. who loved him fo entirely, that ho 
honoured him with Knighthood, created him Count 
Pabamty made all his Dependents Gentlemen, and ' 
affigned him a coniidenUe Pcnfion out of the Cham* * 
her of Naples. 

RiDOLPHj, In his Life of Titian^ fays. That Em-' 
peror one Day took, up a Pencil, which fell from the * 
Hand of the Artift, who was then drawing his Pic- * 
tures ; and upon the Compliment which Tiuan made 
him on the Occafion, he faid thcfc Words, Tkian hat ' 
deferoedte he ferved Cafar^ And in tb^ fame tAk it ' 
is remarkable, that the Emperor valued bhnfelf, not fo " 
much in fubjeSing Kingdoms and Provinces, as th^t 
he had been thrice made immortal by the Hand of 
Titian, 

When the greateft Lords, who compofed the Court 
of that Emperor, were not able to refnun from fome 
Marks of JealoufV, upon the Preference which he made 
of the Perfim ana Converfation of Titian^ to that of all 
his other Courtiers, be freely told them, That he could 
never want a Couri^ or L^Qurtif.r:^ j hut he could not have * 
Titian always with hifn. Accoruiiigiy he heaped Riches 
on him, and whealocver he icjit him Money, which, * 
ordinarily fj^eaking, was a great Sum, he always did it' 
"with this obliging Tcftimohy, That his Defign was not 
to pay him the Falue ef his Pi&wres^ hecatue they weri ' 
abwe Price.- After the Example of the Worthies of 
Antiquity, who i^oi^ht the raj^ Pictures- with Buflieh 
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of QoM, without c<Mntiiig.tk Weighty or dieNuiriber 

of Pfcces, In nummo aureoy menfurd accept^ non numtro^ 
lays PUnyy rpcaking of i/lpelles. 

Titian alfo painted Philip II. the Son of this Em- 
peror ; he painted hkewile Soiymany Emperor of the 
jT oks^ two Popes, three Kinss, two £inprefln» ftttral 
Q^ns, and almoft all the Princes of Jtaly^ together 
wtth the fiuned Lud, Ari^j ami PtUr Afsatm^ Us in* 
timate Friendf, Nay, fo great was tile Nama and 
Reputation of TiiiaUy that there was hardly a Perfon of 
aoy Eminence then living in Europe^ from whom he 
did not receive feme particular Mark of Eileem. 

^* Titian, fays J)u Fn/nofj was one of the greateft 
^\ Coloucifts that ever was known. He defigned \^'ith 
^ imidi 0iore£aie and PraAice than his Feilow^Dil^- ' 
ciple Georgimtk There are to he fcen Womcsi atid 
Children of his Hand, which arc admirabk, both for 
the Deji2:n and Colouring, The Gufto of them is 
** delicate, charmin^r, and noble, with a certain pleafmg. 
Negligence of the Head-drelles, the Draperies, and 
Ornaments of Hahits, which are wholly peculiar to ' 
him* As for the Figures of Mett» he has defipned 
them but moderately well. There are (bme of hia 
Draperies, continues Ae fiu&e Author, which are 
mean, and favour of a little Gufto. His Painting is 
wonderfully glowing, fwect, and delicate. He 
" made Portraits, which were extremelv noble; the 
Attitudes of them being very graceful, grave, diveril*^ 
lied, and adorned after a be.comIngFalhion. 

No Man ever painted Landscape vritb fo great a 
I *^ Manner, fo good a Colouring, and with (Ucfa a fte* 
fembbnce of Nature. For eight or tenYcars Spaoe, ho 
copyed with c!;reat Labour ai^i Kxactnefs whaiiocvcr 
^'^he undertook ; thereby to iuake himfelf an ealy Way, 
f« and to efiabliihibme general Maxims lor his future 
Conduct, .

TiTiAK w» of a Temper fii wonderAiUy oUiging 
/nd gensroinv Houfe at /^smfe was the ooii'* 

(iRnt RendcvKm of ail the FiriHofiy and People of the 

bed ^j^iality. He was io happy in the Conliituuon of 
his Body, that he never had been fick, till he was ieized 
with the Plague, when he was Ninety-nine Years of 
Age, of which he died in the Year 1576, fiiU of Ho- 
Aour, Giorjrand Riches, leaving hehind him two Sons, 
fmnfomn and Qixtm\ die eUeii: brod to the Cfaurcb, 
md well prefeired ; the odber paimvd feveral Portraits 
^ that might ftand in Competition with thofe of his Fa^ 
thcr's Hand. He had liicewile a Brother Francejco Z^^- 
(iilioy who made a great Proficiency in Painting. 
- Titian's DilcipJes were Paulo Veronefs^ Giacotm 
yUfftorety Gutcomo da Ponte Baffam^ and his Sons.

Our Saviour calling St. AJatthew from the Receipt 
of Cuftom, by AnmhaU Carraca^ a Priixse of Painters, 
whofe Beauties we ftiall fpeak of alfo in the moft capital 
Pict jres we ^re fo happy to iiave here, and agw givQ 
his Life. 

ANNiBAifE CARRACCiwas bom at Bohgna^ in the- 
Year 1560, and was a Dtfciple of his Coufin Ludovicti 
Carrajci, Among his other admhiable Qualities, ho 
h^ to prodigious a Memory, that whatever he had 
once (een, he never finkd to retain, aad make his own : 
So that at Parma^ he acquired the Sweetnefs and Purity 
at' ilqrre^iQ \ 4t Vitiicty the i>tfcngth and Diilnbuaoi^ 
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of Colours of Titian ; and at Rome, the CorreSfmfs of 
Dcfign, and beautiful Forms of the Antique : And by 
his wonderful Pcrtormanccs in the Palazzo Farnefe^ he 
foon made it appear, that all the feveral Perfe^Ucms of 
the moft eminent Mailers, his PredeoefibrSt weare united 
in himieif alone. In his Conveifadon he was friendljr, 
plain, honeft, and open-hearted ; venr comniunicative 
to his Scholars, and fo extremely kind to them, that he 
generally kept his Money in the fame Box wah his 
Colours, where they might have Recourfc to either, as 
they had Occafion. But the Unhappineis of his Tern* 
per inclining him naturally td Melancholy, the ill Ufage 
which he received from the Cardinal Famefe (who, 
through the Perfuafions of an ignorant Sfaaiari^ hb 
Donwftick, gave him but a Htde above 200 /• Stciliiig 
for his eight Ycar^i Study and Labour) lb confirmed 
him in it, that he refolved never more to touch his Pen- 
cil : And had undoubtedly kept his Reloiution, had not 
Jiis Neceffities compelled him to reiume it* Yet not- 
• withftanding, fo far did his Chagrin by Degrees gain 
upon him mat at certain Times it deprived him of 
the rifthtUfe of hb Senies: And atlaft betrayed him' 
into feme Irregularities, which, concealing from his 
Phyficians, he met with the lame Fate as Rafuelle^ 
in the like Cafe, had done before him ; and fecm- 
ed to copy that gieat Mafter, as well in the Manner of 
his i>eath, as he had imitated him all his Life lone in 
his Works. Nay, fuch was the Veneration he had for 
Rafe^Ue^ that it was his Death-bed Requeft, to be buried 
in the very (ame Tomb with htm \ which was accord* 
ingly done in the Pantheoriy or Rotunda^ at Rome^ in the 
Year i6og, in the 50th Year of his Age. 

Du Fresnoy fays, that Annibale Carracn^ in a very 
little Time, excelled his Mailer Ludovicd in all parts of 
Painting. He imitated, fays he, Corr^gioy Titian^ and 
RafdeUe^ in their difierentManners as he pleafed ; ex* 
cepring only, that you lee not in his Pidures, the No* 
blene^, the (Iraces, and the Charms of RafaeUi : And 
his ()ut~iines are neither fb pure, nor fo elegant as his. 
In all other Things, he is woiiderfuliy accomphihed, 
and of an uiuveifal Genius. l'H£a£t

not lon^ at Rme* And though w^e cannot but obfeive

Besides bis Talent io Painting and his admicaUe 
• S)c01 in ArchittQiire» very emintnt in the femal 

Churches, and Palaces, built after his Defigns at Gg- 
noua : He w as a Pci fon poflell'ed of all the Ornaments 
and Advantages tliat can render a Man valuable ; was 
univerlally learned, fpoke feven Languages very per- 
fe£Uy, was well read in Hiftory, and withal, fo excel- 
lent a Statefmajfif that he was eaiptoyed in feveraljwb* 
lick Negotisitions of great Importaacc^whiGh,h^ nums- 
ged with the moft renned Prudence and Condud : And 
yiSLS particularly famous for the Character with which 
he was lent into Eriglatid^ of Jmbajjadar from tiie In- 
font a Ijiihella^mid Philip IV. oi Spain, toK.\ng Charles I. 
upon a Treaty of Peace between the two Crowns* 
canfinned in the Year 1630* .His principal Perform- 
ances are in the Ban^etting-'Houfe at IFhiuhaUt the 
Efcurid in Spmt^ and tb^ Lwcftdturg G^^kriis m Bam, 
wliere he was employed by Queen- Marf of Afifdidsy 
Dowager of /A/i/j/ IV. And ia each of thofe ihree 
Cf iLiitbhe had the Honour of Knighthood conferred upon 
him, befides fcveial magniBc(^t PxeieiU$» in teftimony 
of his extraordinary Merits. 

His ufual Abode was at Antzverp^ where he built a 
Jpacious Apartment, in Imitation of the R^tun^ lit 
Ma^y fox a noble CoUedUon of Pi<£lur^$, which be had 
■ pi^rchafed in Italy-: Some of which, together with his 
i^iatues, Medals, and other Anti4uuit:s, he fold, not lun£ 
alter, to the Duke of BmkingfjffW, hii> inlim#Uii i* rioi^ 
/or ten I'houlaiul Pounds. 

He lived in the higheft Efle^m, Reputation and 
Grandeur, imaginabie J was as great a Patron 93 Mailer

his many Angular Endowments, that ho Strangers of

AndromedAi as the Fable fays, was the Dati^ter 
of Ci'pheus and Caffiope^ King and Queen of Mthwpia ; 

Vvho, for her Mother's Vanity, that would contend 
with the Nymphs in Beauty, was by them fattened to a 
Rock, and there left expofed to a Sea-Monger ; which 
would have devoured her, bad not Perfeusy on his wing- 
ed Horfe PegafuSf came to her Relief, and flew the 
Monfter ; in Recompence of which Service be was af- 
terwards married to the Lady. 

These two Pidures were bought of die late Mr. 
Lawsy by King George I, at a large Price : There are 
great Beauties and Strength of Exprellion in thcni, bcft 
known to the Profound ^ and much admired by all. 

Over one of the Doors is a very line Piaure of St# 
Jtgnes^ painted by that gceat Mafter Domenicbino^ 

DoMENico 2AMpt£Ri^ commonly called J} 
ehinoy Was well defeended, and bom in die Crty of jB^ 
bptc!, m the Year 1581. He was, at firft, a Difcinlc 
ci Denis Calvert^ tlie Flejning: But foon quitted nis' 
School for a mucli better of the Carr aches \ being in- 
ftrudled at Bologm by Ludovico^ arid at Pjume by Anni^ ' 
baJ' y who h ui lb great a Value for him, that nc took 
him to his Afliftancc in the Farmfe Gallery. 

He was extremely laborious and flow in ht$ Pro- 
dti<Slions, applying; himfelf always to his Work with 
much Study and J houghtfulnefs, and never offering tf> 
touch his Pencil, till he found a Kind of Enthufiajm^ or 

liifpi- 
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lo^itatiaiv ttpoo him. His Taknclaj jirincipally ja 
die Coffednen of bis Styfe^ and m oqwdEng die Paf- 

fions and Af]&£tions of the Mind. In both which Jie 
was fo admirabJj^ judicious, that Nitch Poufjin^ and 
Andrea Sacchi uted to fay, his Communion of Sc. Jeromey 
Uk the Church of the Chariiy^ and Rafailii^ celebrated 
Ktee of the Trmi^giara6m^^99txt^ two beft Pidiues 
ID Rom. 

He was made the diief Arduteft of the jfpofitKuil 
P^iaet^ by Pope Gregory XV, for his great Skill in that 

Art, He was Ukewilc well vcrfcd in the! hcury of Mu^ 
fick^ but in the Practice of it had little Succcis. He had 
the Misfortune to find Enemies in ail Places wherever 
he and partkiilarly at Nap Us was fo iH tieated 
hf thofe of bits own rrofeffion, that having agreed 
among fheml^es to di^age all bis Works* they 
wouldhaidly allow him to be a tolerable Mafter \ and 
were not content with having frighted him, for Ibnic 
Tune, from that Gity, but afterwards, upon his Re- 
turn thither, never left perfecuung hiin, till by their 
Tricks and Contrivances they had quite wearied hiin 
of his Life in the Year 1641, and 90th of his Age^ 
not without Su^icion of Poilon ; his moft malicious 
Enemy was Giyeppe Hitera, commonly called Spagno^ 
letto. 

Du Fresnoy fays, Domenichino was a vcrv' know- 
ing Painter, and very laborious, but othefvvUe of no 
great natural Endowments. It is true, continues the 
&me Author* he was profoundiy ikilled in all ihe Paru 
ofPaiiitine,btiC9Waiitiiig6VwW»bebad lefs ofNoblenefs 
in. his \^rks* than u tho left who ftudicd in the 
School of the GsnvKn's.

And 
it ferns, Giorgio Safari, no mean Cntickia that noble 
Science, was in his Time of the hke Opinion with 
this incomparable Romm Artift; for this Author trait-- 
in<r of, and aeknbing the Compofitton and Coiounng 
of'this very Pidure, in his Life of Buenarrtmti, men- 
tions it with fuch an Extafy and Rapture of Surprize 
and Admiration } that he publiflics and p. od aims it to 
the World, hy no lels Epithets than Ctja MrMulofa 
and Cofa'Dmnti ndracidm and rfwww- *. 

Mic iEL ANCf La BuowARKUOTi was nobly de- 
fcended, and born near Fbmuty in the Year 1+74. 
He was a Difciple of Domemco GhirUmdm*^ and noft 
profoundly IkiUed in the Arts of Painting, Sculpture, 
ind Architeaure. He has the Name ot the greatett 
Defigpietthat ever was; and it is un.verfaHy allowed 
himTittat lievet any Painter in the World underftood 
Anatomy fi» well. H»wa8 alfo an eweflent fti^ and 
not only highly eftecmed by PoP«i"<«^ly 
by the GranJ Duke of ^ufcMy, bv the RqwUidt of 
jhmu, by the Emperor, Charles V. bjr King fWwml. 
and • by nio^of the Monarths and Pnnce* of Lhnjim-

Magnificent^ upon a Defign ht tbeo bad of making a 
Bridge over the Hellefpont^ from CmJiantinopU to Peru. 

His moft celebrated Piece ot Pai/itm^^ ii> that ot the 
Laji judgnunt in the Pope's Chapel. lie died in the 
90th Year of his Age, in great VV caith at Homey h oni 
whence his Body was tranfiated to Florence^ an J there 
honourably interred, Anna 1564* The foUowing i$ 
J}u Fn/noft Account of him. 

Michael Ahgslo, fays he, flourilhed in the Times 

of Julius the Second, Lc:} the Tenth, an 1 the icv cn luc- 
ceffive Popes. He was a P.unter, a Sculptor, and an 
Architcift, both civil and nithtarv. The Choice which 
he made of his Attitudes was not always beautiful, or 
pleaftng : His Gufla of Defign was not the fined, nor 
bis Ottt<*Knes the moft degant ; the Fokb of his Dra* 
psries, and the Ornaments of hb Habits, were neither 
noble norgraceful. He was not a little fantaftical and 
extravagant in his Compolitioiis j he was bold even to 
RafhncTs, in taking; T/ibertics again (l the Rules of Per- 
fpeclivc. His Coiouring is not over true, or very plea- 
font. He knew not the Artifice of Lights and Shadows : 
But he defigned more learnedly, and better underft jod 
all the Knitttnas of the Bones, with the Office and Si* 
tuation of the Mufclcs, than anv of the modern Paui* 
ters. Tlx re appjars a certain Air of Gicatnefs and Se* 
verity in his Figures ; in both which he has often times 
facceeded. Hut above tJic reil of his Excellencies, was 
his wonderful Skill in Archkedture, wherein he has not 
only furpafled all the Moderns, but even the Anticnts 
alfo. The St. P^/r's of Rmt^ the St. John's, of F/> 
renciy the Capitfly the Paiazz9 Farnefe^ and his own 
Houfe, are fafficient Teftimonics of it. 
• HisDifciples were Mara-iu Venuft'i^ II R-ijJo^ Gwrgk 
Vajh'i^ Fra, Rajliam^ who coOunonly painted tor him, 
and many oth .-r /♦Var^jti^iii^. • ' t v

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Fimt^ Mariotto JlbertimUi^ Pietr^ di Cofhto^ and Jnr- 
drca del Sarto ; but chiefly followed the Miuioer of the 
laft, both in Ddign and Colourii^. He was of ib un* 
happy a Temper of Mind, that though his W^rics had 
flood the Teft even 

bell: Judges, yet he could never order them foas to pleafc 
himfelf; and was fo far from being fatisficd with any 
thing he had done, that he was in great Danger of lo- 
img the Gracefulneis of his own Manner^ by imitating 
that of other, inferior Mafters, and particularly the 
Styie of AUnrt Durer in his Prints. 

Hb fpent moft of his Timeat Fbrma^ where he 
painted the Chapel of St. Laurence \ but was fo wonder* 
fully tedious about it, that in the Space of eleven Years 
he would admit no Body to fee what he had performed. 
He was alfo of fo mean and pitiful a Spirit, that he chofe 
rather to be employed by ordinary People, for incon- 
iiderable Gains ; than by Princes and Noblemen^ at 
any Rates, ib that he died poor, in the 84th Year of his 
A^c, and of our Lord 1556.

PaoloCaliari Veronese, born in the Year 153a* 
was a Difci(^ of his Uncle Antmm BadiUi and not 
only cfteemed the moft eacccDettt of all the Lm^ d 

Painters, but for his copious and admirable Invention, 
for the Grandeur and Majelly of his Compofitions, for 
the Beauty and Perfe<Stion of his Draperies, together 
With his noble Ornaments of Architefture, is Hyled by 
the Italians^ il Pitta feiice, the ^^|^ Painter. 

He fpent moft of his Time at rgnicei but the' beft 
of his Worics were made after he returned thither from 
Rm^ 9nd ftu£ed the AmUmm. He could not be pre<» 
vaikd upon by the great Offers made him by Philip II. 
King of Spain^ to leave his own Country ; where 
his Reputation was fo well eftabliihed, that moft of the 
Princes of Europe^ fent to their feveral Ambafiadors, to 
procure them ibniethit^ of his Hand at any £Utes« 

He 
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He was a Pcrlon of a fublime and noble Spirit, ufcj 
to go richly drefsed, and generally wore a Gold Chain, 
which bad been presented him by the Procurators of St. 
MitHt^ as a Prize he won from feveral Arciih, his Coorio 
pedtors. He was highly in favour with all the prin- 
cipal Men in his Time ; and fe much admired by all the 
great AliijierSy as well his Contempoiaries as thole who 
lucceedcd him, that Titian himfelf u(cd to fav, lie was

the Ornament of his Profcfiion : And Guido Rim being 
alked, Which of the Mailers his Predcceflbrs, he would 
chufe to be, were it in his Power ; after Rafa'elU and 
Correggio^ he named Paul Vertnefe \ whom he always 
called his Paolino. 

He died at the Age of Fifty-fix, in the City of Venice^ 
in the Year i 588, ' -aving great Wealth brfiind him to 
his two SonSjGdhic/k a?jd Carlo^ who joined in iini(hing 
feveral Pieces left unperfe^Sl by tiie Father, and tbllowea 
his Manner fo dofe, in other excellent Things of their 
own, that they were noteafily diftinguilhcd ttom thofe 
of PauWs own Hand* 

Our Saviour in the Manger, by Bajfan. This is a 
very good Piiiurc of tliat Maltcr, and is finely painted 
with great Oppolition of Light and Shade. The Learned 
in the Italian Pictures, lee as much Merit in dark as in 
tranfparentShadows, but we think themnot fo pleafant, 
though that may probably be an Error in Tafte. Wc 
(hall &y more of this Mafter hereafter y at prefent we 
lhall only give the Reader an Account of his Life, which 
wc ill all do of cv^ery Painter, as Toon as may be, that 
afterwards we may have nothing to fay but of liis 
Works. 

Gi ACOMOA jiaPont£ daBassano^ fo called from 
the Place where he was born, in the Marca Trevifanaf 
in the Year 1 5 1 o, was at iirft a Difciple of his Father ^ 
and afterwards of Bonifacie^ a better Painter^ at Vtnicij 

by whofc Aiuftance, and his own frequent copying tHe 
Works of and Parmegicmo^ he brought hiuiicif 

into a pleafant and nmil agreeable way of Colouriuf 
but returning into the Country, upon the Death of his 
F^ibcr, he applied himielf wiiolly to the Imiumon of 

C 4 Nature, 
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J^ature, and from his Wife, Children, and SemntS| 
took the Ideas of moft of his Figures. 

His Works are very nume|-ous, all the Stories of the 
Old and Nr^u X^Jhment having been painted by hi^ 
{land^ befides 4 Multitude of other Hiftories, He was 
famous alfo for fcvcral excellent Portraits^ and particu* 
larly thofe of the ^elebfatecl W its, l,udovic$ Ario/ioy Bir-f 
fiardo ?uid *forauato his Son, die Prince of mo- 
dern Poets. In a Word, great was ^e Reputation pf 
this Artift at Venice^ that 27//<7a himfelf was ^lad to pur- 
chafe one of his Pieces, reprefenting the Entrance qf 
i^oah and his Family into the Ark, at a very conflder- 
^le Price. He was earneftly foljcitated tp go over into 
the Service pf the Empefor 5 but fo charming were the 
I'leaJures wfi^cli he fotfpd in the ^uiet Emoyment of 
Paintings Jidufidy and pod jSoois^ t)iat no Temptations 
whatfoever could make him change his Cottage for a 
Court. He died, at Eighty-two Years of Age, in the 
Year 1 592, leaving behind him four $Qns^ who allpro- 
|cffcd the Art of Painting.

The 
Drefies of the whole Fidureare as highly fini&edas the 
Art of Fainting can go, without £dTing into PeHumfi 
or Labour, for whatever is labourioufly done is viewed 
u iih I ciin, which makesevcn a flight (ketch with Spirit, 
be more entertaining to a Man ot real Kiowledge, or 
Pra<Sice, in the Art, than the nioit laboured Pifture in 
the World i for there have been many Painters who 
have been aUe to paint Lace, or embroider a Waiftc'oat^ 
that could not fet the Head right on the SbouIders9 or 
draw the Body in any Aftion whatfi>ever.

a Difcipie of Titia» ; who hairing o^ferved ibmecbin^ 
very extraoidinary ii| Ifis Gmtmi^ duoiifled him firoai baa 
Faouiy, for fear ha fliould giow up 10 rival his Mafter. 
Yet he ftill piiricd Titian's way of Colouring;, as the mod 
natural ; and lludicd Jklffbasl Angclo\ Gufto of Ddlgni^ 
a& the moil correal. 

VsNiCft was the Place of his conilant Abode, where- 
l^e was made a Citizen, and was wonderfully beloved^ 
and efleemed for bis Works : Dn Fre/noy (zys^ he was 
Grrat in the practical Part of Defign ; but fometimes^ 
alio fufficiently extravagant. He had an admirable 
Genius for Painting, if he hj.d h^id i;^ great an Afleilion 
to his Art, and as much Patience in undergoing tha 
DifHcultics of it, as he had Fire and Vivacity of Nature. 
He has made Pi^ures not inferior in Beauty to thofe of' 
Titian. His Compoficion and his Drcfles^ are, for.^: 
moft pait^ improper; and his Out-Lines are not cq^*^ 
xeSt: But his Uolourtng, and the Dependences Qf it^ 
like that of his Mafter, are mofl admirable. 

He wa^; called the Furious Tintorct^ for his bold majl^ 
ner of Paintin'z, with lii ong Li^hti and deep Sharlows j 
for theRapidky of his Genius and for hisgsand Viy^vt 
9ity of Spirit, much admired by Pmtl Veroneje, But the i, 
on the other hand, he was blamed by him, and a4 
others of hta Pr(^effim» for undefvaluin£ himfel^'^t

Price, thereby making fo great a Difference in his fevc- 
ral Performances, that, as AmihaU Carraca\ obfcrvcd, 
he is fometimes equal to Titian^ and at other Times ia*» 
ferior even to himielf. 

Ht vn$ extremely pleafant and zShMc in his Hu* 
mour I and delighted To much in Painting and Mufick, 
his beloved Stndtes* that he would harder fiiffer hioifetf 
to taftc any other Plesfurea. He died in me Year 1 594, 
at the Age of Eighty-two, leaving behind him one 
Daughter, Marietta Timor etta^ and one Son Dmenie§ 
^tntorettOy who both profefled Painting,

is a fine Piece, by Andrea Schtauont* This is a good 
dealhurtbjr Timt;^ut the Figuies are finely draim 
tad coloured; and die Affiidation of Judgment in Aff- 
dot is finely exprefled, and cannot but occafion a Smile 
in the Beholder \ for nothing is more ridiculous than a 
folemn Look| and a pretended Judgment in Painting 
and Muftck, among thgie in high Stations, who have 
not had the leaft Pradlice, or Oppwtunity of really uflk 
derftandtng them: Which occafioned the Story of 
ApeUes faying to Alexander the Great, that tho' he was 
the greateft rrincc in the World, yet he talked about 
painting fo, that the very Boys who were grinding the 
Colours laughed at him. 

There are at pr^ft^nt abundance of affc(5led Judges 
in the Art of Painting, who deferve the Ais's Ears aa 
well as Midas in this Pif^ure. 

Midas was a rich King of Pbrygia^ When Ap§U8 and 
Amftroveferthe Maftery and Prehemtnence in Singi ng, 
alone gavi his Judgment on the Side of Pan ; for which 
Abfurdity jfpoUo^ in great Anger, clap'd a pair of Afs's . 
Ears on his Head. By this Fiction of the Poets was 
meant, that Midas^ being a Tyrant, had many Heark- 
tners and Tale-bearers, by whom he knew all that was 
tpAm of him in every Corner of his Kingdom, as if he 
Vad Tong Ears to hear what every one (kid, which was a 
foolifh Curiofit^, givir^g him uiany times great Unea-r

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Andrea Schiavone, who painted the Pidure we 
^re now fpeaking of, was fo called from the Country 
where he was bom, in the Year 1522* Hewasfo

'dfauty and Sweecnefr of his Colours, ^taxTint^a v&A 
oftentimes to fay, no Painter ought to be without one 
Piece^ at kali, oi his Hand. His principal Works were 
compofed at Venice ; fome of them in Concurrence 
With Tintorii himfeU, and others by' the Direviions of 
'Tkian^ in the Library of St. Mat J^, But fo malicious 
was Fortune to poor Andna^ that his Pi^hires w^rc 
but Utcle valued in his Life«time, and he never was paiil 
any otberwife for them than as an ordinary Painter ; 
tho' after his Deceafe, which happened 1:1 the ^ ir 
1582, in the 60th Year of his Age, his \^"oikb fanii:d 
to a much better Account, and were t liccrncJ anl vmablc 
to their Merits, and but little mferior to thole of \m 
•molt famous Contemporaries.

GiuLlo Romano, born in the Year 1492, was the 
greateli Artift^ and moft univcrfal Painter of all the Dii- 
ciplcs of RafaeUe^ beloved by him as if he had been his 
Son^for the wonderful SweetneGiofhisTempcr ; and made 
htm cm of his Heirs, upon eondickm that he flioiiid 
aiffi^ in fintfliing fiich Things as lie hirf left impefftAi 
He was profbuiwly learned in aR the Psnts of the Anti" 
quitles : And by coiivcrfing with the Works of the moft 
€?xcellent Poets, particularly Homer, had made himfelf 
ablblute Mailer of the Quattfkatiom neceflkrily required 
in a grand Dejigner, 

He continued for fome Years at Rome^ after tbc 
Deathof RafaiOct and hf the Diftaions of Pope 
CkMent VIL wrought fevera! adiiiirable Pieces in <t&e 
Hall of ilonJloTitine^y and other publick Places. But his 
principal Performances were at Alantua ; where he was 
Icrnt for by the Marquels Fredtr 'iio Gonza^a ; and where 
he made his Name lUuiirious, by a- notable and ilately 
Palace, built after his Model ; and beautified with Va» 
Ticty of Paintings, after his Defigns. And indeed ift 
Ardiitcfiure he was fo emtnemty ikilfol, thM he wai 
invited back toR(^mey with an Offer made him of being 
the cliief Jrchiteifoi St. Piters Church ; but whilil he 
Was' debating with him (elf, whether or no he fhould ac- 
cept of thiii Opportunity of returning glorioufly int6 
%ii$ own Country, Death interpofed, and fiuMdicd him 
awdy in the Year 1546, and 55th of bis Ags, 

\Jv Freskoy fay& that Givlh Romans was the moft 
excellent of all Rafaelles Di(ciples ; he had Coficep* 
tions which were more extraordionary, more profound 
and more elevated, iliuu even his Malkr himfelf. He 
was alfu a great Architect, hi^ Gurto was pure and ex- 
quifue. tic was a great Imitator of the Aniientsl, 
giving a dear TeiHmony in all his Productions, that he 
was dcfirous to reftorc to Pra£Bce the fame Fonns and 
Fabricks which were antient* He hid the good Fortune 
to inui ereat Perfons who committed to him the Que 
of taijuih V^J^ihulci^ and Forikni all Titraftyles^ 
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Xjj/lis^ Tb^Mriff wad Adi odier Plaeei as m not now 

in ufe. He was wonderful in his Choice of Attitudes* 
His Manner was drier and harder than any of Ra/aeWs 
School. He did not exaftiy undcrfland the L4ght8 and* 
SbadmwB^ or the Colours. He is frofuently hadb, and 
ungraceful i Thft FoMi of his Draperi^ am Miliicr 
beniiiiUt iior tMfytiaimKimi^ IniliU mMnmmu. 
and tiio Eke t& HiMti of tet^^ 

He was very knowing in human Learning. Hif 
Difciples were Pirro L/g»rw (who wis admirable for 
antient Buildings, as far ToM^, Temples, Tombs, 
and Trophies, and the Skiiilion of antient £di&oes)' 
JEneas Vk§^ Bmuffone^ Gifirgk Alatumm^ and others.

The Reafon why we are able to gi\ c a hrttcr Ac- 
count of fome Pictures than others is, that they have 
been in fewer Hands, lefs damaged, and feidomer 
cleaned ; for there are fome Pidures of antient Maftcrs, 
in which perhaps juft a Head^ or a Hand or two remain 
to oonvtnoe us they were paii^ by thofe MaAers ; bur 
the other Parts have been fo ofien deaned, nibbed, and 
touched over, that there is hardly any thLig left of the 
Original.

jr^)j^)J()JCll^HIS magnificent Strucaure (we may 

venture to affert) is more agreeably 
fituated {IVindfor only excepted, of 
wtiich we propoie to give a pamcular 
Account hereafter) than any other of 
his Majeftv's Rural Recofles: ItiUt 
on the North-Bank of the River 
Thames^ about two fmall Miles from the antient Town 
of Kingjion, and on the High-Road from Stains to 
J^ondon. 

NoTWiTHSTANDiNO it lies ft) clofc to the River- 
fide, yet it is never in the leaft incommoded by the 
Rife of the Waters^ which, in other Placdi, h tM of- 
ten occafioned by iudden Fbods, or inord&iate T'tm*^ 
pefts ; and though not far Ax>m the Reflux of fihe 
Tides ; yet it is at fuch a convenient Diftance, as never 
to be influenced by any of thofe Impurities, which the 

Flowing of the Tides are too apt to create : Neither 

were 
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were the Gardens, though they Extend almdift to the 
very Margin of ^ River» ever knowi^ to be ov^» 
flawed: And what ftill renilerB its Situation more 
agreeable, is, there arc no Marfli-Grounds, on either 
^>id€ the River, to make the Waters ftagnate, or the 
Air, upon that Account, either foggy or unhealthful. 

The River here is high enough to be navigable, and 
low enough to be agreeably rapid | fo that, though the 
S6ia|n9 nioves but eei^tly on ; yet it does not ikep^ gr 
ftem to ftand flill, fike a Pond« 

This eaiy Movement keeps the Waters fbr*ever 
dear and clean. In fliort, the Bottom is always in 
View, the wanton Fifli fire always vifible, and nothing 
is wanting, that can render a River always entertaining. 

Haying thus given the Reader a tranfient Uea of 
the Situation of this beautifiil Palace^ I (hall proceed, in 
the next Places to Ipeak of its antfent, and illuftrious 
Founder* 

It vfas firft niiied from the Ground by that great 

Statefman, and Favourite of King Henry VIII. Cardi- 
nal IVoolfey^ and devolved on the Crown, in the For- 
feiture of his Eminence, when his then Majefly feized 
his Effects and Eftate, by which fudden Turn of For- 
tune, this Rural Seat, and that of JVhitehall (another 
magnificent Manfion Ho^(e cff the Cardinal's EreAipn 
•tiiis own E^pence) were at his MajeAy's Difpofal at 
the fame Time. Two fuch fine Palaces as the above 
mentioned, built ^t the fole Charge qf one private Sub- 
jeft, will ever be lafting Monuments of the Pride and 
Ambition, as well as the almoft inexhai|ftible Treafure^ 
of that imperioi|s Prelate, who kneiy no Boimds to his 
AvaHce^ till h^ was overthrown at once, by incurring 
the IX^rieafure of bis Royal, apd m^nific^t ^enefador^ 
Though Hdmpton Court was (as bdbre has been 
obferved) a Recefs in every Refpe(5l fit for a Prince, 
even in King Henry VlII's Time; yet it never appear- 
ed in its full Glory, till the latter End of King ^^7/- 
fiam lUf who greatly adqiirjng the Situation, added 
:(everal very ^l^gfjpt and ponipous Apartments to it, 
p^ufmg the gfeaf. Stair<r(^afe^ and U>mt of the Ceilings 
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%e painted by Signior Ferris, a very curious Artift^ 
though much inferior to fome of the ^reat MaAers, of 
whote Works Ihsdl give a Deicnp^cm hereafter 1 
for here are not only many Pieces of the moft able 

Hands, but Hampton Court ^ as Mr. tiichardfon obferves 
in his Eflay on the Theory of Painting, is the great 
School of Rafaellc^ the moft celebrated of them a]f. 

But before we enter upon the Subjc6l propofedt in 
order to render this new Defign as ufeful, and rational 
an Amu&ment p^bly we can^ we fliall from Time 
to Time haire Recour^, not only to modem Hiflory, 
as Occafion fhall require, but to the juftly admired 
'Do£lor King^ Abbe le Plucht:^ and Mr. Baniere^ as the 
beft, and moft artful Expofitors of the Mytholo^^ of 
the Antients : For there are difFcrent Species of Books 
cxpoied to public View, fuch as Pidlures^ Prints, Ta« 
peftry and ^t^tues. Thefe are fo many Riddles to 
thole vrbo a^e ignorant of Fabulous Hiftoij, to wkidi 
we muft be oU|ge^ veiy crften to apply, tor dieir bet* 
tcr lUuftration. 

Without making therefore any further Apology for, 
orTntroduftion to our prelent Undertaking, we will be* 
gin with the Entrance. into this Palace, at the Gates of 
which there are four large Bricjc Piers \ the two In- 
ward, which form a Gate-way, ate adorned with the 
Lion and Unicom^ the Royal Supporters, holding «adi 
of them a Shield, whereon are the Arms cS Great Bri-* 
tain: On the two Out\yard are leveral Trophies of 
War, well carved, ui Stone ^ \yitl) two Imall Portals oi| 
pach Side. 

PIaving pafled through the long Court-yard, on 
each Side of w^hlch are Stabling for the OHicers of his 
Majefty's Houihold, i^e proceed to |he iirft Portal, 
yrhich is a beautiful Piece of Brick-work, embeQiflied 
with four Heads of the Rman Cafars^ two on each 
Side, with then jefpciSlivc Names under them : The 
firft is Trajan^ the fecond Adrian^ the third Tiberius^ 
and the laft Vite'tii^s. For what Reafon the Cardinal 
(houid chule the EfHgies of thefe four Emperors, of 
jfuclf difiefent QbsM^a^fs, t(f decorate this fart of the 
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Building, is not ea(y to conjecture. JVoolfey it Is 
frue, was a great Scholar, and a Patron of Men of 
I^earjiiH!^ ; To were Trajan and Adrian^ and both Men 
of uablemiibed Cbara6^er, and on tiiat Account might 
^«im bis £ft«ein ; but then Ttbtriui^ though a learned, 
w«i a very tricked Prince ; one of his greateft Foibles 
however witt what the Cardinal could not fairly con** 

Ws fupporting and fufFcring himfelf to 
be managed at Will by his overgrown Favourite 5^- 
fanus. PitcH'tm had indeed no one good Quality to re- 
commend him ( but, like the Cardinal, was notorious 
for his diflbiute and luxurious Courfe of Life. From 
this Portal fpread two Wings, built in the fame Tafte^ 
and a large Paveoient, of feiiii*circular Form in Front. 

THaouGH tlie Portal adorned (as juft mentimied) 
with the four Heads, we pafs into a large Quadrangle, 
remarkable for nothing curious, except its Spaciouf- 
nefs and Uniformity : This leads to a fecond Qua- 
dranele, where, over the Portal, is a beautiful aArono-^ 
mtcal Clock, the Workmanihip and Contrivance of the 
Iat0 celebrate Tompim^ on which are curioufly repre- 
sented the Rifing and Setting of the Sun, his sradual 
progrefion through the twelve Signs of the z^^^tf^^ 
the various Phafes of the Moon, and other fuch em- 
tlematical Amulcments, as juftly make it the Obje<Jt 
of uiiiverfal Admiration. And here, in order to in- 
^u£t, as well as entertain our Readers, we (hall giv^ 
them, in this Place, Abb^ le Plkchi% hiftorical Ac<» 
count of the Origin of the Zodiac^ and his agreeable 
Explication of its re(pe£liye Hieroglyphicks, 

The old Egyptians^ fays he, having firft ob(ervej 
the four natural Diviiions of the Year, perceived, that 
the Sun, in each of thcfe Scafons, was placed fuccef* 
fively under diilincl Stars, In order, therefore, to be 
as cxa^St as poiiibly they could, and to parcel out 
the Year ill fuch a Manner, ^s (hould be commodious 
yuid unalterable, they divided each of the four Seafons 
into three Cantoiis of different Stars, and the whole 
Year into twelve Houfes, or Stations of the Sun, to 
yrhich they gave the Najncs of twelve different Ani- 

mals. 
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mals, that had Relation to what was tranfa^S^ upon 
£»rth, in each of thoft DivUkms of the Year. 

The Sun, in Spring, covers the Earth with a vai( 
Variety of ineftimaUe BtdSnjS*. Thofe which the 
Antiefifs were pecultaify fewdof, and valued moft, 
were Sheep, Kinc, and Goats. In order to adumbrate,, 
therefore, thofe numberlefs Benefits, and that Fecun- 
dity which was reilored to them by the Spring, they • 
gave to the three Conilellatiom, through which the 
Squ pafles in the Spring, the Names of tnofe three dif- 
imntCitatiiM. The ConAdJatiQii under which 
Ihe Son is foetid, wken the Winter js wifhdfawn, an4 
the Days and Nights are equal, was dtflinguifhed by 
the Name of thenrft Animal, that is urually brought 
forth at that particular Period, that is to fay, the Lamb^ 
or its Parent, the Ram. The fecond bore the Title 
At Ball ; And) as the Goats, which are hot in Novemn 
fir^ and preg;nant for five Months, brin^ forth twa 
ytatng Onies oftner than one, at the Expiration of tha| 
nHerm, Ae tihird Confteflation of the Spring bote the 
Denomination of the Twins^ or Ktdf^» 

When the Sun is arrived at the Summer Solftice, he 
advances no farther towards the Pole, but returns with 
Abundance of Gravity and Precaution, as it were, to the. 
Equator ; for which Reafon, the Egyptiam thought 
prober to affign the Name of the Crab to thofe Stata 
Holder wUch Se then appeiirs, The Manner in whicli 
this Animd marches is well known, and noditng could 
more aptly adumbrate the Retrogradation of the Sun, 
The exceilive Heats which next come on, and the fulj 
Luftre in which that orlorious Luminary then appears, 
induced them to give the Conftellation under which he 
then moves, the Name of the Liorij the King and - 
Terror of aU the terreftrial Animals. The Harveft, 
which immediately fucceeds, inclined them to delineate 
the fikA Ccmffelfation, by the Figure of a young Fe* 
fiiale Heaper^ beaming an JEar qi (^Jorn, The Emblem, 

• The Greeks fubftituted in their Room, though without 
gn^ pQui^tiQa, the (wo |[rotbers, Caftor aod Foiiux.

gained their Livdihood by gleanit^ aror the Reapeii | 
and nothing coitid be a more lively Reprefentation of 
that Scafon of the Year, when Providence is h^lh, as* 

it were, of her Favours, and iupplies both Rich and 
Poor with Plenty of Provifions, 

It would be mjpoHibie to exprefs that which the 
Equinox falls under, and equals Dav and Night by any , 
belter jr^^, than that of a Balance in JEqutlibrio.. 
The various DiAemperai occafioned by the Sun in his 
Retreat, or which break out in the Middle of Autumn,, 
made them give the next Set of Stars the Title of the 
Scorpicny becaufe that Animal carries not only a 
Sting, but a Bag of Poifon in his Tail, and makes ufe 
of both, as he finds Occafion. The Sagittaryy or 
Archer who follows that deftrudive Animal, has 21 
viiible Relation to the Chaoe, or tfa^ Diverfion of 
Hunting, which is principally followed after the Fall 
of ^e Leaf. As the Crab, that <;rawls with a retro- 
grade Motion, \\ as made the Symbol of the Summer 
bolftice, after which the Sun always returns to the 
Equator ; lo on the other Hand, iji order to delineate 
the Winter Solitice, attcr which the Sun rifes, and 
03ntimies his progreffive Motjoii to the other Tropic^ 
^ Name of Qi^rkorn^ or tb^ Gp^t was chofen ; be^^ 
caufe tbofb Animals moft commonly chmb as they 
browze, and continue afcending, and feeding, till 
they have reached the Summit of the Rocks and Moun- 
tains. The JVattr-Fot is a lively Iqi^ge of the Hail, 
Rain and Snow, that fall in th>fc dark. Winter Seafon. 
And lailly, the two F'tjh^ which are linked together by 
a Fillet or Bandage, feem to have Reference to ■ the 
Generation of thofe Animals, whp m^lce their Ap- 
pearance about the Clofe of Winter, at virhich Period 
Angling begins to come jn Seaibn.

On the Ri^ht-Hand of this QiiadrangJe there is a 
Stone Colonade, confiding oi lour teen Pillars, and two 
Pilafters of the Ionic Order, with an Entablature and 
Balliiftra^e at Top, decorated in the Middle with two 
large, carved Vafes. This leads to the great Stairs 
Cue, on which are painted, at the Top, on die kft 
Side, as you come in, Apollo and the Nim Mufts ; re* 
prefendng a fine Concert of Mufick, at whofe Feet (iti 
the God Pan^ with his unequal Reeds ; and a little 
below them, the Goddefs Ceres^ holdiui^ a Wheat- 
Sheaf in her Left-Hand, and poinUag to iev^cral J^oayes 
of Bread with her Right \ in which (he has a Chaj^ec 
of Flowers ; near her are the River-Gods, Thame and 
Ifis^ with their Urns, and behind them, two River<> 
Nymphs : A large Tabk is placed in the Middle with 
a large Quantity of rich gilt Plate upon it, adorned with 
Flowers. This Part ot the Painting is a lively Rcpre- 
fentation of the Marriage o^Thamt and Ifis\ alluding 
to the Palace being erected on the River, which takes 
•its Name from the Union of their Streams* Apollo and 
the if/^^x are introduced into the Piece, as being the 
Deities who prefided over all facred Banquets, and were

Jmo\ Peacock is 
in the Front ; and one of tSn^Prnx^^at Ate/ Sijl^rs^ is» - 
waitine with her Sciffiui in her Haii^ ready K> cut the 
Thread of Life, whenever Jove (houM give her Orders* 
I he Whole is covered with a fine Canopy, furrounded 
with the Signs of the Zodiaci and feveral Zephyrs^ with 
Fiou ers in their Hands. On one Side of them is Fame^ 
With her two Trumpets. This Piece is a Compliment 
paid to King William and Q|ieen Mary \ the Peacock 
k an £mlem of their Grandeur \ the Dejliny denotea 
Ihetr Power over the Lives of their Sulijefb y and the 
Zep/jyrs reprefent their mild and courteous Difpofition 
towards them» 

Underneath this is a beautiful P igurc of Venus ^ in an 
eafy, careleis Pofture, with one Leg on a Swan, and 
Cupid riding on anotj^r^ whilft Mars is making his Ad* 
drejfes to her as a Lover* 

On the Right-hand are Plitt$ and Proferpim^ Qght 
and Tirra^ Cyodcy ctown'd with a Tower, and others t 
Neptune and Jrnphttrite in the Front, and two Atteo** 
dants, ferving them with Nectar aiid Fruits* 

On the Left is Bacchus^ and his Attendants. He id 
drelFin a Leopard^ s Skin thrown over his Shouiders, and 
a Crown of Grapes upon his Head. He leans on a 
rich Ewer ; his Left-hand refbs on&'/t'^/i/x'sHead, who 
fits on an Afs that is fallen down, and feems to catch 
a Table, to which the Goiiidk Diana above is pointing* 
The Table is fupported by Eagles. On one Side ot it 
fits Romulus^ the Founder ot Rome^ who feems very at- 
tentive, and looks up to 'Jupiter, There is a Wolf by 
his Side, by which, according to the received Notion^ 
he was fuckled With his Twin-Brother Remus^ when 
their Uncle Numitor had ordered them both to be caft 
into the River Tyher \ but the Meflenger employed in 
this wicked Deiign, having laid the Childrm gently 
down among fome Rulhes, they were found by the

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Sb^l^erd Faufiulus^ who delivered them to his Wife 
to nurfc, from whofe Name^ being Lupa^ the Fabk of* 
thar being (bckkd by a Wolf took its Rife. 

On die odier Side of the flpig Table, is Henukt^ 

dreft in a Lton\ Skin, and leaning on hb Club. All the 
above Figures are painted in the Clouds. In another 
Pannel is Peace^ holding a Laurel in her Right-hand, 
and in her Left, a Palm ovcvMruas's Head^ who ftands 
on the Left*hand, aiKl feems to invite the Twehre 
Cafars^ who are all ftanding together on ihe Rieht, to a 
CeleiH^^ Banquet; amon^ i^hom is the cdd>rftted 
Sfurina^ the Soothfa^r. The Grenius of R^me i» 
hovering over their Heads, with a flaming Sword, the 
Emblem of Deftruftion, and a Bridle, the Symbol of 
Govcrnmentj both ir> her Right-hand. 

This Profpedl of R&mey with the flaming Sword and. 
Bridle in the Hand of her Genius, feems an Allufiofi^ 
to the Rtuolutim at which Time, had it not been for 
the Affiftance of our great and glorious Deliverer, King 
tyiUiam III. the Britifl> Nation had felt again the 
Weight of the Rcmijh Yoke. 

In another Pannel Is Julian the A pod: ate, writing at 
a Tabic, with Mercury^ the God of Eloquence attend- 
ing on him, in AUufion to the hne Writings of that 
wicked Emperor, who was an Inveterate Enemy to the 
Cbriftian Religion, notwithftanding bis Education in itf 
and his Service at the Altar, 

He was the Son of CmJIantiuSy Brother of Conjiantine 
the Great. His Mother's Name was HafiUna, His Hrll 
Tutor in Grammar wa» one Mardonius^ an Heathers 
Eunuch, who refided at Co7i/Jantinople. Ecebol'ius^ onc 
that wavered in the Faith, was the next that inftruded 
Km in the Art of Rhetoric, at N'uomedia^ to which 
Place he was fent by the Emperor, ki order th^tEu/diuSf^ 
who was Bifhop of that Place, and his Kinfman, might 
improve him in Virtue and good Manners; but he was 
(hanieiully corrupted by one A^uxunusj who was nut 
only a Philofopher, but a Magician, His Coufm Con- 
JiantfuSy being informed of his diflblute Courfe of Life, 
and Julian dreading his Re&ntment, made himfelf a 

Monk : 
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Monk : But though he behaved in that Capacity to all 
outward Appearance ad a good Chriftian, he was ai 

very Heathen in private. Before this Time, both he 
and his Brother Gallus were conilituted Clerks, and dif- ' 
charged the Office of Public Readers in the Church- 
AflTemblies. The latter was a Zealot, and was Y&rjf * 
fanguine in the EreAion of a Church, in Honour t6 
Mmamn the Mar^r \ the other^ indeed, join'^d with 
UniintheUndeimingt but was perfe^y remiil, zxA 
regardlefs of performing his proportionable Part. In 
Procefs of Time, Conjiantius^ at the earneft Soil icitatibn 
of his Royal Confort Eufebia^ declar'd him Cajar : And 
in the Year 335, he married Helena^ the Enlperor's 
Sifter. He had formerly been fent into Gaul^ where he 
overcame the Barbarians ^ and by vanquifhing feven 
German Kings, reftored Peace fo thofe Provinces. Hi^ 
Deportment was fo exemplary, and feemingly virtuous, 
that it gained him the univerfal Aflfeftion and Eftecm of 
the Roman Legions j infomuch that, in (he Yeaf 36, 
foon after the Death of Confiantius^ he wa^ eftablifhed 
on his Throne. The Mafk thereupon was immediately 
thrown off, and he caufed the Idol -Temples of the 
Heathen publicly to be opened j and not only reftored 
t^eir Wcuibip, but aflumed the Office himfelr of theif 
ffigh^Priell : In (hort^ he religiouily obferved all their 
Rites and Ceremonies, and endeavoured, by the Blood 
of Sacrifices, to efface the CharatSler of his Chriftian 
Baptifm. He recalled all thofe Heretics who had been 
baniftied by his Predeceflbr, and reftored the Donatifts 
to (heir reipe£iive Pofts or Employments in Africa^ and 
embraced every Opportunity that ofFered to ifi|ute or 
opprelsthe Chriftians^ whom (by Way of Ign'Oniiny and 
Reproach) he branded with the Title of Galileans: And 
fo far did he carry his implacable Malice and AveYiion 
towards them, that he did not fcruple to put the King 
of Ptrfias EmbaHadors to Death, for no other Reafon, 
than that they protefs'd themfelves Chriftians. In the 
Difpofal of all Places he preferred fuch as were ftrenuous 
Advocates for Idol* Worfliip^ and pun'iihed all Chriftians 
Who prefumed to open any Seminaries, 0^ Sc&oots fof' 
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fin £difcadcm of Yautb^ and ufed, in ihoit, his .utmoft . 
Endeavo^ to extirpate' the Cadiolick Faith. Foc^ 

which Reafon he gave extraordinary Encouragement fd' 
P^agan Tutors ; and introduced the Religious Cuftom of* 
finging alternately in the Idol-Temples, together with 
the Diftin£tion of Places, the Forms of Prayers, and, 
fome, fyant Refemblance of Public Penance by way o£< 
Atoiiement for enormous Crimes. » He propofed to have 
built i^era} Public Hofpitals, fei: the! Reception of fuch. 
99 were fick and -poor ; as 'sd(b M<maiieries, for the^ 
Education of young Virgins, but did* not live to fee thofe^ 
laudable Intentions accomplifhed. But above all, he 
tried all the Means in his Power to prevail on his Sol- 
diers in generalt but more particularly the Pratcrian 
Cuard, to renounce^tke Chriftlah Religion - the grcateft- 
Eart |bcn!^^l)owevef\def^(ed a^^ ^horr^d the imoious' 
Propol^io^ andj^ io abandon jtKcir Pvft*^^ 

and forfeit' tlis ravour and I^rotcclioh, t^ian' to tiirn.* 
Apoftates. il^fam, Bilhop of Chakedon^ having publii^kly^ 
reprimanded him tor his wicked Proceedings, he an- 
fwered him^ without any- Warmth, or Emotion, That' 
Iki^Galilaoffy notwithflanding all his Zeal, woMid never^ 
cure liim . of hi3 filiiidnefs. To which impious Re-f 

a fliameful Apoftate • as you are. This likewife the' 
Emperor bore with all the Calmncfs imaginable, ai 
thinking fuch a Reply not worthy of his Regard oi Re-^ 
ientmea|. . j * *^ 

He Very inuch afFe£led all fuch A£bi of Clemebcyj 
md AiJ^ckrajtipH, )|rith^,a. Viqw^ to gyn l^y jthat M<^ns 

He gave free Leave to xne jrews to rebuild the Temgie 
of yerufcikm^ and finding bimfelf indifpenfibly obliiJed 
to make War upon the rerfians^ he breathed nothmg 
but Vengeance and Deftruction on the Church, as foon 
a|s he returae<^ ; but rafbly |-ngagii>5 ^jth the Enemy 
with his Coat of Maii^jhe recc|vx;d an accidental Wound 
whereof be dieiL' ^^^ Finding hiinfelf'itra' defperate'Con- 
tftion, he took a Handful of his Blood (according to 
Vot. 1/ F ThioJomt 
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Vmdtrit) and cafting k up to He«vcn» FuiJ^i Gali^ 
Aiv, that if, OChrifi^ thou haft werctnu andinftauithf 
expired, on die twaitietb Enty of %ffft mtbeftvena 
Year his Reign, in the thirty fim Year of his Age* 

Though fo wicked a Man, it is allowed on all Hands, 
that his acquired Parts were extraordinary, and that his 
Works are the juft Objcds of univerfal Admiration. 

As to his Perlbn» be bad ^arklin^ Eyes, a ftern^ 
♦agdering Countenance a mait Koky his Moudi 
^Mnewhai of die biggeft ; a Slit in his Under-Lip» a 
^kk Beanl, inrhich he wore jncked, his Shoidden hrge 
and moving, his Head hanging down, which he always 
turned on one Side and t'other j he Walked very fail, 
altho' he was but liulc^ and made a great Noife whe^ 
be laughed. 

Amongjft the many Pieces which he wroie^ there was 
a SadricsiLetter, that he called the Mififegany or Beard- 
liater, as a Teftimony of hb Conttm^ of die People 
«f Antixhy who had cndeavonswl to juice Urn appear 
ridiculous. 

Over the Door, at the Head of the Stairs, is a Pyra^ 
or Funeral Pyle, done in Stone-Colour: Under the 
Paintings before-mentioned, are thirty fix Pamiels, re*^ 
prefentng Trophies of Wart ^ c»tticr Detcuadons in* 
tbe fame Colour.

Chamber, which contains Arms for five thoufand Men^ 
artfully difoos'd in various Foam. Frantiiig the Door 
are duee a iwbies of Drums, hanging in an uniform 
Manner under the Windows^ five ia each Troph]r. 
Hiere argi'ilafters of Plkes» Bs]Fonets» and Bandaleers, 
on each oide fixteenlPannels, which go round die Room» 
with a great Variety of Decoration and Figures, as Muf- 

?u^ in Chequer-Work, Stars made of Bayonets, 
words, isfc. aifo Circles, Ovals, Hexagons, and Oda- 
fiOQ^ ; in the Centers of fome are the fam'd Aledujifs 
pead, of others Jupiter^s Thunder, atid other Devices 
puVd upon a Smdd : The Sides are garnifli'd with 
Qandaleert, 

Thb Arms were thus difpos'd by Mr. Harris^ who 
was the Perfon that firft contrived to place the Arms in 
die fame beautiful Order in the fmall Armoury in the 
Tower of London^ which is univerfally admired, by 
people of all Nations^ who have the Curiofity to furvey 
diem. This Man was originally a common Gun- 
finidH Imt-after he had given fuch public Proof of bis 
fuperior Genius, he was aDow'd a Fedkm from die 
prown for his Ingenuity. 

. Over the Chimney are the Arms of England^ &c. 
^rth Che Garter, and Motto round them ; and imder- 
{leath jis a n^t Cypher of a W, and over it theRoyal 
^rown, curioully carv'd in Walnut-tree. 

On the Right Hand of the Door as we enter, are the 
Halberts'fbr the Yeomen of the Guard, eighteen in 
Number, and a littde fardier^ fix large Carbines, xe« 
gularly plac'd on a Table. 

The Room is very large and fpacious, of an oblong 
Form, above fixty Feet long, and forty Feet wide. The 
Arms here are all taken do^w to be dean'd, and are re- 
plac'4 once every Year in the Spring.

On the Left Hand of the Entrance, behind the Door^ 
is a Ane Pi(Shire, about eighteen Feet byiiftten, of King *

trampling on Trophies of War, by which lies a naming 
Torch. Mercury and Peace are over Head, a Cloud, 
fupporting the King's Helmet, decorated with Laurel ; 
and a Cupid holds a Scroll, which at prefent is not legi- 
ble. In the Bottom fart of the Picture, is Neptune with 
hb Attendants, by the Side of a Rock, who feems to 
welcome the Hexo on Shore : There is a Profped of 
Ships likewife at a Diftance ; And a ferene^ blue Sky, 
wimoQt a Cloud, exce ptthat which Mircurj and Ptact 
fit on. In the Front Ground ij Plenty with her Cor- 
nucopia, ofiering a Branch of Olives, and Flora preient- 
ingjhlov/ers. 

TH£ Room is hung with rich old Tapefliy, that has 
no particular Story wrought in it ; butLandfcape-Work, 
with the Figures of Nymphs, Fawns, Sa^rs, Nereids^ 

* In the Front, are the Canopy and Chair of State, 
which are of Crimfon Damafk, as arc alio the Stools : 
On the Back Part of the Canopy are the King's Arms^ 
and round the Vallance, the Crown and Cypher em- 
bridered in Gold. This Room, though called the fecond^ 
is the firft Prefence-Chamber of the lCings*s ApiartmenC* 

The Ceiling is vaulted, from the Center of which 
banes a fine Luftreof nineteen Branches* 

This Piflure which was painted by the late cele- 
brated Sir Godfi iy KncUer^ is one of his Mafter-pieces, 
and a glorious Proof of his extraordinary Genius. The 
Drawing is good, and the Colouring beautiful ; the 
Lights and Shadows are difpofed in the moft artful

vention truly noble ; for as it is well known, his Majefty 
landed in the Weft of Err^land^ and the Sails of the Ships

Hair of the Figure of Pltntj is ruffled, aod blows the 
ikme Wa^. 

This juOly atotred Painter was bom at Luteci^ in 
Ae Lower Saxom^ in the Year 1646, and wa9 a Pupil 

of Rembrandt. He travelled to i^^w^-, and drew after 
the antique Statues and Buds, whereby he attain'd to 
the moft beautiful and graceful IVf:inncr of drawing a 
Likeneis that any Faint cr was ever ^laiker of. He was

mean Figure, was once pleat'd to fay to him, Sir 
Gqifrey^ every Body tells me, the Picture you have 
drawn for me is extremely like, and yet, metliinks, 
when I view myfelf and that together in the Glais^ 
•* I appear like a meer Poltroon to it. 

He was ib far from taking the Advantage of little 
Marks and Defeats for a I^ikenefs, in all his Pieces, that 
he left them quite out, and painted from thpfe Parts that 
could make the Picture ftrike the Eye in the moft agree- 
able Manner. As the mean, hard Likencfs is the prelent 
Fafhion, KmlUr*^ great Abilities are not fo much re- 

farded at prelent» as they will doubtleis be admir'd by 
^ofterity. 

TnovtOH he has drawn a fureat many flight Pi^res^ 

aflifted by meaner Pairiters, from his want of Time and 
Multiplicity of BulMiefs j yet we have this to fay in his -

Charles L which is umverfaily allowed to be the fineft 
Rcprefentation of hiin that ever was painted, and oneot^ 
the Mafter-pieces of that great Artift Sir Anthony Van 
Dyck, Though his Majeiiy is dreft indeed in his Royai 
Robes; yet he is drawn in a dqe&ed Pofture^ and with 
an Air of Sorrow in his Countenance, to intimate to the 
Spefiator^ that h^ wasjuft entering into his TrouUet 
at theThne when he fiit for hit Pidure : And thoueh * 
the Piece in general be dark ; yet there a petuiioc 
Brightnefs in the Face and Hands. 

We fhall here <rivc our Readers the Character and 
Uiilory of this great Mailer, extra^d from Mr. (rrtf- 
ikns's mort Account of the Painters. 

Silt Ambmjf Vmi Dyck (fays our Author) was born at 
dntumf^ in the Year 1 599 » and gave fuch early Tefti« 
imnies of his moft excellent Endowments, that Rubens^ 
his Mailer, jealous of his being (oon ai^ univerf.ijly ap« 
proved of as liimfelf, ia order to divert him fromHhiory- 
Pieces, would frccjucntly commend his peculiar Talent 
in painting after the Lite, aiid took fuch Care to keep 
Um conftantl^ employed in that particular Branchy 
that be determuied at laft to make it his principal Study i 
and for his further Improvement travelled to Fentce^ 
where he attained the beautful Colouring of Titian^ 
Faoh Virenefiy &c. A id after a few Years fpent in 
Rome^ Genoa ^ and Sicily^ he returned Home to Flanders^ 
with a Manner of Painting fo noble, natural, and eafy, 
that Titian himfelf was hardly his. Superior ; and no 
Other Mafter in the World equal to him for Portraits. 

Ha came into England foon after Rsdfm^ left it and 
was rAained in the Service of King 06iO'/efL who con- 

ceived 
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MVid a vtry high EAeem fmriA bb Wotks, lioiioi»^ 

him with Kiiightwood) made him a Prefent of his own 
iPi£tare, fet round with Diamonds, iettled on him 21 
Doofidorable Penfion, fat very often to him for his Port* 
rait I as did moil of the Nobility and prinpip^ QcBUy 
of the Kingdom after him. 

Thouor ht was a PcKdnof Init a Uiw Statuit, yet 
be wat well proporcioiied 1 and thoucli very hamMbme, 
was modeft, affable and courteous : He was Hkewife a 

treat Encourager of all thofe who exceU'd in any Aft or 
ctence whatlo<;ver, and eenerous to the laft Degree* 
He married one of the moft beautiful Ladies of the £n* 
fli/b Court, the Daughter of I^rd JtMthm^. Earl of 
Gewry^ and lived in State and Grandeur aoftmaUe to 
her Birth* As lo his Diefti k was genendly very nch^ 
hit Coaches and Equipage were very magnificent, his 
Retinue numerous and gay : His Table was fo f^lendid, 
and fo much ti cquented by People of the beft Quality 
of both Sexes, that bis Apartments were more like the 
Court of a Prince, than the Lodgings of an Artificer, 

Towards the latter End of his Life, he giew weary 
of the conftant Fatigue of Faa-Pmnting % and being 
ambitious of immoftaBzii^ his Name by ibmemort 
bold and arduous Undartakii^, went to Pari$^ vrith a 
View of being employed in the Service of the French 
King y but not meeting with that Encouragement he ex- 
pe(!:ted, he returned to Lond&ni ^^nd being introduced at 
Court by his Friend, Sir Kembn Digby^ he propofed to 
maice Cartones for the Bm^tuSting-Houfi at iVbiuhall% 
The Subjed of which was intended to have been the In^ 
JlHiaim of the Orimr of thiGarur, the Ihooetton of Ifatt 
Knights in thw Habits, widi the Ceremony of their In* 
ftalment at St. Georges Feaft, But as his Demands 
?t firft of Four/core Thoyjand Pounds were thought very 
unre-ifonnblc, whilft the King was treating with hun 
for a more moderate Sum, the Gout and other Dif« 
tempers put an End to his Life, in the Year 164X5 to 
the 42d Year of his Age : And his Bocfy was interred 
in St. PmiVt Cathedral

Du Frejn&y^ fpeaki^g of Ruigns, fays, his School 

was 
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vnL$ full of admirable Difciples, timongft whom, Fajf 
Dykt was the Maa, that bell cooiprehended aU the ^ 
iKiles and general Maxims of his Matter ; em^ 
cxodled Um in tte DdKcacy of UiCofeuring, andint 
Ms C^btnet-PiMBai hiaTafle, bovmer, inregardto 
the defigning Partf was nothing fitporior, be owns, to 
that of Rubens. 

In the fame Room where this fine Pi£lure of King 
Qforlet I. IS, there are two capital Pidlures over the 
Doors *• The Subjed of the Firft is, the Scripture* 
Hlflory of IkmU attdttg off Goiiah's Head. The 
FonMr IS liere reptdented it a very iittie PcrlbiL Tkm 
fteai of die Latter is very large, and af a fine dead 
Colour. The Sword likewife, with which it was cut 
ofF, is very large. This beautiful Piece was painted 
by Fetti^ of whom we have already given a fliort Ac- 
count. The Other, which is a Reprefentation of the 
* Haiy Family^ was painted by CmiggU^ of whom Dm 
Prefnoy gives this Account, that he pMnted at Panm ' 
t#o large Cupolat in Fidco^ and mk Altar-Pieoet. 
This Artift fbtind out certain natural and imaffisfied 
Graces, fays he, for his Madomh^ his Saints, and lit- 
tle Children, which were peculiar to him. Though 
his Manner is exceeding great, yet neither the Defign, 
rior the Work is perfet^iiy corre^. His Pencil was 
both eafy and deHghtfai; and it muft be ecknowledgedt 
diat he painted wSh great Stref^th, great Heightning, 
great Sweetnefit and LiveUneA of ColourSf in whidi 
none excelled him. 

He had fuch a Manner of diftributing his Lights, as 
was peculiar to himfelf ; which gave a great Force and 
Roundnefs to his Figures. He would extend a large ' 
Light, and then make it lofe itfeif infcnfibly in the 
dark Shadowing^ which he placed out of the MaiTei 
with furprifing Art. And thofe give them that Round* 
ne6> without oar being capable of perceiving from 
whence fuch Force, and fuch an agreeable Amufe<» 
ment to the Eye arifes. In all Probability, continues 
Du Frefnoyy t^e reft of the Lombard School copied hini 
ia.this Particular. He was not^ ho wevef» over-curious 
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in hi^ Choice o{ the moft graceful Attitudes, neithef 
had he die Talent ot letting a Group of Figures in the 
moft advantageous Light : His Deiigns are irequentlv 
ioiperfei^ and the Pomions in them not dujy obiervear 
TiiOu|h tbt Afpe^ .of bis Figures are too often di£- 
tcmule IP the £ve ; yet his Manner of defigning 
mads, Hands« Feet, and other Parts, is very great, 
and juftJy deferves our Imitation. His Art waa moft 
conipicuous in conducting his Pi«S^res, and knowing 
when to leave oft j for there was fuch an Union in 
his Painting, that his g^eateft Works feemed (o..have 
been the Performance only of a Day s and appear as if 
we faw them from a Lookin^Glau. Hb jLandfcapes 
are no Ie& beautiiiil than his Figures, and the juft Ob« 
jecls of our Admiration. 

Mr* Richardfofi gives an Inftance of this Painter's 
Fancy, in a Dana'e of his, wherein he has finely ex- 
prefled the Senle ol that Story \ for upon the Defcent pf 
the GoJdjen Shower, Ci^id draws off her Linnen, and, 
two Lwii are trying la Dart> tipped with Gold, upon a 
Toudi-ftone* 

This Anforth Allegri^ generally called Cvneggio^ 
from the Phuc whc^re he was horn, \\\ the Dukedom of. 
Aiodena^ was a Man of fuch natural Parts, that no- 
thing but his unhappy Education, which gave him no^ 
Opportunities of iludying Abroad, or of confulting t^o; 
Antients, in order to perfect himfelf in Defign, pre- 
vented him from being the inoft confpicuous Painter in 
the World. He had a Genius, however, (b fublime, 
and was M after of a Pencil fo inexpreflibly foft, tender, 
aiid beautiful, that G'luiio RQimno^ on feeing a Leda- 
and a naked FenuSy which he painted for Frederick I^uke 
of Modinoy as Preients for the Emperor, was pleaded to 
declare, that it was impoffible, in his Opinion, for any 
Thing of Colours to go beyond them. His chief 
Works are at Modena and Pattna^ at which laft Place 
he fpcnt the greateft Part of his Life in Obfcurity, and- 
worked hard to iriaintaia his Family, which was fome- 
whnt large, without meeting with Uiat Jtncouragf^ 
meat, which was due to his Merit* 
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Hs was extremely humble mk modeft in his De« 

portmcnt : He led a very religious Life, and was much 
lamented at his Death, which happened in the for- 
tieth Year of his Age (in 1534) by drinking fomc 
cold Watery when he was over-fatigued with cariy-* 
ing home fome Copper Money, to the Value of 
about fixty Crowns^ which he had received for one 
of his Pieces* 

The other Furniture of this Room confifts of a 
rich Chair of State and Stools, two large Marble Ta- 
bles between the Windows, with Pier-Glafles up to the 
Ceiling, and two Pair of hne gilt Stands : The Win- 
dow-Curtains arc Tiffiie, with a filver Ground. There 
are itx filver Sconces on the Tapeftry, which is richly 
woven in with Gold, but, is very andent ; the Siibjeif^, 
the Scrip ture-ftory of Abraham fending his Servants to 
get a Wife for Ijaac* , . . ,

Over the Chimney is a wholeLength of the Dutcheft 
of y^ork (Daughter ot' the Lord Chancellor Hyde^ and 
Mother to Queen Mary and Queen Anne) painted by 
Vm Somer 5 under which, and over the two Doors, is a 
larg^ Collection of China^ placed there by Queen Mary^ 
who was peculiarly fond of that Sort of^ Ware, 

The Tapeftry is the Hiftory of y^Jbua^ aU round 
the Room, which is very fpacious. - • 

. The Ceiling was painted by Ftrrlo, The Subjecl 
of one Part of it is Endymion and tlie Moon : EndfinhfL - 
Is lying with his Head in Morpheus's Lap, and Dlana^ 
in her Crefcent, viewing him with the utmoft Attention 
as he fleieps. 

The Story is. this. Eiufymim, who was a peculiar 

Favourite of the Moon, was the Son of /EthiiuSy and 
Grandfon of yupiier^ who took him up into Heaven^ 
where he attempted to violate the Chaltity of Juno^ 
upon which, JufiUxxa^k him ioto. a {^erp^^l ^iUeep i 
Vol. I. G ^ Diana 
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D'uvia hid him from the Sight of JuMer^ in a Cave on 
Mount Latmos^ where flie had fifty Daughters by him, 
^nd amongft others a Son, called JEtoins^ from whoai 
the Country o&ilfymth 'n took the Name of Mtolia. 

Enoymion, in xtalitf , was a good and juft King of 
BUt^ and an Aftronomor* who ^udkd the Motions of 
the Moon, and for that Reafen, would frequently paft 
whole Nights in the moft retired Places, in order tQ 
make his Obfervations on her without Interruption. 
• On aiiotbqr Fau-t of the Ciehng is a fine Figure of 
Smnus^ or ^eep, with bis Attendants, In the Border 
are four Landlbipes, and four Bo^s^ wjtb Baflcets q{ 
Flowers, intofnuxcd with Poppies. 

The Bed is of Crimfon Velvet, laced with GoM| 
gnd adorned with white Plunics of Feathers on the 
Top. There arc liicewilc in this Room, eight filver 
Sconces chafed, with the Judgment oi Solomon upon 
them ; a fine black and gold Indian Screen ^ a large 
Pier-Glafs^ ornamented with Glais, that is cut and 
tinged with blue ; a Marble Table, and two gilt Stands ; 
And in one Corner, an Eight-Day Clock in a WaIiKit«f 
tree Cafe.

Ov^R the Chimne;^ is an ancient Painting, faid to be 
Jiafaiile% but if (b, it muft certainly have been in his 

younger Days: 'Tis a Reprefentation of yupitdr's 
Throne, by which is the Thunder, and his Ka^lc hi 
the Clouds, with fome 1 igures in the Pofture of Sup- 
pliants, notwithftanding Jupiter is abfent. 

The Hangings are all Needle^work, wrought by the 
Queea's own Hand : Here are likewife an Eafy-Chair, 
four Others, and a Screen, all faid to be the Work like* 
wife of that pious Queen, whole Beautyj good Senfc, 
and other fine Accunipliihnients, made her muvcrfally 
beloved, and revered by all that knew her. 

The Work we are now fpeakin^ of muft be allowed 
to be extremely neat ; and in particular, the Figures, 
which are chiefly Flowers, are all well ihadowed, per-^ 
baps equal to the beft Tapeftry, and (hew great Judg- 
ment in the Drawing, 

In this Clofet, which is but fmail, are three Win- 
dows. Here is a fine Pier-Glafs, with a blue Border ; 
^ large Table and a Pair pf Staad^i of Lead^ inlaid with 
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and a curious Parcel of China over the Chimney ^ a 

Tea-Table, and a Writing-Delk.

H I S is likewife called the Tapeftiy Gallery, and 

^ is about feventy Feet long, and twenty-five Feet 
wide ; where hang the feven fine Pieces of Tapeftry, 
ivhich contain the Hidory of Jlexander the Great, done 
' after the famous Painting of Le Brun^ an Account of 
whofe Life we (hall give our Readers in this Place, 

Charles Le Brun was bom at Paris^ in 1620, and 
came into the World with all the happy Difpofitions 
requifitc to form a great Maftcr. He began his Studies 
under the Dire<3ion of Simcii Vouety and finiflied them 
SitRomey by the Indulgence of Monfieur^ the Chancellor 
Seguier^ who firft took Notice of him, by feeing him 
one Day with his Father, who was a common Carver^ 
that was employed in the Gardens of the Hotel Stguier^ 
and frequently brought his Son with him, in order to 
make him copy lome Defigns after him. Monfieur 
SegN/^y one Day walking in his Garden^, faw the Lad 
Defigningy and obferved, that he did it in a very pretty 
Tafte, and with fuch Eafe, for one of his Years, as 

fave tuft Mopes of a rifmg G«iius; he recommended 
im therdbre to Vwet^ who was ac that Time painting 
Ae Library of the Hotel Segwer 

Lc Bruriy when but fifteen Years of Age^ drew two 
Pi£lures, that furprifed the Painters of thofc Times : 
The Firft was the Portrait of his Grandfather ; and the 
Other was a Representation of HereuUs knocking down 

Dimedes^ 
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Diomedes^s Horfes, The Chancellor Se^uier^ feme Time 
after, perceiving by Le Brun's Ambition to learn, and 
the Progrefs he had made in his Art^ that he was well 
qualified for travellmg, fetit him into Itafy^ in 16399 
where for three Years fucceffively he allowed him a teiy 
handfome Penfion. 

The firft Teftimonies of his more than common 
Abilities, after his Return Home, were the Prize-Pic- 
tures, which he painted two Years together for the 
Church of Noire D4une^ The firft Year he painted 
the Martyr dm of St* Pfter ; and the fecond^ that of Stw 

His Reputation was now fo well eftabliflied, that 
Monfieur Fouquet^ Supermtendant of the FmanceSy em- 
ployed him to paint his fine Houle at Vaux le k uoTjite^ 
and in order to engage him wholly in his Service, not 
only paid him for his Work, but allowed him a Penfion 
of twelve Thoufand Llvres a Year befides. 

After Mr. Fouquit^ fell into Difgrace, his Pencil 
had obtained fuch a Chara^er, that the King, on the 
Recommendation of Monficur Colbert^ made him hii 
principal Painter, and enobled hmi, and honoured him 
with the Order of St. Michael. 

His Genius was lively, penetrating, and eaual to 
whatever he undertook. His Invention was eanr, and 
his Talent univerfal^ Landfcapes onl)r excepted. Hia 
Colouring, indeed, was not fo much admired ; nor was 
the Diilribution of his Lights and Shadows fo artful, as 
could have been wifhed ; but his Taile for Defigiiing, 
his fine Choice of Attitudes, the agreeable Manner in 
which he difpofed his Draperies, the Juftnefs of his Ex- 
preffiony and, in a Word, his firiil Regard for the De- 
corum, muft ever be approved of, and be admired by the 
niceft Judges. 

His capital Works are the Ceilings of the Gallery, 
and grand Stair-Cafe of Ver failles ; and his large i^ieces 
contain the Hiftor)^ of Alexander the Great : I'he Tapef- 
try at Hampton Courts and the Prints like wile which are 
done from them, are fufficient of themfelves to render 
his Name immortal.

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Hb (eemed to have a peculiar. Regard for the RmoH 

School, \i\ point of Dcfi^n, but as to Style and Tafte, 
he inclined to imitate that of Bologna^ and particularly 
followed the Manner oi that great Matter AnnihaU Ca-* 
racci. 

LsBRUKpubllfliedtwo DilTertatioiw; One of Phtfiogm 
and the Other of the Paffions* He procured feve-* 
ral very valuable Advantages for die Royal Academy 

of Painting and Sculpture in Paris ; laid the Plan of a 
new One Tor the Students of his own Nation in Rome ; 
and there was nothing^ of any Importance done for the 
Advancement of the liberal Arts^ beiore Li Brun waa 
confulted. 

He was conftituted Superintendaiit of the Manu* 

fa£hjres, at the Gobelines : And having governed, fbf 

fcvcral Years, all the Kings Ardrfices there, like the 
Father of a Family, he died among them, uriiverfally 
beloved, and much lamented, in the fcventieth Year 
•f his Age» in his Lodgings at the Gobelines, in the 
Year 169©. His Tomb is in a Chapel, which he pur- 
chafed in. the Church of St. Nkhokn du Chardrniet^ 
where there is a magnificent MaufiUum creAed to his 
Memory, by his Widow. 

The finePieces ofTapcftr)', which we are now fpeak- 
ing of, are not difpofed in the Gallery according to the 
Rules of Chronology, but according to the Uniformity of 
their Sizes ; for fome of tbelaft Araons of Akexanaer^^ 
L^fe ftand firft. There are feven diftinft Hiftories 
thefein reprefented, of which we lhall take due Notice 
in their proper Places. 

There iiavc been many Prints of thefe fine Pieces 
of Tapeftry pubhihcd by very good Hands ; but the 
moft curious are thofe engraved by Gerard Audran, of 
which there were but a few Sets worked off, and the 
Copper Plates were afterwards gilt with (Sold, and 
lodged in the Prench Ktng*s Cloiet. What Sets* arc 
now to be had, fell at a very extravagant Price. 

We (hall here amufe our Readers with the Charac* 
,ter of Alexander^ extra<Sied from Freinjhemius. 

Alixandir unj^ioycd So much under the wifeDiredions 
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of his great Mafter Ar 'ijiotle^ that he was enabled therebjr 
to put in Execution the |;raait Things which he. after* 
wards undertook. In his younger Yeafs^ ii^wever^ 
Ltmda$i a Reladoa of his Mother OJ^pias^ and 
iModmi of Artammia^ were hb Governors and Preceptors. 
A Phyikian like wife, whofe Name was Philips was 
placed near him, and a Nude, out HeUanica^ was found 
out for him, who was both temperate and decreet. She 
was the Daughter of Dropts^ md of one ot the h^Si 
FamUies in aU Macedom 

This Cam in his Educttion bad fo good an EifeAf 
that, even, whilft a Child, he gave large Promifes of 
being that great Prince^ which attcrwards he appeared to 
fee. He was remarkable ia his Infency for an extraordi- 
nary Strength of Body, and he difcovered betimes, aa 
Heroic Genitis, far beyond what could be reafonabl/ 
expe^ed at his Age^ Though he was agreesjbte anj 
tiaiadfattie, yet he defied all Ornaments made ufe 
of to fet off his Perfon, faying, • That the Care of fuch 

* Trifles belonged only to W omen, who could gain 

* Efteem by no greater Advantages j but that he lliould 

* think hrmielt handibme enoug^^ lo. wa$ but poifef* 
« fed x)f Virtue.* 

His Limbs weie well {tropdrtkmedl^ in4 Us Joints 
WeH knit andibong; and as he was but of a moderate 
Stature, he was much flronger than he feemcd to be* 
He had a white Skin, though his Cheeks and Bread 
were ftained with an agreeable Red. His Hair was ot a 
<jQld Colour, and fell down in Rmglets ^ his Nofe was 
Aquiline, and what was fomewhat particulai> his Eyes 

' weie of difierent Qolotus i the Left being Uue^ and the 
Right of a perfeA bladc# There was in them^ how'^ 
ever, fuch a Iccret Virtue, that no one could behold 
him without Fear and Veneration i He was fo very 

, aiftive and nimble, that he would frequently i'un for a 
Pria^e with the fwifteft about him^ He endured Fatigue 
with a Patioice that was almoft incredible ; and often- 
times, by the PraSttce of this Virtue^ he preferred his 
Army in Times of the greateft Diffrefs^ 

By his repeated Zxcrcifes, ai^d the natur^^l V/armth 
of bis Conititutionj be fo purged qS all bad Humours^ 

Q 4 thai 
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that not only hU Breathy but his Body difFufed fuch an 
agreeable Odottr> as even perfumed his Cloaths : And 
there are Sooiey who imagine, that his too great Afiec^ 
tion for Wine, and his exccffive Indulgence of his odier 

Paffions, were principally owing to this Heat of Blood. 

In the Time of ^uintui Curt i us ^ there were Pictures 
and Statues of him to be feen, of the moft excellent 
Workmanftiip ; for that his Perfon might not luifejr 
under the Hands of any unfkilful Painters or Sculptors^ 
be puUickly declared, diat wfaocrer preftmied either to^ 
paint his Pioure, ' or carve his Bufl^ without his Per* 
miffion, fhould feel the Weight of his Refcntment. 

. Though there were feveral good Workmen at that 
Time, yet Jpelles was the only Man that had his Con- 
lent, and painted his Pi&ure to pleafe him > Pyrgoteks 
graved him on precious Stones, and Lyfiffui and BqIj* 
f/r/<tf imrefented him on Medals* 

HisG ovemor, Leanidas^ being apt to walk too faft^ 
Alexander caught the Impetfe^ion from him, and wais 
never able to corre6^ that confirmed Habit afterwards. 
It muiibe allowed, indeed, that the Force of Education 
is very prevalent, but it is moil probable, that this. was 
to be imputed to this Prince's natural Temper, rather 
than to die £xample of his Tutor; for it is in fome 
Meafuf e, requifite that the Motions of the Body fliouM 
follow the impetuous Ardour of the Spirits. But his 
Succeiiors were To far from reckoning this Impetuofity 
as an Imperfe<3:ion, that they were fond of imitating 
him in it, as they did like wife in his wry Neck, his fted- 
faft Look, and elevated Voice, though Jthey were inca* 
pable of iinttating him i n h is Courage and Virtue, There 
were many of them, in Fad, whole long Lives had no^ 
Atng in tbem comparable to his Childhood. 

He never fald any Thing that was mean y but all his 
Words and Aclions furpailed his Fortune : For though 
he was fond of Applaufe, yet he was ambitious of ha- 
ving it proceed from fuch Things as were the moft laur 
dabk. Praife, ariltng from meanThings, in his Opinion,, 
was inglorious, and he alwi^ looked upon a ViAoji^ 
as the turn vahtable, the more the Enemy he vanquUhed 

was 
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IVttS valued and eftecmed. For which Reafon, when 
he was prelled by fome Friends to enter himielf among 
the CompetitofS at the Olympic Games, and told, that 
by his Dexterity and Addrefs, he might gain the Efleem 
oi all Greece I he anfwered, * Had I Kings to contend 

* with, I would hearken to your Propofals.* 

Whenever bis Father FiMtp cither gained any re- 
markable Vi£lory, or took a Fort of any Importance, he 
could not forbear ihewii^fome Concern for his Succefi, 
^ as thinking that ^ his Father would leave jiothing for 

• hiiti to do, when he was able to bear Arms'. He 
looked upon all his Father's Acquifitioiis as Diminutions 
of his Glory^ and the Liove of Fame W4;> his darling 
Paffion. 

Though Nature requfres Reft fomctimes, yet he in* 
duleed himfelf that Way as little as poffible. 
If anything of Importance happened, that demanded 

a more than ordinary Attention, he would ufe Arts to 
prevent his lleeping, though it was never fo late. And 
for that Reafon, when in Bed, he would hold a filvcr 
Bali in his Hand over a Balon, that the Noife of it^ when 
it fell, might immediately awake him. 

From his Infancy he had a religious Regard for the 
Gods, and gave early Teftimonies of his uncommon 
Courage and enterprizing Genius. As foon as his 
Mind was fit for ferious Studies, Aryloile was fent for, 
and conftantly attended him, till, upon the Death of 
))is Father, he came to the Crown, and undertook an 
Expedition into JJia i during which Time, he learnt 
every Thing that fo mat a Mafter, and fo famous a 
Phifofopher, could poffiUy teach him. 

He ftudied the Art of Elocution likewife, under Anax^m 
imenes of Lampjacum^ which preferved that City, when 
he had detennined to demoli^ it for having fided with 
die Perjians. 

Alexander fliewed a greater Veneration for the Works 
of HonuTg than for all the Monuments of Antiauity, 
and was of Opinion, that no One had defcribed that 

political Wifdoni by which Governments fubfift, to 
th(U Feiiei^iou tbiit he had. He carried his Works 

always 
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always about him, and when a-bed, he laid That, an4 
his Sword together under his Pillow, calling them his 
Military Ari^ and tht beji Provifton for tht fKer. Htf 
envied JdnlUs for having fo divine a Poet f» celebiatt 

his Virtues. » 

We come now to amufe our Readers with a fuccm£l 
Account of thofe particular Aftioiis which are fo beau- 
tifully delineated on the feveral Pieces of 1 apeftry^ 
which render this Gallery fo jullly the Objed of Admt- 
rationt and ftrike the Eye with fuch an ftpeeaUe-Sar^* 

prife. ^ * 

The fir ft Story, in order of Time, though the third 

in point of Puiitioa^ in that of AUxander and his Horfe 

Bucephalus, 

He Ihewed his undaunted Courage, as well as extra- 
ordinary Dexterity, to the Ailonifhment of his Father, 
and every one elie, in his Management of the Horfe 
Bucephalus^ lb called, becaufe he vras xnaskted with an 
Ox's Head, Though Theffaly was in great Reputation 
for it's Horfes, yet Bucephalus was ftronger, and more 
beautiful than all the Reft ; for which Reafon, Phtlon^^ 
icus of Pharfalia^ thinking him fit only for a great Prince^ 
brought him to Philips and offered to fell him foriuctieea 
Talents ^ but upon Tryal, in an open Fields not one 
^rnong the Kin^s beft Equerries, or any of his Rettntltf 
couVl manage him ; he rofe with fuch Farv, that he 
tlirew every one that attempted to mount hini, fo that 
they looked upon him with an Eye of Contempt, as a 
Horfe that was untraceable andufelefs. Whereupon, 
Alexander faid, with fome Concern, * What a fine Horfe 
^ thefe People lofe» tfiro' their Ignorance and Want of 
Courage !* Having repeated mis Expreffion feveraf 
Tiiiits, his f either reprimanded him for finding Fault 
with the beft and moft experienced Horferaen, and talk- 
ing, as if he imagmed, that he could manage fuch an 
ungovernable Creature better than tb^: Alexander^ upon 
this, offered to make the Attempt^ with his Father's 
l^ermiffion* * But, faid PhUipy whatyrill yoii forfeit, V 

• you cannot accompfifli what you pretend to ? The 

♦ Price of the Hoik, laid Alexander J At this every one 
, . finiled 
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fin9ed» and it was agreed unanimoufly, < That, in Cafe 

• he won, his Father fliould pay for the Horfe j if not, 

• he fliould depofite the Money hiaifelf.' 

Upon this, Alexander^ l^iying hold of the Horfe's 
Bridle, turned him towards the Sun» in fuch a Manneri 
that his Shadovf (hould not ftartle him ; for he had ob« 
lerved9.tfaat the Sight of it made him more imtra£bble : 
But finding him ftill hot and fiery, he gently ftrokcd 
him, and laying hold of a favourablcOpportunity, leaped 
at once upon his Back, notwithflanding he was ftiJl in 
his Fury. Bucephalus^ at this, unufed to a Rider, flung 
his Heels and his Head about ; and difdaining the Ciu-b 
and Bridle, ran away full Speed« He was at that Time 
in a fpacious Plain, that was fit for riding in: So Akx^ 
under gave him the Rein, fethis Spurs to his Sides, and 
Inade him run with all the Vigour and Fury that he - 
could : Nay, when he perceived that he began to tire, 
and fecmed willing to iiop, he iiill ipurred him on till 
he was quite fpent, and having thus tamed him, he 
bfought him back to his Father, as gend^ as could be 
Wtibed, and very fit for future Service. 

Philips upon Alexander* i difmounting, embraced 
him, and with Tears of Joy cried out, ' Macedonia will 

• be too narrow an Empire for this ereat Spirit.' 

Buci^Hju5tho\xi^ thus tamed by Alexander maintained 
his original Fiercenefs, and would fubmit to nobodjr 
elie. And after he had ferved him in ieveral fuccefsful 
Engagements^ and helped hi'm out of many Dangers^ 
he was killed at laft in a Battle againft Poms. 

The greateft Artifts have thought this Story a Sub* 
je6l worthy of their Pencils, and capable of tranlmkting 
their Names to lateft Pofterity. There are two Statues 
of Alexander taming this Buciphalus^ which were carved 
by PramtiUs and Phidias^ arc Piece of Rivalfhip, and 
a Difplay of their utmoft Art. 

The Sbcono Storv is the Vifit of ^/^Mtubr to 

Diogenes. 

The next Part of Alexander^ s^itoty^ in Order of Time, 
is in that Piece of the Tapeftry which is over the Chim<» 

ttey, 
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ney^ where he is reprefented as payin| a Viiit to 
^/fffi^ the Cynic Phuolbpher, who had made Choice <^ 

a voluntary Poverty, and preferred Liberty ai\d Retire- 
ment from the World to all other fublunary Enjoy- 
ments. 

At that Time, he lived in the Cranium% which was 
the Suburb of Corinth^ and where there was a folitaiy 
Grove of Cypreis. Akxandery having the Curiofir^ to 
jR^e him,' went to this Recefi, where he found him walk- 
ing, and afl'ured him, let him afk for whatever Favours' 
he thought proper, that they fliouLd iamiediately be 
granted him. 

The Fhilofophcr then requeued Alexander to iland a 
little on one Side^ that he might not keep the Sun from 
him, which was a more valuable Blelfing than any 
other he could poffibly confer oif him. 

The King was fo agreeably iiirprifed at this unex- 
pected AiilwcT of Diogenes^ (whom he found he had it 
not in his Power, even in the Heic^bt of his p^o^ For- 
tune to oblige) that he declared, ^if he was not Alexander^ 
he could wi(h to be Diogems,* 

This Prince's Greatneftof Soul, which made him 
view, as from an Eminence, moft of -thole Things 
which attraft the Generality of Mankind, and make 
them run headlong, as it were, into unavoidableDeftruc- 
tion, had not io much undeceived him, but that, blinded 
with Ambition, and an iiifatiable Thirft after Glory, 
he could not fee how much happier it was to want no- 
thirig, than to be pofleifed of all the Superfluities that 
the World could poffibly aHbrd him. 

The Third Story is the Paflage of AUxander ovtt 

the Grmicus. 

When Alexunder came with his Army into the 
Plains of Adrajlea^ through which the Granicm ran with 
great Rapidity, a Party of thofe who were fcnt before, 
with Hegelochus^ to reconnoitre the Enemy, brought 
Word, ihat the Perfians were drawn up in Battalia on 
the other Side of the River. Whereupon, he halted for 
fome Time, and called all his GciiCiali) together, to con- 

fult 
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fult with them about his Paflage over the River. Mofl 
of them were of Opinion, that it was a ra(h, and im- 
pra£ticablc. Attempt to ftem the Current of that River, 
in full View of fo many thoufand Horie and Foot, that 
were drawn up on the other Side efpecially as the Bank 
itfelf was very fteep, and of difficult Accefs. 

Others fuggclted, that it was tlien the Month 
Dcfiiis^ (anfwering to our yune) which the Maadotiians 
were too fenfible was very tatal to them. 

' Though Alexander^ regarded not the Danger, yet 
be did not defpife the Superftition ; as he knew very 
well what Force a Scruple of Relision always had over 
the narrow Conceptions of the Vulgar. He ordered 
therefore, that this dangerous Month fhould be called 
Ariemifius^ which was the Name of the preceding 
Month : And, the better to compole the Minds of thofie 
who were alarmed at this Alteration, he caufed Ari^ 
Jiander^ who was appointed to make Oblations for their 
iafe Pafi^e, to be fecretly inftru<9ed to write with an 
artificial Ink, on that Hand 'which was to receive the 
Entrails, and to invert the Charafters, fo that the Liver, 
when impofed upon it, might attra£l the fame, bv its 
Heat, and exprefs the Words in a proper Manner 
which were, ^ That the Gods had given the Vidtory to! 

* Alexander,^ 

This Miracle being artfully fpread abroad, infpired 
every one with fuch mighty Hopes, that they unani- 

moufly declared, in loud Acclamations, * That after 

* fuch Tokens in the Favour of Heaven, there was, no 

* Room to doubt of the defired Succeis.* 

Farmcnio^ however, endeavoured to prevail on the 
King to (lay *tiU the next Day, at leaft^ before he en* 
gaged the jbnemy, becaule the greatcft Part of that Day 
was fpent \ but AkxafuUr^ thinking it more advifeable 
to make Ufe of that D.ifpoiitton of Mind which his Men 
were at that Jiindlure in, led them on forth-with ; and 
faid to Peninenio^ by Way of Raillery, * That the Hdef- 

* pont would have Reafon to bJulh, fhould they boggle 

* at paifing a Brook, after they had conquered the Di^« 
^ cutties gI the other Paifage/ 
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Thx Ktf^ liad fcarce pai&d thioueh the Videnceiof 

ihc Stream with thirteen Troops of Horfe, but he was 
on all Sides preffed by the Perjian Cavalry, before he 
could either get firm Footing on the Shore, or make 
good the Ranks that had been difordeied in the PaHage ^ 
JrfiieSj who was Governor of Phrygia^ having openly 
declared, that he would not fufier the leaft Hut to be 
demoliihed^ if he could prevent it, and the Reft having 
concurred with his Sentiments, they pofted themfelves 
alort2; the River Granuus. to the Number of about an 
hundred Thoufand Foot, and twenty Thoufand Horfe^ 
making uic of the River, as a Fortihcation, and intend-^ 
ing, as it were, to bar that Door ofJfia againft Alexander^ 
As foon as the Per/tans knew of his Arrival^ they dif« 
ipofed their Cavalry (in which their main Stren^ con^ 
lilted) in fuch a Manner, that Memnoriy with his Sons, 
and Arfanes the Perfian^ were oppofed to the Right 
Wing of the Macedonians^ which the King commanded^ 

as Parmenio had the Command of the Left. - 

Arfites was on the iame Side as Memnon^ with the 
auxiliary Horfe of the Paphlagmw ; Spitbridates^ di9 
King's Son-in-Law, was with the Rear-Guard, ac«» 

companyed by his Brother Rbafaces^ who was Governor 
of Lyhia and Jonia^ and with the Hyrcmian Horfe^ 
There were two Thoufand fid^des^ and as many BaSf^ 
rians under the Command of RJjeomithns in the Right 
Wingof the Foot* The main Body was under tho 
Command of Phamacesy the Queen's Brother. 

Thbsx being more numerous, and having dse Ad« 
vantage of Grocind, preffed hard upon Alexander's Army, 
and the Fight was (harp on both Sides : The King was 
herein imminent Danger ; for being remarkable by his 
Arms, by his Intrepidity, and by the Orders he gave 
Up and down, great Numbers mgdc it their principal 
Concern to attack him. 

In the Heat of the A^on, a Dart, which was levelled 
at the King, ftuck faft in the I olds ot the lower Part of 
his Armour, but did him no manner of Hurt : He wa^ 
in real Danger, however, from Rbajaces and Spitl/ri-f 
(iaus^ two U the moil refolyte Ptrfim Getieralsj^ who 
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|jwe hard upon him at the fame Time. For having 
broke his Lance upon Spithridates his Breaft-Plate, 
Spuhndates'$ Brother, riding up to him a« he was going 
to dmw bis Sword, ftruck fo heavy a Blow with his 
Cjrmeter on hb Helmet, that he pierced it through, anji 
fouched the King's Hair. As Part of the Helmet fell 
down by the Force of the Stroke, he was jufl goifig to 
repeat it, and on that Part of his Head that lay expofed, 
when Ciytus^ concerned at the King's apparent Danger, 
flew to his Afliitance, and prevented him, by cutting off 
die Swgrd-Arm of the Baihariam : AlaeamUrSu^yN Spith* 
ridates at the (ame time* 

The Fourth Story is Alexander's Vifit to the 
Mother, and Wife of Darius^ in their Tenty after his 
firft Defeat of that Prinqe. 

Alexander is here accompanied by Hephe/Ucn^ who 
t>eing of much the fame Age with the King, and with 
Kefpect to his Perfon, much more beautiful, Siftgatnhis^ 
the Queen-Mother, miftook him for the Vidor, and 
IMlid him Homage after the Perfian Manner ; but f ^me 
ef her Eunuchs, convincing her ol tne Error, and iliew-. 
ing her the Kmg, fhe proftratcd herfelf at his Feet, and 
begged, as fhe had never ieen him betore, that h(^ would 
excufe her involuntary Miftake. Whereupon, he is re^ 
Brdemed, a$ raifing her up with the utmoft Complai4 
pmce. And paffing a handfome Compliment at the 
£ime time on Hephe/Hon^ he told her, that ihe was not 
fniftaken j fince they were both Auxanders^ 

The Pi FTH Stokt is Triumphant Entrj into

, Aftbr the famous Battle of Arbela^ wherein Darius 
was totally defeated, 4^;ra»/(fr, marching towards Ba^ 
by Ion y was met by Mazeeus^ who was Governor of that 

Place, and yielded both himfelf and the City to his Dif- 
polal. Tf\ough the King received him gracioufly e- 
nough, yet he formed his Army, which he headed him- 
f^Uj into a Square, commanding them to enter the City 
|ii the iaiQO Order> as if they were to go-upon an £n« 

g;igement 
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gagement. The WjIIs were filled with Bahyhnians^ 
who were ambitious ot beholding their new&)vereign i 
but the greater Part went out Co meet him : Among^ 
thefe was Bagcphmes^ Governor of the Caftle, and 
Keeper of the Kind's Treafure> who was mlling to ap« 
pear as zealous as mazaus. 

The Road was ftrewed with Flowers and Garlands, 
and adorned on each Side with filver Altars, filled not 
only with Frankiacenlc, but all Mannner oi Ferfunies. 
He was followed by the Pre(t*nts which were defigned 
far the Kins, wz. Dsoves of Cattle and Horics, with 
Lions and Leopards, enclofed in ftrong Cages, made 
for that Purpofe. Thefe were followed by the Magi^ 
who fung Hymns after the Maiiiicr of the Country. 
Aiar them came tlie Chald^ans^ the Babylonian Pro- 
phets, and the Muiicians, with their reipectlive Inilru- 
ineiits, and then the Babylonian Cavalry. The Kinj^ 
ordered the Populace to follow in the Rear of the Foot^ 
and being furrounded by his Guards, entered mto the 
City in a triumphant Chariot. 

The Sixth Story is Jlexander*^ Fight with KiKO 

Poms. 

1 |i£ Fight between this Indian Prince and Jlixander 
was for a long Time doubtful, the Macedonians fome-* 
times purfuin^, andfometimcsfiyingfromthe£lephants» 
which caufed the Battle to continue till the Sun was 

almoft fet ; when at laft, they chopped their Legs with 
Axes made for that particular Purpofe. They had 
another Kind of Weapon bcfides, which was crooked, 
and rcfembled a Scydie, wherewith they cut off their 
Trunks. 

Th£ Elephants, enraged with dieir Wounds^ bore 
down their own Party, and tltrowing thofe who con-f 

du6^ed them on the Ground, trampled them to Death, 
By this Time, Fear had fb (eized them, that, they were 
drove like Sheep out ot die Field of Battle ; but Porus^ 
notwithrtanding the greateft Part of his People had for- 
faken him, began to ply thofe who encompafled him with 
Darts^ and wounded great Numbers at a JUiftance^

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JMng blmielf expofed, Dk«"|tMark^ nt^^vjikh arcty 
one took his Aim : He had nine Wounds before and 

behind \ fo that having loft a Profufion of Blood, the 
Javelins might raiher be faid to drop from his Arm,' 
than be delivered. The Elephant, however, on which 
he xode^ not< being as yet hiut> made great Havock a« 
mong the Enemy, till the Governor <^ k, perceiving the 
King's Limbs to fail, him^ pi^.dip Be^ft fo Flight, and 
.made the beft of hisWay : Alexaitdir^ however, K)llowed 
him as faft as he could, but his Horfe being much 
wounded, fainted under him^ aiid might rather be faid 
to fet him gently down, than throw him. Being thus 
Obltgjed to change his Horfe, it put a Stop to hisPurfuiti 
: In the Intmm, he fent tl|e Brother of TamUsy the 
InUrn King, to perfuade Fvmt to furreiider 1 but, not^* 
withftanding his Strength failed him, and his Blood was 
cxhaullcd, yet he raifed himfelf up at the known Voice, 
and faid; ' I am I'enfible thou art the Brother of Taxiles^ 
• that Traitor of his Sovereignty, and Kingdom'. And 
at the dune Time» caft the iaft Dart had left with 
fuch Fury and Indignation at him, that it pierced his 
Body through to; me Back. HaiviHg given this |aft 
' Teftimony of his Strength, he flew fidler dian before i 
but having by thisTime received a great many Wounds, 
' was incapable of going any farther ; fo that Poms was 
obliged to ftop, and with iome Foot, made Head agaioft 
the Eneftiy, that purfuctf him* 

AUffomder being come up. with him, and betQg^ioh 
formed of his Obftinacy, gave ftri& Orders^ that 
Mercy (hould be fhewn to thofe who made the leaft 
Refiftance. Hereupon, they plycd Poru^ and his Men 
with Darts from every Side, till at laft^ being unable to 
bear up any ''longer, he began to ilide down from hift 
Beaft. The Indian^ who led the Elephant, imagining 
that he wanted to alight, made the Beaft kneel down 
^oconling to Cuftom \ the . Reft obfervin^ it, did the 
fame, by which Means Pvrus and all his Follower^ 
became Captives to the Conqueror. 

Alexander^ thinking Parm to be dead, commanded

the Beatt began to defend his Mafter, and attack the 
Aggreflbrs; and taking up Porus with his Trunk, put 
kim once more upon Ms mck. Upon which, the £ler 
phant was prcTcncif odveiei widi Darts^ ond k^kd, and 
die hJBwi 'King pui into a Wae:gon ^ but M§k^ 
andety obferving him to* Uft op his fiyes, was tnov^ 
with CompaiTion, and i'aid to him r *' What Madnefs 
** poflefled thee to try the Fortune of the War with me^ 
fince thou hadft heard fuch mighty Things ofmc ;efpe- 
<^ cmWywhtnTasdtiS^ i^NeighDOiir» nii|ht have been a 
^ fuffident InAance of n^CIemencv to mch aft aiepni* 
dent enou^ to fiiboiioto aayWiU oeibre it betoolate^*^ 
To which Poms replied : Since Ao« afteft me the 
^ Qutihon, I will tell thee without the leaft Referve* 
^* I thounrht no Body fo ftrong as myfelf ; for I knew 
*^ my own Power, hut had not as yet experienced thine. 
From the Event of this Engagement I aR> convinced, 
that tliou art the greater Prince of the two, and I 
think it no finall Happkteft to boM the next Rank 
• ^ to thee/* 

Beinc^ afked again, by Alexander^ What Treatment 
be thought he deftrved at his Hands: ** Ufe me, he 
«i replied, as this Day's A£tion fhall iafpire tliee; where- 
by thou art fenfibie of the frailty of mofCal Hs^- 
i< pinefs." 

This Admonition had more Inftience oa Jtlexandfr, 
Aan any Intreaty coiiUbave had ( for cbnfidering the 

Greatnefs of his Mind, which ever was free from Fear, 
and no ways impaired by Adverfity, he not only took 
Companion on him, but ufed him with Rclpeft. He or- 
dered the fame Care to be taken of his Woonds, as if he 
bad fouffht in bis Serv ice \ and when he was cured, he 
tdmitced him amongjft the Number of bis Fd^nds^ be^ 
yond every one*s ExpeAation : And, in -a fhortTlme' 
afterwards, gave him a more extenfive Kingdom than his^ 
own, 

TftERE was nothing indeed more commendable \rt 
AUxcmiirj of itipre natural to him, than ^ hi^h £- 

fteem^feriMe Vajowr^ and i^infic Mens : He did no» 
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it is trues the fiuncRegard to it in his own Subjcds, 
Jls in ah Enemy ; becaufe the' Fame of the firft^ m his 

'Opinion, was a Diminution of his own, w^hich he ima- 
gined received feme Luftre from the Greatncfs of thola 
be conquered. 

The Seventh Story is Alexander^ Second En- 
trance into Babylon. 

The Chaldean Prophets^ beingXenfiUe of Alexander's 
Intention to go* a' lecond Time towards Sahlon, ad- 
vifed him not to enter that City, becaufc he fet out in 

an unlucky Hour, which portended, as they faid, the 
Danger of his Life, But he contemned their Counlcl, 
and refolutely purfued his intended Journey ; for he was 
informed, that AmbafTadors from all Parts of the World, 
were waiting there for his Arrival. 

The Terror of his Name bad fpread itfelf lb univer- 
sally thrtlughout the World, that all the Nations fecmed 
fo pay theirCourt to him, as to One, who was ordained 
fo be their Sovereign. He therefore made all the Hafte 
he could, as if he was to hold a general Diet there of all 
the Nations of the Earth. 

On his Arrival at Babylon^ he received all the Em- 
Vaflador^ in the moft courteous Manner, and fent tliem 
fibdie. About this Time, Otte Medks^Vi Native of 
Thejfaly^ gave a fplendid Entertainment, to which the 
King ana all his Friends were invited. Here, as he 
was drinking off Hercules's Cup, he gave a Groan, like 
One that had been run through the Body ; and being 
carried from the Entertainment half dead, and in the ut* 
dioft Torment, he called for a Sword to put an End to 
hSs tnto]er4ble Pains. 

His Friends gave out, that his Excefs of Drinking 
wastheCaufe of his Illnefs ; but in Reality, it was a Plot 
againft his Life, the Infamy of which was ftiflcd by the 
great Power of his Succeflors. 

Under the Story of Alexander and D':ogene$j is a 
very neat Btift of a yemts in AUbafter, ftandin^ upon an 
otral Lo6king-Glafs, under which are two Doves bil^ 
lingr in Alabafter, likcwife, in iB»7^ ^f//Vi/j. .

M. Rapb: di' Thoyas allures us, that he was one of 
the mull: accomphihed Princes that ever was in all Eu- 
rope^ if the Chara<5tcr which Hiilorians have given hijnv, 
may be relied on. For thejr all agree> that he. was- 
fober, chafte^^tempente,; religious, and full of Hon6(ir" 
and Probity. He wa9 i^eifer heard to fwear, though. , 
the Example of' his Father, and tlie whole Courty was 
but too apt to have corrupted him in that Refpeil. He 
took great Delight in the Coiwerfation of Men of Ho- * 
nour ; and thofe who were not reckoned as fuch, were ^ 
looked upon widx a very ill Eye at his Court* He had ^ 
naturally a Qreatneis of Mind^ noble and^enerous. 

\ ; . ' ' Thoughts,' 
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Thoughts, and was as much dUpl^ied )vith Trifles, a« 
his Fa^^er was foad of th em . 

He was naturallygentle and afFable ; but, however, in 
his Carriage lie had a nobie Stateiinefs without AiFe^a- 
tion, which commanded Efteem and Refpefl. ' He fliewed 
a warlike Genius in his paflionate Fondnefs for all mar- 
tial Exercifes. A French EmbalTador, coming to take 
lii<5 Leave of him, found him tofling the Pike, and 
aiking him, ^ What Service he would command him to 
\ bis Mailer" i The Prince bade bim tell him, what he 
ivas doing*. 

In fliort, to &y an in .a Word, though he was but 

Eighteen Years old when he died, no Hiftorian has 
taxed him with any Vice. The King, his Father, is 
faid to have been jealous of him, and to have afked on^ 
t)ay, ^ if his Son would bury him alive' ? I pafs over in 
Siience many Things faid on thisOccafion, particularly 
what fbme Authors would infmuate, that the King cau^ 
fed him to b<^ poifim^. In fuch a Cafe, the Proofs 
eught to be as clear as the Sun, and I find, in the moft 
inveterate Hiftorians againll King j^ames^ only bare 
Sufpicions and naked ConjecSlures, which probably were 
but Fruists of the blackeft Malice. Others are contented 
with accufing the Vifcount RocheJIer of this Crime,, but 
without any Manner ot Proof, Some flight Prefump^ 
tions may have helped to breed this Sufpicion, which In- 
deed was fpread immediately after the Prince's Death : 
Wherefore his Head aiid i^cxly were ordered to be laid 
open, in thePrefence of many Phyficians and Surgeons, 
who gave their Opinion upon Oath, that no Marks of 
Poifon iappeared. But what rcfleded (noft upon theKing, 
was^ his commanding^ that no Perfon (hould appear at 
Court in Mourning ; whether he was willing to remove 
dit nielancholic ObjeAs from his Sight, that mi^ht con** 
ftantly renew his Concern, or did not think proper to 
interrupt the Diverfions prepared for his Daughter's 
Marriage. Decency obliged him, however, to defer 
the Nuptials a few Weeks, as the Princess Funeral could 
not be performed till the 7th of the next Month (Dt^ 
imber,) The Prince died oii the 6th of Nwember^ i6i2«

Unred this Prince's Efteem, Sir IViahir RaUigh wasndC 
the leaft confidcrabk, for whom he had fuch a Regard^

He kept a conftant Correfpondence with that great 
Man by Letters and Meflages, and often, though ujofuc* 
ce&fulm folic^ted his Father for his Llb^rtyt 

hf tne Prince's laft lUncfs, the 5^een ient to Sir 
WaHtr Raleigh for feme off his Cotdial, which fhe her* 
felf had taken in a Fever, feme Time before, with re- 
markable Succefs, RaUigb fcnt it, together with a Let- 
ter to the Queen, wherein he exprelFed a tender Coo* 
ccrn for therrince ; and, boalting of his Medicine^ 
fiumbled unluckily upon an Expreffion to this Purpofe^ 
^ That it would certainly cure Him^ or any Othert of ^ 
^ Fever, except in Cafes of Poiibn. 

The Prince dying, though he took the MedicinCj^ 
the Qj^icen, in the Agony of her Grief, (hewed Ralcigh*z 
Letter, and laid fb much Weight on the Expreffioq 
about Poifon, that, to her Dying-Day, fhe could not be 
perfuaded, but that her beloved &ui bad foul Play fl^ewii 
him. 

If this be true, might not there be a Strefi too con^ 

fidently laid on this Medicine, in fuppofmg^ that nothing 
but Poifon could refift the Power of it ? And perhaps 
there was Tome Inadvertency iu ftarting fuch a Sufpi*- 
pion in a fond Mother.

/ Hms Holiiin^ born at Bazil m Swhztrlani^ in the 
Year 1498, was educated under his Father ; by whofo 

Afliftaiicc, and his own Induftry and Application, he 
made a fpcedy Progrefs in the Art of Fainting, and ac- 
q^uircd fuch a Reputationby his Piece, cntituhd Death's. 
Dance^ which was hung up in the Town-hall of Bajil^ 
that the celebrated ErapimSj after he had obliged him to 
draw his Pidure^ fent him with it into Ef^iml^ andr 
^afvehim tjetters of 'Reoommendation to Sir Thmat. 
Moare^ then Lord ^igh-Ohancellory who entertained him 
with all the Refpe6t imaginable, and employed him in 
making, not only the Portrait of himfelf, but all bis 
Family j the Sight of which fo charmed KingiaRfwry VIII, 
Aat be took him diredly into h^s Sendee, and by the 
many fignal TeftimoAies which he gave him cf his 
Royal Bounty* and Benevolent, mode him< highly re- 
fye&si by aU the Gentry and Nobility throughout the 
Kiii^do^i, Pjie of bis beft Pieces^ ^as that of the faLd 

/I- Kin^ 
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JLingand his Queen, i^c. at IVbitibaUy which, with: 
feveral other curious Portraits, fome as big, and.otherg 
Ms than life,' tnd as well iii Water-Colours, as in 
Freico and Oil, may challenge a Place among thole of 

the moft celebrated Italian Mafters. 

He was confpicuous like wife for his peculiar Talent 
of Invention, and forming new Defigns for Engravers, 
Sculptors, Jewellers, &c. and was very remarkable for 
performmg all his Pieces with his left Idand. • " 
« Du Frefnoy, fpeaking of the German Painters, fi^- 
lluit ^lifert Durer and IloWein were wonderfully know-^ 
isig, and had they travelled xnXO Italy^ had certainly been 
of the firft Form of Painters. For Nothing can be aU 
ledged againft them, but that they had a Gothic Tafte. 
As for Holbein^ contmues he, he pertormed even better 
titan ^fmlle \ and I have feen a Portrait of his paint- 
ing, that , might ftand in Competitton with moft of 
Titian's* 

* This great Artift died in London^ of the Plague, in 
the Year 1554.

We fhall here * ^iv^e our Readers a fhort Account 
of the Event of that im|xprt^at Jinterprue, extracted 
from Rnpin, 

Phxlip of Spain^ ever intent upon hi^ Projedt of in* 
yading England^ prepared in Portugal^ at Naples^ and \t\ 
Sicily y a Fleet called the Invincible Armada, It con- 
fided of an Hundred and Fifty great Ships, in which 
were cn)b:irkcd nineteen Thou fan J Men, and two 
Thoufand fix Huiuircd and Thirty Pieces of Cannon. 
It was to have been commanded by the Marquiis De 
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ed in his Room. 

On the other Hand, the l)uke of Parma had caufed 

an Army of thirty Tiiouiaad Meu to ad\ aiicc tov/ards 
the Coafts of the Low-Countries^ and prepared a great 
JS umber of Veflcls to t ran Iport them, in order to join 
the Spantjh Fleet, and land in England, The Proje^ 
was to ftatioa the Fleet at the Mouth of the Thames^ to 
affift the Troop$ who were to march dire^y to Londm^ 

Queen Elizabeth^ who wanted not good Spies, ha^r 
vlng timely Notice of thcfc great Preparations, pro-r 
vided for the Defence of her Kiiigdom with great Care 
and Diligence. 

She fitted out a confiderable Fleet, which howevep 
was Hiferior to that of Sfain^ both in the Number, an4 
the Largeneis of the Ships, and gave the Comir^and of 
it to Charles Lord Hiiwardof Ejjjnjham^ High Admi* 
ral q!^ En {land ^ who was very expert in Sea- Affairs. 
He had for Vice- Admirals, Drake^ Ha ukinsy and /^^r- 
bijhery three of the bell Sea-Offtcers in the World. 

On the other Hand, Henry Seymour ^ fecond Son o| 
ibe late Didcc pf Smerfet^ lay i^ppn the Cqaft of Flan^ 
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Jkrs^ with forty Sail, B^gjijb.md Dutch^ to hinder the 
Prince of Parmai from joining the Spamftt Fleet. 
Moreover, Elizabith had in Engiaml an Army of forty 
Thoufand Men, whereof three Thoufand; under the 

Command of the K irl of Lcicejfer^ were pofted near the 
Mcuthof the Thames. The Reii; were near the Qiaeen's 
Perfon, ready to.march where it ftiould be thought nc- 
c vflTary. Ecfides thi$» (;here was in each County a Bo<^ 
df Militia ^ell armedi under Leaders, who had Orders 
to join one another, as Occafion ihould require, it vi 
certain, that there are no Trained-Bands in the World 
more proper for a bold AtSll on, than thofe of the Eng^ 
lijh : So J in Cafe the Spaniards had landed, they would 
hav^' met with ihcir Match. 

The Sca-Ports were foi;tified as much as the Time 
would permit, and Signals were eveiy where appointbdi 
foihew the Places where the Troops were to march. 
In fliorr, it was refolved, that if the Spaniards made a 
Dcfccru, the Country round about them fhould be laid 
Waftcj that they mi^ht Jiave nothing to fubfift upon 
but what they brought from the F^leet. 

This was the Courfe taken by Francis !• in Pro^ 
vence^ again ft Clxirlcs V. with Succefs, that anfwered 
his Expectations. Thefe Meafures heing taken, the 
Enemy vy^as expelled with imcommon Alacrity, though 
it Taoiild feem, that on fuch an Occafion, every one 
would have been i.n the utmofl Coailcrnation ; efpcci- 
ally, as the Queen of En^lmdh^^ no Ally to aflift hcr^ 
4nd bad great Difficulties to ftruggle with, which how- 
e^'er fhe bore with a mafculine S{)irit, and betrayed noi' 
Signs of Fear, notwithftandlng the dangerous Situation 
file was in. 

The Duke de Medtna-ceU failed out of the Tagus 
with the Invincible Armada^ on the third of June ^ 1588, 
and fleered his Courfe towards the North. Within a 
few Days a Storm arifing, fo difperfed his Ships, that 
they' could not rejoin till they came to the Groyne^ 
This Accident occafioned a Report over Europe^ that 
the Stanijh Fleet was entirely deftroyed. ff^lfinghmn^ 
hlmTelf^ Secretary of State, thought his Intelligence fo' 

ccftauj. 
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certain, that he wrote to the Lord Admiral Hnvard^ 
to fend home four of the largctl: Ships, there being no 
further Danger this Year. But the Admiral anrwered^ 
ne could not think of parting with thi^< foiir- Sbip3^ 
qiOU|^ he ihould be pblig^ to keep tbeni at his own 
Uharge, till he had more certain Advice« The bettef 
to know the Truth, he failed with all his Fleet to- 
wards Spahiy with Defign to complete the Dcftruftion 
of the Enemy's Armada^ whicli was rcp'cfcntcd to him 
as difabled : But when he approached Spmfh he beard 
the Fleet had not fuiFered To much Damage as was re* 

Sorted* , At the Jame Tinie, tlie Wiod cfa^^ing ^o tho 
outh, he failed back to his Statl6n at the Mouth of 
fhe Channel, for fear, with the fame Wind, the Ene- 
jaiy's Fleet IhouU advance towards England, 

But it was the twelfth of Jtily^^ before the Spnniarrh 
departed from the Groyne y and two Days alter, the 
Duke de Medhia-cfH, S^nt a Yatch to notify the fame tq 
ihe Duke of Parma^ that he n^i^ht be read^ to join 
6inil l^he ninlehth, the Spamjh Fleet eiiteired the 
Channel, and the twentieth, appeared in Sight of the 
En^lifh^ who let it pafs, ia order to foilow it before tike 
Wind. ■ 

Whilst the Spaniards were in the Channel, the 
Englijh kept clofe to them, and even took fome of their, 
Shtp$* ' Of this Number W9S a Galeon, commanded 
by Dm Tedre de ^/ir>,' wKich was fent to Dartmouth^ 
and a Ship of Bifcay^ in which was the King's Trea«* 
fure 5 but the Spaniards had taken out the Money, be* 
caufe flie had been fired. 

On the twenty-third of yuly^ the Wind being in the 
North, *the PuK:e de Medina-celi ftood towards thcL 
EngJiJh Fleet. There was^ Aat'D^y a (harp Engage* 
meat,' wherein the Spaniards^ though 'much fuperior inC 
Number of Ships, obtained no Advantage. The Un-. 
weildinefsot their Ships, and the Agility of the Engli/b^ 
made it eafy for thefe laft to ftand off or on, as tht y i^iw 
fit, and io to balance the Superiority of their Enemies, 
The Trial the Spaniards made, on this Occafion, of the 
£nglijk \i^\3il aodjSJaU .io Sea^Engagements, began»^ 
■ ' ' ' ' doubts' 
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doubdels, to give them quite another Notion of theS 
Enterprizc, from what they had hitherto conceived. 
' In the mean whiley the Duke ,de Mtdind-ceS ISmt 
tfaitjr Mcflekigei^ to prefs the Duke of Parma tki 

put to Sea with his Army. But that was not prafti- 
cable^ by reafon of the EfigU/h and Putcb Ships being 
pofted advantagioufly to hinder the^ JunQion. It was 
xicceHary for the Spaniards to approach the Coaft of 
Flanders^ to compel them to rethe* But on the twenty* 
ftveilth, in the Evening, they were rto fintbtr off thaii 
Calais^ where they came to an Anchor, lieing ftilT fbl* 
lowed by the EngliJ})^ who lay with irt Shot. Here the 
Englijh Fleet v/as joined by a good Number of Ships, 
not only of the Queen*s, but divers private Perfons, 
' who had fitted out feveral at their own Expence. And 
now the Fleet confided of an hundred ahd forty Ships 
of War, fmall indeed in Comparifon of the Spanijh^ but 
however, with the Advantage of moving more eafily^ 
and retiring iiuo the Ports England in Cafe of Ne- 
ccffity. The Duke of Parmay who was to fail from 
Dunkirk and Newport^ was ftill earnelHy folicited by the 
Duke d$ Medlrni'ceU to put to Sea, and make a De« 
/cent in £/jf^^7;7^ as it had been refolved* But, be* 
iidea that the Ships which expelled him were not yet 
withdrawn, notwithftanding die Neighbourhood of the 
Spanijb Annada^ many of his Mariners had defcrtcd, 
and his Fleet was ill provided with Victuals. In ihort^ 
he could not, or would not embark. 

Whilst the Spaniards lay before Calais ^ the Eng^ 
Ufti Admiral fcnt, in the Night, eight Fire-Ships among' 
dieir Fleet. This Sight ftruck them with a .Terfor^. 
tfiat inftantly cutting their Cables, they put to Sea tt>* 
avoid impending Danger. In this Confufion^ the Ad- 
miral Galeafs^ commanded by Hugo de Moncada^ ha- 
ving loft her Rudder, floated up and down till the next' 
Day, when (he was taken by the EngUjh^ after a fharp 
Engagement, wherein Moncada was (lain. Though 
the S^i/h Admiral had ordered every Ship to return to 
her Station as ibon as the Danger wa) paft, and a Sig- 
nal for that Purpofe, there were but few that endea- 
voured 
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Voured to obey. So the Fleet remained Jifperfed, Some 
of the Ships being dnv^crv to the North, anil Others up- 
on the Shallows of Flanders^ where they were in great 
Danger. They had not only to guard againil the 
Samds^ but alfo againft the EngUfi^ who fo played upon 
them with their CaniKm» that feveral Sptimjb Ships 
were that Day dlfabled, and the Galcons, called 5u 
Philip and St. Matthrujy iell axio the Hands of the 
Xeahinders, 

• At laft, a North-Weft Wind driving the Fleet up* 
on the Coaft of Zealand^ where they were Uke to be 
loft» the Entgi^ gave over the Chace, for fear of bein^ 
expofed to Sue fame Danger* Happily for the Spam- 

ards^ the Wind turned to the South- Weft very feafon- 
ably, and freed them from their Diltrcfs. But now, 
perceiving the Impoiilbility of executing their ProjfcSl, 
they refolved to return Hame, by iaiiing round ScoUani 
and Ireland^ and the rather^ as fome of their Ships had 
already ftcered that Courfe, 

The EngUJh Admiral,feeing them (land to theNorth^ 
ward, left Part of his Fleet to have an Eye upon the 
Coall of Flanders^ and gave them Chace, though at a 
little Diftance, till they were paft Edmhourq-h-Frkhm 
The Courfe they fteered gave Ibme Sufpacion, that they 
were fure of a Retreat in the Ports of Scotland^ Where* 
upon, the Englijh Ambaffiulor at King Jamefs Court 
made him large Offers, and even ibme Promifes, which 
he had not Power to make, and which were never per* 
formed. 

In the mean Time, the Spanljh Fleet, continuing 
their Courfe, fuftained fome farther Damage by con* 
trary Winds, which caufed feveral of their Ships to be 
toft on the Coaft of Scotland and Irdand; . Seven Hun*' 
dred Soldiers and Mariners, who eicaped to the hznH 
in'the King of Scotland's Dominion, were fent to the* 
Duke of Pannay with Qvieen Elizabeth's Con fent. 
But thofe who were ftiip wrecked in Irelmid^ and caft- 
aftiore, were all put to the Sword, or penthed by the 
Hands of the Executioner $ the Lojrd«-Dcputy, by 

wfaofir 
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whofc Order is wai done> fearing they woul4 join with 
idle Rebels. 

Philip 11. received the News of the ill Succefs of 
bis Flectt with an heroic Patience. He had Tj^t tliree 
Years in prqparing this Armada^ with an incredible 
£xpence» and^ when he heard of the Pefeat^ b coht 
trarjr to hb Expeditions, thanked God k was no 

greater. 

This is, as Some fay ; but it was reported by Others, 
that theKingbeing atMafs^whcn theNews was brought 
him, as fooa as hi^h Mafs was over» fwore that he 
would wnfle and conlume his Crown, ev«n to the Value 
of a Candleftick, but he would utterly ruin the Queen 
and the Englifo Nation, or elfe himfelf and all Spain 
fhould be tributary to her. 

Upon the Retreat of this fo formidable a Fleet, Eng- 
land was hi led with univerfal Joy. Elizabeth ordered a 
yublick Thaiikfgiving for this Deliverance, to be made 
in all theChurches in the King^kun^ and wem4ierfelf to 
St. Faul% in great Solemnity, to perform the fame 
Duty. After which, flie conferred on the Lord Adrni-* 
ral a yearly Revenue, in Recom pence of hb great Ser- 
vice to his Country, aiid bellowed Penfions ^on the 
Wounded. -

andFirefhips, and confequentiv, was very much inferior 
in Number to the combinea Fleet of England and

It was commanded by the famous de Ri/ytcr, alTiflcd 
by Cornelius de Wit^ the Penftonary's Brother, as De- 

,puty 
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pdty from the States; De Rfiyter^ having put to Sea 
before the Enemies Fleets were joined, had endcavour- 

' ed to prevent their Jun£tion ; but not fuocejsdlng, and 
' beine inibrraed diat the two Fleets lay at Anchor at 
S^umuoldf or SlMof, in Suffolk^ he idblved to attack 

- them. 

He had like to have furprized them, but being dif- 
appointed, prepared fof Battle. The two Fleets of 
England and France^ now compofmg but one, were 
ranged in three Squadrons* The Duke of Torky High 
Admiral of England^ Commanded the Red-Squadron; 

^die Count JrMtrtes tfat White ^ aiid the £ail of Sand- 
'ivtck^ the Blue. The Fleet of the States was likewife 
divided in the fame Manner ; de Ruyter^ was oppofed 
to the Duke of Tork^ Bankert to Count d'Etrees^ and 
Van Ghent to the Earl of Sandwich, 

The Battle was fought on the twenty eighth of 
Maf^ both Sides difplayed iall the Alt and Siuil which 

'^iqperfftilke hiul t&u^t the Commanders and Officers % 
they fought with equal Braveryi wMi almoft equal 

-£»ofe, atid both Sides challenged the Vi(Si;ory. 

The Admiral-Ship of the Englijh being difabled, thfe 

•Duke of Tork was obUged to hoift his Flag in the 
London. The Royal "Jamesy commanded by die Earl 

^^ndwich^ not being; able to difengage from a Fire- 

^bii^ Uteir ihe hsd lui£ up) with th^ 

dEafti and ^ her whole Crev^;. The En^fl) loft two 
Ships moiej the Hollanders thtee, and yan Ghent was 
kiUed. 

The Hiftoriatts of th6 two Parties equally pretend^ 
that their Fleets chaced that of the Enemy ; but both 
fpesdc of it retf faintly^ For it is not entirely the fame 
Hirkh Engagements at Sea, as with thofe at Land i 
tettiAionly he #ho remains Mafter of the Field 
of Battle^ juftly aflUmes the Honour of the Vi(Sory ; 
whereas, in Naval Engagements, a Fog, a Calm, a 
Wind, either cbntfary or tempeftuous^ may oblige the 
Viaorious Fleet to retire firft. 
• Be this ^s it mayi, Rejoicings were equally inade at 
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Londm and the Hague^ for the Succeft of this Battle^ 
though with very little Reafon. 

The EngUfl) complained, that the French ^li tysjl di£^ 
charge tbeir DutjTt and only fou^t at a Diftance, after 
having feperated ftmn die Fleet. .This Coodiia is 
afcribed to fccrct Orders riven to Count H^Etrees^ not 
to expofe too much his Mafter's Ships, but to leave the 
Englifii and Duuh to deftroy one another.

I We are now come to the Carton Galleryf in which 
are feven Paintings by Rafaelle^ which are univerfal^ 
admired, and orineftimable Value. . . * 

Rafaelle Da Urbino (according tdtheAccouit 
which Graham give s of him) was one ot the handfomeft, 
and beft tempered Men living, and, by the general 
Confent of MankiiKl, acknowledged to have been the 
Prince <^ Modern Painters; and is often ftikd the Dir 
vine RBfaHlUy fiir the inimiubk GlMes of his Pfpf^ 
and for the Excdlence of hM .Gen|iui» w|ikh fem44 1» 
have fomething more than liudnan iii its Compofition : 
He was beloved in the higheft Degree by the Popes 
'Juliui II. and Leo X. He was admired and courted by 
all the Princes and States of Europe ; and particularly 
by VIII. who, would fain have obliged him to 

have come over into Engkmi. , His Peribn ffa^'tte 
Wonder and Delight o£ Rmt^ as.his W^ks fti^.^onr 
die Glory of it : He lived in th^' greateft Stm ^ 
Splendor imaginable, moft of the eminent Mailers in 
his Time being ambitious of working under him ; and 
he never went abroad, without a Crowd of Artifts, and 
others who attended andJoUowed him,pufply out ot Re. 
^geOii He declined Maxriiiget tbou^' very adyimtagiou^ 
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OSen had beeii made hini) in Hopes of a Cardinars 
Caps which he expeded s but biHag into a Fever in 
die mean Time, and con€eaIiii|| die true Caufe of his 
Piflxampcr from his PhyficianSs JJeath diiappointed him 
jfif die Reward due to his moft extraordinary Merit. 

Rafaelle was born on Good-Friday^ in the Year 
1483, and died on Good^Friday 1520 : So that he lived 
IHllv Thirty-feven Years complete* 

Du FB.£SNoy aflures us, that he liirpailed all oiodem 
Painters, becaufe he pofleiled more of the excellent 
of Painting tfaain any odier } and it is believed^ that 
lie equalled the Ancients, excepting only, diat he de- 
fign^ not naked Bcxiies with fo much Judgment as itff- 
thaelAngek : But his Gufto of Defign is purer and much 
better. He painted not with fo eood, k full, and ib 
graceful a Manner as C9mggi§ : rior has^be any thing 
ef the Cootraft of the Lights and Shadows, or fo firangt 
and free a Cofourin^ as Titian: But he had a better 
Difpolkion in his Pieces widiottt Coifiparifon, than 

either Titian^ Correggio^ Michael Angelo^ or all the rtft 
of the fucceeding Painters to our Days. His Choice of 
Attitudes, of Heads, of Ornaments, the Suirablenefs of 
his Drapery, his Manner of Defigning, his Varieties^ 
hts Contraftr, his Expreffions, were beautiful, in Per- 
Ibflions but above ,^l, he poileiied the Graces, in fii 
advantagious a Manner, that he has never fince been 
equalled by another. There are Portraits, or fingle 
Figures of his, which are finifhed Pieces, He was an 
admirable Archite<£t \ handfome, well made, and tall of 
Stature I dvil, and well-natured^ never, refuting ta 
teach another what he knew himfelf.

Cartons, from their being painted on Paper, were origi- 
nally defigned only for fii^terns of Tapeftry^ and were 
fent for .that purpofe, byJLeo X. to Arras^ in Fhnclers^ a 
Placefiuaous for that ciyioa^ Work; but his Holinefe 
dyi^g foon siftctr, as.w^U as Rafaelle^ and the Perfons 
1 2 who 
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who were employed not being paid for tlidrTapeftry, 
"fhefe Patterns were never reiunied, but lay for a long 

1 line at Jrras^ till King *James purchafed them, but at 
what Price we cannot determine. We have heard^ 
however, that they were valued at an bcindied tbouiand 
Pounds a*piece. 

Afteh the Death of King CharliS h CrmweBwi'i 
too much a Connoiflfettr in Painting to part with thefe 
fneflimable Pieces ; but they were carefully preierved 
in large Deal Boxes, fft the Banquetting-Houfe at 
TVf)itehaU\ feme of them being in four, and others in 
five Pieces, and there they remained till after the Revo« 
iution, when King IVilliam ttk^tHamftaH'-Caun, and 
the Gallery^ in which they are now hting up^ which 
was built on purpofe for them. 

The Story of the fiift Carton is die Death of Jim^ 
nhu^ lui related in the vth Chapter of J^s of the - 
Apoliles. 

The Story of the fecond Carton is Elyrnas the Sor- 
cerer» ftrnck with Blrndnefs, as related in the xiiith 
Chapter of the A^fs of the Apoftles. 

The next is the Lame Man healed by Poer and 
y^fcr, Afts iii. 

The Fourth, which is over the Chimney, is the mi- 
raculous Draught of Fifties, Luke v. 

Here is in this Pi6lurc a Fault which is fo vifiblCf 
that almoft every Body takes Notice of it ; and there^ 
fore we muft not pafs it over, without giving our Readers 
the Opinion of the ingenious Mr. Kichardfm^ who is 
tiniverfally allowed to be a compleat Judge of die Car- 
tons. > 

Rafaelle, fays he, in t\\\sCartony has made a Boat 
too little to hold the Figures he has placed in it i and 
this is fo viiible, that fome are apt to triumph over that 
great Man, as having nodded on that Occafion; which 
others have pretended to excufe, by fayin^t it was (kme 
to make the Miracle appear the greater ; hut th^ Truth 
is, had he made the Boat large enough for thofe Figures, 
his Pitfltjre would been all Boat^ which wouU have 
had a difagrccable Eifedt and to have made bis Figures 
^ ' fmall

fiitall enough for a Veffel of that Size, would have ren-. 
dered them unfititable lo the reft of the Set, and have 
made thofe Figures appear leb confiderable ; diere would » 
have been too much Boat, and loo little Figure. 

It is amifi as it is, but would have been wotfe my 
other Way, as it frequently happens in other Cafes. 
RafaelU therefore wifely chole this leis Inconvenience, 
this feeming Error, which he was fenftble the Judicious 
would know was none ; and ior the reft, he was above 
being foUcitous for his Reputation with them. So that 
Upon the whole, diis is fo far from being a Fault, that 
it is an Inftanoe of the great Judgment of that incom<* 
parable Man, which he learned jn his great School the 
^nttque^ where this Liberty is commmonly taken.

Notwithstanding the numberlefs Beauties in 
theie ineftimable Paintings, as no Work of human Art 
was ever brought to Peifedion, it muft be allowed, 
diejr have their Faults i and that though the Cartons <^ 
M^^ile are fiune of his left Works, yet die Coiouring 
of them is not equal Ui the Drawing ; but atthefiutio 
Time, as the ingenious Gentleman we have fo often 
quoted upon this Subje6V, obferves, it cannot be denyed, 
hut that he who painted thofe, could colour well^ and. 
would have coloured better. 

It is to be confidered, they were made for Patterns 
fer Tapeftr^, not profefled PiAures j and painted, not 
in OiU hut in Dimmper: If dierefore one fees not the 
Warmth, the Mellownefs and Delicacy of Colouring, 
which is to be found in Comgio^ Titim^ or Rubens^ it 
may fairly be imputed, in a great Meaiure, to tbefo 
Caufes« 

A judicious Painter has other Confideralions relating 
to the Colouring, when he makes Patterns for Tapeftrjr 
to be bei^tened with Gold and Silver, than when he 
paints a Pi6lure without any fuch View ; nor can a Sort 

of Drynefs and Harfhnels be avoided in Diftemper^ upon 
paper : Time moreover has apparently changed lome 
of the Colours. In a Word^ the Tout-Enlemble of 
the Colours is agreeable and noble, and the Parts of it 
are in general extremely, hut not fuperlatively good* 
' There are fine Graving of thefe Pioures from 
Draughts taken at feveral Times ; iirft by Mr. Gr^tSn^ 
then by Sir Nicholas Dorignj^ and afterwards by Sir 
yames Thornhill. 

Over the Fire-PIace in this Gallery, is a fine Baf- 
Relieve of Ftnus^ drawn in h^ Chariot, attended by 
feveral Cupids^ in white Marble. 

There is likewife a very fine Pair of gilt Andirons 
in the Chimney, one with the Figure of Jkbrs upon it, 
and the other of HiroiUs.

Hercules is fuppofed to have been born at Thebes^ 
and to have been the Son of Akmeno^ the Wife of 
Jmfhytr ion^ the Theban^ by Jupiter^ who paid her a 
Vilit, and deceived her, under the Shape of her Hufband^ 
whilft he was gone to the War againft the Teleboans^ 
a People of Mtolia, Some fay, that the Night, in mrihich 
the amofoui Deity affiuned the Hero's Foim, was ex- 

I 4 tended 
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tended as long as three, and otben as funct and tfarowa 

all into one. * 

Archippe the Wife of Sthenelus^ who was King of 
Atycan^y being with Child at the fame Time, as Aicnum 
was, Jupiter toretold, that of two Princes, the firft that 
came into the World, fliould have an uncontroulable 
Power over tl|e other. Whereupon Jum h^ftenad ifae 
Pains of Euryjleu's Mother, and* retarded, as much as 
in her lay, the Birth of Hercules : By which Means 
Euryjleus was born firft, and had full Power to impofe 
what Talk, how difficult or unreafonable foeyer, he 
thought proper upon H$rcuU$^ and to tre^it him as bis 
Slave. 

Some however aflert, that it was the Orade of Dd* 
phos^ that made htm AtbjeA to this Prince, for having, 

in his Madnefs, murdered bis own Children, But be 
that as it may, we fhall without any farther Introducflion 
proceed to the Hiftofy of his IVelve Labours, which 
he undertook in Obedience to the Injundions of his 
Lord and Mafter. 

I. The Lion of th^ Forcft of Nemia ravaged the 
(^^ntry in a dieadful M^ner. Some Authors will 
have it, that he fell from the Region of the Moon, 
and that his Hide was fo tough, that neither Dart nor 
Javelin could penetrate into it, Hercules hunted him, 
and having run him into a Cave, out of which he cou)d 
not cfcape, he there ftrangled him. Ever after, he ivat? 
the Skin of that Animal, as a Publick Teitimonj of 
that Heroic Exploit. Which Fi£tion, in Ihort, is no 
more than this, that Herc^les hunted, and killed, a hio^ 
pf an extraordinary Size, 

II. His Second Exploit w^s the Defeat of the Hydra. 
This terrible Dragon haunted the Mai|h of Lerna^ and 
infcfted djiX (he adjacent Country. He npv^ left his Den 
without cqmmittmg the mod horrj)ile Ravages. Th^ 
fearful Hufhandmfi) Jeft his. Field uncidtivat^, and the 
boldeft Traveller tpen^bled, as he paired by the Monfter's 
pen. Fie had the Shape of a Serpent, and the Feet of 
a Dragon \ his Back was covered with Scales ; he ha4 
(gyeqlieads, {qc^% fay nine, a^c} others fifty, that vqt 



-mited out Fire and Brimdone. Hercules undertook to rid 
the World of this Monfter. Armed only with his Club 
aud accompanied by his Brother Joalusy who was hjs 
Twinrbocber, he goes and attacks the Serpent in hj* 
. ver^ Den. The rfydra^ keing him ;ip|irQach9 ruihes 
flinoufly upon him, and covers him with a Cloud 4}f 
^anuAg Smoak. The undaunted Hero lifts up his Clifi), 
and at the firft Stroke knocks off one of his Heads, bijt 
ftnilt a new one fprung up in its Place, find the Blood 
,|liat iffued from the Wound fell to the Earth, and there 
engendered Scorpions and Serpents. Hercules beheld 
ivith Intrepidity this amazing Si|^t ; he ledoiibled his 
.3I0WS i biit they fepred only to ez^perats the furious 
.Monfter. No fooner is one. of his Heads knocked off 
than others anfe and the Wounds that ought to have 
jjeftroy'd him ferve only to give him new Strength and 
Vigour^ The invincible Son of yove had infallibly 
faird in his Enterprise, had he not been aiTifted by his 
fiuthful Companion* The only way to hinder tbjp 
new PpojtSdoa was to ftop the JJiood^ that flow'd from 
the Wounds. This Joahes fuccecded in, by leering 
. them with a burning; brand. The Monfter fuiks under 
the Force of l}frcujes\ hj^n^ and at lad expires at thp 
Victor's Fcpf. 

. T^fs Fiftion has been e^qpbm'd fcvcral Wa)rs, 
3o<ne fay^ that the Marfti of Lerma^ being infefted with 
Serpents, which multiplied, notwithftiuiding all die 
Pains that were taken to deftray them* H^reuksj widi - 

the ^flift^nce of his Friend, fet Fire to the Reeds, with 
which the Marfh was covered, and thus extirpated them. 
Others will have it, that he only draia'd the Marfli, 
that us'd to overflow the Country. And laftly, fome 
JofiiL th^t ft w^s a Neft of Clobbers \ and notwithftand<« 
lagljercules kiird feyei^ qf tbemi yet their Number it^ 
crea^'d. till 4t laf| he broke into their Li|rking-holei» 
and ^eftrc^'d the whole Gang by Fire. 

Ill, In another Ch^cc (which was his third Labour) 
he killM a terrible wild Bp^r, tha( h^d his Haunt it; (l^

Shoulders tlive to Euryjfheks^ who 1^ like to have 

tainted away at the Sight of fo (hocking a Beaft. 

IV. His next Ta(k was to hunt down a Hind on the 
^fountains of Menalus^ and bring it to Eurj/lheus alive. 

• As thi^ fprightly Creature was facied to Diamiy he wis 
twelve Mcnths in ^ Purfuh of her. She had brazen 

•Feet given her by the Fbets, to denote her Swiftncft. 

'Howevert* he cau^ her at laft by nieer Speed in 
I^nning. 

V. He drove away theBirds that infefted theLakeS^- 
fhabts and Arcadia^ in fuch prodigious Flocks, that they 
dackcn'd the Sun : Thej us'd to cany off Men and de- 
vour them. 

* Thx Meaning of ibis is, diat a Gang of Robbeif , 
i«btch kept near dii» Ldte, and ilnmieied Travdleri, 

was at laft deftroy'd, or put to Flight by HercuUs and 
his Companions. 

VI. Hercules^ being ordered by Eur^heus to go and 
•bring awa^ the Girdle of Hipolita^ Queen of the Ama^ 

that is, to make War on thofe Heroines, and rifle 
4ieir Tivafures, embark'd on the EwtimSiek^ and land- 
ing on the Bank3 of the Tbemuismt^ he gave them 
•Battle, routed them, brought away the Girdle took the

grew in great Abundance, in the Gardens of Maurita^ 
nia \ and that the Dragon which Herculis flew, to mako 
way for his carrying ott his precious Fruit, was a great 
IX^, that watch'd one of thofe Gardens. 

Uth£RS» in fine, unagme, that this Fable bants at 
die Ricbcs which Ailas^ or Ibme other Prince, had 
hoaided up ; becaufe the Won! Makn;^ or JUAn in tbo 
jfrabic Tongue fignifies Riches, and in die Gnei aa 
Apple, or Sheep, as before has been obferv*d. 

XII. The 1 all Commands that Eur^heus laid on 
Hercules were to go down into Hell, and bring up the 
Dog C rbmis* 1 his the Hero executed, aiid at the 
fane Time delivered Thifms^vtho had gone down thither 
to keep Piritbm Company. The Defign which thefe 
two Friends fomi'd to carry off the Daughter of JiA^

As AidsniUM us'd to fend hb Pfifeners to woik in the 
Mines, and as, to go into his Country, you muft croft 
fhe ^WQX Acheron 'j he has trom hence been confounded 
with PlutOy and Hercules' s Journey has been look'd upon 
as a Defcent into Hell. And as the Hero had at th© 
fame Tune Itilkd a Serpent, whofe Den was in the Cave 
of Tmourus^ which was to be the Ji^ntry to the King* 
dom of the Dead, and had brought foine great Dog 
widi bim out of the Empire, he was faid to b^ve. ^^hain'a 
Cerberus. 

These arc the twelve Labours of Hercules^ which 
arc fo much talked ot by the Poets : And in Order ta 
make our fhort Account of them, not only entertaining 
but inflruiSlive, we thought proper to mtfodu^ the 
iliitorical ExpUcations thereof alo^g with th^m. And

The OriLrlnalis the wonderful Work of Agapas Deji- 
thtus oiEpheJus^ and is in the Burghejian Palace at Rome. 
The fecond is a young Apollo ; the third a Dianna^ and 
the ioMx^ Saturn ^oing to fwallow One of his Children. 
All after fine Originab. 

Oirthe Soudi Side of the Palace is the Privy-Gardent 
which was funk ten Feet to give a View from the Apart- 
ments to the River Thames : In this Garden there is a 
fine Fountain, and two grand Terrace Walks. 

On the North Sideot the Palace is a Tennis Court, 
and beyond that, a Gate, that leads into the Wilder* 
iicis : rarther on, is the great Gate of the Gardens, oil 
die Sides of which are large Stone Piei|ij .with the Lioff 
and Vnicom couchant, caivcd in Stone.

prodigious Depth, to bring the Foundation to a Flat 
rquaJ to the Breadth that was to be formM above. It 
was raifcd from the Foundation by firbftantial Stone- 
worii of a prodigious Thicknefs, with crois Walls of 
Stone, in drder'to band the Front, and prevent any 
fwSm ffom the Weight of Earth within. After that, 
Ais Work was to be m*A up again whbfh, when 'What 
was firft taken out, was thrown down the Front of the 
Hill, that the Precipice might be puflied out ftill farther, 
kl order that there inii'ht he the fame Slope from the 
Terrace, as there was before from the Foot of the Caftle, 
This ik>ble Walk isf covered with fine Gravel, and 
has Cavittes, wkh proper Drains, in order to carry off 
Ar Rauif fedtat let it 611 never fo heavy, none of it will 
Be uponifbe^Temire ; by which means it is dry, haril, 
and tit fur walking on, ^ foon as ever the Storm 
Dvcr»

Georges Chapel, which King Edward III. acknow* 
ledged was begun by his Anceftors, and fpnie imagine^ 
tliac the Foundation was laid by £4war4^\ ^^^^ *^ ^ 
moft hcautifvil and magnificent Building, and (hews the 
Gmlneft not only of the CoHirt in thcSs Days, but the . 
Spirit and Genius of the Founder. The Chapel is, 
not only fine within, but the Workmanlhip without is 
very curious. There is nothing now to be feen of equal 
A<^uity, that can ilaiid in Competition with it for its 
extraordinaiy Beauties. King's College Chapel at 
QptM^^ craficd by Henry VL and VIIth*e . 
Chapel in Weftminfler Abhef are fine Buildings, iMit 
modern, however, in Comparifon to This, which was 
begun, as appears by an Infcription on tneWalk, in the 
Year of our Lord, M.ccc.xxxvir. 

The Coats of Arms, and the various Imagery,^ and- 
other Decorations both within and without, are beau^ 
tifitlly finiflied^ and the Work has ftood,aut the {njuff 
of Time to Adnuratbn, The Beavty of Suiiding 
mains without any ImprovementSt ^ in a Word^ re* 
quires none.

In- King ymnes IPs Time indeed, it vras made ufe of 
as a Chapel; but at prefent it lies in a very ruinous 
Condition. In a (hort Time liowever, as we are cridibly 
informed, it will be converted into a Free«*School \ and 
it is now repairing for that Purpofe. 

At ibme fmallDiftaiice from the Tomb-Houfe is a 
large Guard-Chamber^ capable of receiving Thtee 
Hundred Men^ and contiguous to it is an Out-Oilice,

TiiB next Tower Is the feparate ApMment of the 
Xieutenanf of the Gentlemen Peniioners ; and between 
diat and tfie DeviPs Tower, which flands at fomc 
fmall Diftance, is another Range of private Lodgingi 
for the Accomodation of other Penfioners. 
■ The Reafon why this laft Tower has for a loa^ 
Time been fo diftinguilhed, was a received Notion^ as 
we are informed, that formerly it was haunfed by evfl 
'Spirits : For many Years however^ it has been inhabited, 
without the leaft Interruption or Difturbance^ as we 
can find, from Inch aerial Viiltors. 

Of all the Towers, however, that adorn this Royal 
Palace, that which is called the Round Tower, (and 
is the Refidencc or Apartment of his Grace the Duke 
bf St. AlbM^s who is Governor of the Cattle) is the mxrft 
tonfoicuous. 

WHEN you are at the Royal Standard., beforemen- 

tioned, you advance about one Hundred Yards (leaving 
JP'lncheJiir Caftle on your left) to the King's Gate ; at 
the Entrance whereof is planted a fmall Piece of Canon; 
and on the right, there is a Door- Way, and a Stair* 
>Cai^ which confifts of ottt- Hundrad and forty Seven 

At the Top of the Steps is a fmall Piece of Cmis 

which is directed downwards, and appears from a fmall 
Port-Hole that commands the Stair-Cafe. 

Prom thence you pafs through a Court- Yard ; m 
the Middle whereof ftands a largje Ciflern, which was 
firft erc£led by King Charles II. in order to receive the 
£^ns from <^ the Roof of the Out-Offices ; all rounfl 
which are hun^ with Buckets, and other convenient 
Veflels for holdmg Water, either for the Service of the 
Offices beforementioned, or for ready Help la Caic qf 
Fire. • ' 

Fjlom this Court- Yard you proceed to 
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The Guard Room, 

OvEii the ChiitiAey is at Star and Garter of an ovai 
Tornu fuirounded with Pillok ahd' Ba.yonets ; the 
Wainfcotting is embelliflied all round with CarhFne,s, 
Match-locks and Cartridges, Upon Whole-pikes, 
pikes, and Quarter-plkcs, with Banc' fleers, in various 
Figures, Round the Cornifli are hung a great Num- 
ber of Brcaft- plates, with Helmets over them.: There 
are likewife fifteen Drums^ difpofcd in proper Places^ 
and Bandaleen in Abundance round tbehi. 

OvEil the DooNWay, going to the Dining-Room 
arc two Coats of Mail^ belonging formerly to two 
warlike Princes, (but to whom in particular we cannot 
fa)') inlaid with Gold j with Horfe-ArmouTj Gantlet^ 
and other Acoutrements complete.

Here are four Pilafters of PikcLv 
decorated with Bandalecrs, Carbines, and Match-locks, 
upon Half-pikes.

A» (bon as you are come down from the Roondl 
Tou'cr, joii turn on the Right, and go through a nar- 
row Paflage, that leads dire£tly into a fpacious Square, 
or Quadrangle, on the North Side whereof is a wrought 
Iron Gate, or Portal9 that leads to the Royal Apart* 
ments. As foon as you are admitted in the Entry, be«* 
fore you come to the Stair^Cafe,is a Colonade of eight 
PUIars, of the Ionic Order, with diree Niches on every 
Side, and in each an antient Biift. The Pilaflcrs too 
are all of the ianie OiU^r, The Pavement is of free 
Stone.

The Ceiling of this Room, which was painted hy 
Fe^rioj (as indeed all the other Ceilings arc in general 
throughout the whole Palace) reprefents Britannia^ in 
all her Glory, feated on' a G\oht % Eurofe^ Jfta^ 
Africa^ and Ammca^ Paying their Court to her. 

We fliall here, for tne Amulement of our Readers, 
^iiiUoducc a ihort Ddcription of the emblematic Fi-

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gurcs, ia which thefe four Parts of the Globe arc ge-j 
nerallv reprefented by the moft accurate Painters,

Europe then, in the firft Place, is delineated) as a 
Lady, in a very rich Habit» of divers Colour?, ^tting 
between two crois Cornucopias ; the one, fiiH of an 
Sorts of Grain, »md the other of black and white 
Grapes : She holds a Temple in her Right-H<ind, and 
points with the fore-Finger of her Left to Scepters and 
Crowns ; a Horle amongU Trophies of Arms ; a Book 
plfo, with an Owl perching upon it ; a Varietv oFmu^ 
(ical Inftruments that lie by her^ aqd a Papet for a 
Limner with Pencils. - 

By all which Emblems they denote, that this Part of 
the Globe, is the principal, ^d molt conipici^pus for 
Religion, Arts, and Arms. 

Asia is reprefented as another Lady, wearing a 
Qarland of various Flowers and Fruits^ and dad in % 
rich embroidered Veftment, holding dhrcrs Brandies ill . 
her Rigb*Hand, with Rcwts of Cftflla, Pepper, an4 
Olives; and in her Left-Hand, a fmoaking Cenfer, 
and on one Side of her, a Camel on its Knees. ' ^ 

By the Garland, with which her Head is fo adornecf, 
they would intimate, that jf/ia produces eveiy Tl^ng 
fhat is not only delightful to the £ye, but wlratever is 
requilite for the comfer^ble Support of hom^n Life \ 
B V her rich Gfarm^nt, they indmatf, that there is ^eat 
"Plenty of thp(^ rich Materials; by the Bundle of opices^ 
^hat fne diltributes her Favours all over the habitable 
World. The Cenfer denotes the odoriferous Gums^ 
^nd other fragrant Spices it produces, and the Qamd^ 
is a Beaft proper to this Quarter of the World, 

Africa is reprefented bv a Ql^dofno^ Woman al- 
inoft naked, having frjzzlea Hair^ an Elephant's Hea4 
for a Crcft, a Necklace of Coral, and Pendants of the 
fame ; at her Ear a Scorpion, holding in her Right- 
Hand a Cornucopia, with Ears of Corn in her Lefjf* 
Hand ; a fierce Lion by her on one Side, and a Viper 
f^ Serpent on the o(her^ By her being reprefented 
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fltmoft naked, diey iattmate that tkofe Parts dwitnd 
not wiA Materials Bat doathiog ; the Elephant b an. 

Animal peculiar to that Country, and Vipers and Ser- 
pents likcwiib more numerous there, than in ajiy 
other Place. 

America is likemfe reprefented by a Woman al- 
mofl naked, with a tanned or tawney AfpecSt, having a 
Veil folded over her Shcwilders } round her Body an 
nrdfickd Ornament of Featlierso£dtTeKS Colours i hold- 
ing in her Hand a Bow, and having a Quiver on her 
Shoulder, or by her Feet, and a human Head pierced 
through with an Arrow, and on the Ground a Lizard, 

By her being painted ahnoft naked, they intimate,^ 
that the gre^teft Part of the Inhabitants always go ib ; 
and die Arms are what both Men and Women ufe . 
there : The human Head denotes, that they are Can* 
nibals, or Men-Eaters ; and the Lizards are reported 
to be fo large in thofc Parts, as to devour a Man, 
whenever they can lay hold of him. 
But to return to our Ceiling-piece, 
In the Comers of the Cornifh are Junoy the Imperial 
Queen of Heaven, Marsj the God of War, /^enus the 
Queen ofLove and Beauty, and Atimrva^ or Paiias^ 



The Skirtings round the Ceiling are beautifully 
cmbelliihed with twelve feveral Figures, like female 
Ang-els, with Win 2s on their Shoulders ; each havingr 
by her one of the twelve Signs, or Symbols of the Zo- 
diack ; a particular Account of which, with a curious 
SxplicatiiMi of thofe ievesal Hieroglyi^cks, we have 
already inferted in the 6oth Page of our Account of the 
Jloyal Palace of Hampton Cwrtj to- which we (hall re- 
fer the Reader to avoid Repetitions. 

There are Zephyrs^ Cupuh^ &c. all making their 
Court to IjrUannia^ by way ot further Decoration. 

Over the Chimney is a beautiful * Portrait of 
Vruwe Giorgt of Dmmarky all in Armour, with a loofe 
Coat tiifown over it, riding on a ftatdy Horfe, like 
Jllixandif^^ BueeplMtkn^ with a martia] Truncheon its * 
hid (iand^ and uuderncaih the Coat is plaiiily to be 
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difixmed hb blue Garten On the Right Side of him 
18 a diftant Profped of a ilroiig Fort^ and of a Fleet at 

fomc confiderable Diftance lilcewife on the Left. This 
beautiful Piece was painted by Mr. DabL 

The whole Apartment is embellifhed with Whole- 
pikes, Haif*pikes, and Quarter-pikes % and opon them 
are Carbines^ BajroneCSj Bandaleers, Match-boxes^ 
all difpofed in varioos Foms ; in which are carved 
Garten and Cfowns in Lime-wood, with the Cypher 
of C. R. i. e. Carolus Rex, or King Charles, in the 
Middle : Befides thefe warlike Decorations, there are 
rich Tables, Stools, and other Houfhold Furniture, isx 
ti^me Meafure fuitable to the Grandeur oi the Room.

The Ceiling reprefents, in the moft lively Manner, 
the glorious Afcenilon our Blefled Saviour into 
Heaven, who ftands in all his Glory in the Center, 
with a numerous Train of Angels waiting round htm* 
On the Weft Side is "delineated the Tomb^ or Sepul- 
<;lune, from whence ^e arofe with fome Pomp and 
Magnificence ; and all round theCmiifli aredieSddieiSy 
that were let over him as a Watch, all faft afleep. 

Though this be a Scripture-rHiftory, and doubtlefa 
very well known ; yet we flatter ourfdvcs that a (hort 
Narrative of fo remarkable a Failage, recorded in Sa- 
cred Writ, will be looked upon as no difagreeablo 
Amuiementto any one, much lels to fuch Rdpaers, aa 
may be ienoufly inclined. 

» W iTHOUT making therefore any Apology, we fliall 
venture to introduce the Story. 

Our blefl'ed Lord and Saviour having accomptifhed 
his Sacrifice on the Crofs, and continued obedient unto 
X>eath, there happened a Variety of fuch extraordinary 
Circuinftances, as difcovered beyond all Contradion 
who he was, and made the Jiwi, themfelveB confctoua 
of the enormous Crime diey had committed. 

Tn^ Heavens were overlpread with thick Clouds of 

Oarknei^ 
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Oarkncfr during the Space of duee iiriiole Hours ; the 
Veil of die Temple ^was rent from Top to Botiom ; 

the Earth quaked, the Rocks fplit ; the Graves were 
opened; the dead Bodies of niany Saints, which flept, 
arofe, and not only left their rcipectivc Tombs^ but 
appeared to divers Perfons in Jemjfalem. 

So many extraocdinary Signs or Tokens of the Dig- 
nity of him, whom die Jews had fo unjuftly, as Virell as 
inhumanl V crucified, made the CenturiM ^wbo com* 
manded tne Soldiers) and they that were with him to 

watch our blcllcd Saviour, lay, that doubtlejs this Alan 
was the Son of God, Th^z Reft, aflonilhcd at thefeun* 
expe^^ed Prodigies, fpake to t]ic fame Purpofe \ and 
this great Aflembly of the People, which came to this 
Spedbacle, beholding fuch ftrange Things, changed 
their Infults into Si^, and returned back with the ut* 
moft Compundion and Grief of Heart« 

In the mean Time, the Jcivs^ not being very will- 
ing that the dead Bodies of our Saviour and the two 
Thieves, who were crucified with him, (hould remain 
on the Crofs, during the Time of their Paflbver, made, 
their earneft Applications to PHats, that the Thighs of 
thefe Criminals ^as they took them to be) Ihould be 
bndcen, and their Bodies be afterwards taken down 
from the Crofs, to which Pilate very readily confcnted. 

The Soldiers, having found the two Thieves as yet 
alive, broke their Legs, as they were ordered ; but as 
our bleilbd Lord was actually dead, one amongit them 
oily pierced bis Side with a Lance, from whence illued- 
out a Profuiion of Water and Blood. 
* At Night, one of our Saviour*s Difinples, diough 
unknown, named Jofeph^ of the City of Arimathea^^ 
who was a good Man, and no Ways concerned in the; 
Death of the blefled Jefus^ came boldly to Pilate^ to 
beg our Saviour 3 Body, which Pilate granted without 
die lead Hefitation. Whereupon Jofeph^ together 
with a Friend of his, one Nicmientuf^ took the Body of 
qur Lord, and embalming it with precious Spices, and 
(hroudiiig it in a fine Linen Cloth, buried it in a new 
Tomb, or Sepulchie, which he iiaJ iicwn out of a

NoTWiTHSTAKDiNG our blcilcd Lord lav tbuf 
buried in the Sepulchre^ jr^C this lUd not altog^Btner fa-* 
li^ the Jews'^ for mj wm wpu^pAmBptt^ left it 
iioiild be publiflKd, that he was Rifen \ for wfakb 
Rcafon, they went in a Body to Pilate^ telling him, 
that this Impoftor had faici, when he was living, that he ' 
gi):uld riff a rain after his Death : and entreated him to 
fct a Watch by the Sepulchre, left his Dlfcipies fhould 
Ileal vt$9cf his Body, ao4 afterwauMs publickl^ afien^ 
$h0$ hi tarn aHualiy riJSm. 

Thus they blinded themfelvcs with their own Wif^ 
dom \ fer hf endeavouring to prevent beforehand (as 
ITiuch as in them Lv, ) the RefurrccUon of our Saviour, 
Aey confirmed the xScliefof theFadt by fuch particular - 
Froofs, as were too itrong to be conteiled. 

For the Sepulchre being fo ftrongly guarded, and 
the Stone which feciired it £> iafely fealed, th«e im<* 
faediately arafe a great Earthquake : The Angel of the 
Lord, descending ft^m Heaven, rolled awajr rae Stone 
which lay before the Sepulchre, and fat thereon : Hiai 
Eyes ihined like Lightning^ and his Garments were as 
white as Snow. 

The Guards ti\at lav near i^e Sepulchre, were 
ftruck with Terror, and Dccame as dead Men 3 where«» 
Ihie they hefiened to JiruJUem^ «mI Cold the Priefts^ 
Wihat ftrange Things has hftppmd^ WhereMpon theyr 
immediately ailembled, to confult together what Me** 
thod, were beft to be taken in ^n Affair of fuch Mo«i 
ment and Importance. 

' They could not find otit (with all their Cunning) 4 • 
fetter Expedient, againft a Fa£i:,^at waa lb fetf-evi<i 
dent, than to corrupt thefe Soldiers with a confiderable 
Sum of Money; in Return fbr whi^h diey were pe*i' 
lemptority fo maintain aiul aflfeit, thai whi(^ they fl^\ 
9W Saviour* s Difciples came and jlole his Body away. 

• In the mean Tu^e, Mary Magd^^^x Jwd fome 
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mim WMien, V9he/k Love wsis the fiHiiei^ J^fusy 

both living and dead, being come early to the SepuU 
chre, in order to perfume his Body witii Spices, con- 
fill ted anriongfi: themfelvcs, who (hould roll away the 
Scone, itm Qbttru^ed their PalTage ps^ ^ Sepukhre ; 
But they were grea^l^ furpriaed, as they drew near tm

with his Difciples, in a fine Tafte. The Room, whicl| 
our Lord and the Apoftles are iuppofcd to be in, has \ 
Dome, through which 19 feea the real Qrgan bekmging^ 
to the Chapelt ' 
All along the North Side aire reprefented a^ many of 
the Miracles of pur Uefled Saviour, as Ferrh^ whoi 
^uiute4 it^ thoiight proper to introduce, and bctweerv

in a very agreeable Manner. 

Amongst the Group of Speftators is Firr/^ himfelfi 
in a full black Wig, who looks direcUy at you, whilft

On the Weft Siik, frondiic the Altar is eroded a 
Qallery for the Reetption of me Royal Family, beauti- 
fuily embellifhed with carved Work, confifting of 
Crowns, Stars, Garters, Cyphers, t5'c. and furniihed 
%vith a large Scarlet Velvet Ca(iopy> Curtains^ and 
Cufhions trimmed with Gold. 

On the South Side, between the Windows, are 
paiiited a great Number of twitted Pillars of the Cmn* 
Man Or&t. 

. Under the Gallery, on each Side of the Paflage, 
there is a imali Sacrifty or little Room for depofiting 
the Sacerdotal Veihiierits, Books, and other neceiiary 
Materials beloi^ine to the Chapel. 

next grand Apartment is that which is called 
&. Gforges HaU^ of which nothing can be iaid equal to 
what the Eye may be a Witneb tow 

As you enter, you imfs under a large Gallery, with 
Iron Ballullrades, finely wrought aiid gilt, which is 
fupported by four wooden Figures, beautifully carved 
and painted ; each about ten Feet in Heighth, who fup- 
port the GaUeryt and ftand in fine Attitudes^ bending 
as it were, under their heavy Burdien, and lepce* 
fefitmg a Father and his three Som, whom the valiant 
Black Frhtce (Son of King Edward III, whom we (halt 
have Qccafioii to fpcak of more largely in another 
Place) had made Captives at Leghorn, 

The CeUing is pompoufly embelliflied wirh the 
Keprefentation of his late Majefty King tVtlUam III^ 

ifurfoundcd by the Graas) trampUn^ with his Right 
' oot on a Lion's Head. 

A LITTLE below, the Figure of Juftiei is difplayed^ 
with her Sword and Scales, and a great Variet}^ of other 
emblcmaLic Figures, as an additional Decoratioji. 
I In the Front (being the VVe^ End) is feated his late 

Majefty 
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Mkjefty King IfVlkm Ulf on a Throne, ricfaty drefl^ 

in the Order of the Garter, with his Cap on bis Right 
Hand, and the Crown on his Left, 

This Painting is looked upon as one of Sir Godfrey 
Knelkr's moil accurate Performances. There are five 
Stepsof fealMaiUegoioguptothe PiSure, and a fic- 
titious one of five aiore on the Canvas, fo natuialijr 
pabted, that tfiey deceive, in Ae moft agreeable 
ner, the Eye of almoft every Spefbtor. 

This was contrived by the Painter, to fapply the 
Place of the real Afcent with Marble, a Baluftiade and 
a half Pace, which tbrmerly were actually there, with 
Room for a Throne, or Chair of State for the Sovereign 
to fit on, when on publick Days he thought proper to 
make his Appearance tn due JFoim. 

OvBR this Throne, on virhich his Majefty is thus 
feated in State, is a moil: curious Picture of St. George 
on Horfe-back, in all his warlilce Accoutrements, and 
in the A&ion of killing the Dragorij by the fame Handw 

We fliall here, without any Apology for fo doing, 
introduce the Hifloiy of this heroic Exploit of ourEfigif/b 
Champion, not doiditing but it will prove to many, at 
leaft to our younger B^aden^ no di^igreeable Amufq- 
ment. 

St. George was born in Cappadociay in the latter End 
of the third Century, His Parents being Chriftians, 
afforded him the Advantage of being educated in that 
Religion. He is iaid to have lofl his Father during his 
Minority ; d&at he travelled with his Mother, upon this 
Misfortune into Pakftine^ fhe bein^ a Native of that 
Country, and having a confiderable Eftate there, which 
fell to her Son St. George^ who bein^ well defceuded, 
and having the Advantage of Youth and Strength 

Limbs, undertook the Profei&on of a Soldier, and 
was made a Tribune or Colonel ; in which Pot^^ 
behaving with great Courage and Coiidud, be wa» pre- 
ferred to higher Stations in the Army by the Emperor 
Dtocleftan. This Prince, having rcfolved on a Peric- 
cution of the Chriftians, and proceeded wiih great Cni- 

eky in theLf^e^uUpn, Su Giorgi imn^ediateiy laid afide 

* the- 



Ac Diftin61ion of an Officer, went to theSenate-floufe^ 
lind complained to the Emperor in publick of his Scve-* 
rities to the Chriftians, remonftmtmg at the fameTimd 
Ogainft the idolatry of the Reman Worfliip, and argu- 
imboMljinDefciiceeftlieChriftianFa^^ Though 
Tim Remonftnmce was a great Provocaiioii to Ac £ai- 
pttWj and the whdie Senate, thcf enda av two d w 
bring^ oft' his religious Principles With Offers t>f Honour 
and Promotion : But not being able to prevail on him 
by any fuch mean Motives, they^ put him to the Quef- 
tton, and tortured him with great Cruelty : And per- 
ceiving at lad that hit Cenftancy was not to be (haken^ 
lie was fent to Prifon« and ordered to be drawn tfaio«§^ 
iheCity, and bdieaded the next Day ; which Semenoe 
was accordingly executed : AfWI thus Sc^^M^fecrived 
the Crown oi Mart) iJom on the 30th Dav of Jpril^ in 
the Year of our Lord 290* The Memoi v whereof is 
preferved to this Day with Abundance at j:^oi2ip and 
fiolemmty by Ac Britijh CourtierSi 

Though fevcral Authors have ftrenuoii% afleited^ 
lhat ^ere never was fuch a Pedbn in Beittg;^ as dns 
Gesri^e is reftn-iented, yet his Honour has been ib wetf 
cftnbhllicii in Chriftendom^ that not only fevefal Rc- 
liaious floufcs* but Icveral Churches have been ere6led 
to his Memory- Moreover, he has the Honour to be 
efteemed the Patron of Genoa^ where St. George^s Banky 
and St. George\ Regiment afe very well known. 
has Iftewife the Refpea of a Samt paid bun m tfad 
'Cotfntry of Iheria in Afia^ now called GsvrgiOk 

The P^cafon why St. George has been eAeemed tlMf 
Protedor of Military Men in Chriftendom, is partly onl 
the Score of his Profeflion , ^md partly on the Credit of 
a Relation of his Appearance to the Chriftian Army m 
die Holy War, before the Battk of Antkchi The Soo^ 
eels of this fiatde proving fortunate to die ChriftbHM^ 
under Gm^/^ of Bologne, made the Mtttnory of St^Gecrge 
fhlnc out with a new Liiftrte, and drfpoM ihe tfilkaiy 
Men to apply more particularly to his Intcrceffioni 

This (Opinion of ^t,George\ Afiiftance is farther fof- 
liiicd by Appearance afterwards (as it is^r^orted) to

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King Richard L m his fiacpedidon agsunft the Sarmmi 
«t Cyprus and Atm^ v4iich Apparitim being deckved 

to the Army, was a great Encouragement to 

the Trciops, who foon after defeated the Enemy. 

As to St. George's beiiig reprefcnted on Horfe-back^ 
and tilting at a Dragon, under his Feet ; this is nm 
Aamathanancinblentattcal Fieure^ andcmljr figntiies 
liow ke conquered the DeviU me Dnmn in tbelliw^ 
laiimSf by his Faidi and Chriftian Fortttude. 

On each Side of this beautiful Piece of our Englijh 
Champion is a Nich ; in one of which is a large fe- 
male Figures, with two Keys in her Hand ;■ and in the 
other, is the Figure of a Man^ with his Right-FooS 
Upon a Wheel \ What thefe Emblemt or Symbols were 
intended by the Painter to exprefs, we are at a Loft ab^ 
fidutely to detenninef fe fliall wholly fiibniit it to the 
better Judgment and DecUion of the Spedator* 

Over the Gallery which fronts the Figures^ is the 
Reprefentation of a Lady in a Chair of State, with fe* 
veral little Boys^ attending round her, holding the Pa^ 
r4^bamalia belonging to the Order. Under this Fi-* 
gure is an Infcription, in a beautiful Compartment^ 
whmin is mcntianed to be a ATAij^/fVtfffy and to 
be employed in diefe, and divers other curious Paints 
ings, by Kling Charles IL King If^Uiam III. and King 
George I. 

The Decorations on the South Side (between the 
Windows) confift of various Columns, or Pillars^ 
beautifully painted, and which flrike the Eye in a verf 
<agpreeabie Manner. 

On the Noith Side is reptefented^ in the moft de« 
Mit Manner, the remaricable Triumph of the Shck 
rrince^ the eldeft Son of that fuccefsful Englijh Mo- 
narch, King Edward III. on Account oF his entire De- 
feat of the French^ at the Battle of F oilier in which 
their then Royal Commander, King John, and a greaa 
'Number of other Peribns of high Rank and Diflin(%<« 
<m were taken Priibners* Ac the upper £nd. King 
Edumrdj his Father is (eated on a pompous Throne, an* 
the young Prince bi:> Son, cloaiheU as a Qa:Jari with a 

Crown 
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Crown of Laurel on his Head, is leprefentied as zp* 
preaching him in a triumphal Car, fupported on the 

Shoulders of feveral Slaves. 

Th£RE is a numerous Train of Attendants, gaily 
dreft, that wait on their vidtorious Mafter, together 
witk a feledl Number of Captives, that dofe the Pro* 
ceffion i the Repre(ibntation whereof is fo very gcaad» 
nd the Figures fo large, diat the whole Pttrfonnance 
takes up the greater Part of that Side of the Hall. 

As this Part of the Hall principally ilrikcs the Eye, 
and excites the Curiofity of almoU: every Beholder, we 
fhall here, for the Readers further Amufement, as well 
as lnilru£tion, give him a compendious hiftoricaj Ac- 
count both of King Edward the Father, and Edward 
the Son, who were, when living, the Pride and Glory 
of the Ewglifl^ Nation. 

Edward III. King of England^ commonly called, 
from his Birth- PI ace, Edward of I Find for ^ fucceeded 
his Father, Kitig Edivard W, upon his Refiii^iiation of 
the Crown in 1727, whoie Reign proved a Bleifing to 
England^ and a Scourge to Franci and Scotland. At 
Home he cleared the Kingdom of 'Mortimer^ £ari of 
Jtfardt^ an obnoxious Perfon upon feveral. Acoounta» 
From .the Sc&tt he recovered Berwick ; and Rokert 
B) uce bein^ dcaJ, he forced upon the in Edward Balial 
for their Kini^, from whom he received Homage. And 
to lupport him in his Throne, he went no lefs than 
four Times to Scotland, To Frana he laid Clain^ as 
next Heir by his Mother's Side, upon the Death of her 
Brother CharUs IV. King of France^ the youneeft Son 
c( Philip IV. who died without Iffiie : Which 
fioned our famous Wars in France f againft Philip^ lir- 
named Falots^ who had fcized upon the Kingdom, un- 
der Colour of a Saliqu: LaWy which excluded Wo- 
men irom all Right or Title to the Crown. And fuch 
was our Succels in thefe Wars, that King Edward 
Aarchcd up to the very Heart of Fran€$^ making great 
;Devaftations abn^ the River Siim^ almoft totheC^ttet 
of Paris. In the<e Wars were fought the two famous 
Battles of Crefejf and P^Uiuis, wjicrc the King's eMeft 
? Son^ 
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Son, Edward the Bfaei Prhce^ widi a finall Body of 

Engiijhy defeated a numerous Army of French^ whofe 
pompous Triumph, on that remarkable Conqueft, is 
the Subjei^ of the beautiful Paintings, which we have 
.above oefcribed. 

The Battle at Cre^ was fought in the Reign of 
'King Pbilip ; and tbat of PMitrsy in die Reign of 
•King John^ who was his immediate Sooceflbry and was 
taken rrifoner with Philip, his youngeft Son. 

When the News of this furprizing Viftory was re* 
lated to King Edward^ with all the Circumilances of 
his Son's generous Deportment to his Royal Captives^ 
it is faid, die Father was more tranfported with that 
Part of die Narrative^ than with all die reft. 

In Ihort, Hiftorians aflert, diat two fudh Princes 
were never known to have fo univerfal a good Charac- 
ter, at the faoie Time,* as this our Edward^ and his 
heroic Son. 

About this Time David Brucij Son, of Robert^ 
King of Scotland^ had, by the Favour of a ftrong Party, 
affimed by the Fnacb^ depofed King BaUol^ and raifed 
bimfelf upon the Throne of Scofbmdi Being a profeft 

Enemy to the Englijh^ he was eafily prompted to at- 
tempt a War with England^ and ht took his Time for 
it, when King Edtuard was taken up with the long 
Siege of Calais. But at Nevii's Crofs, near Durham^ 
his Army was entirely routed, and himfelf taken Pri- 
ibner \ Queen Philippa^ die Wife of King Edward^ 
betn^ herfdf in the Fidd : So that England had then 
the Glory of having, at one and the fiime Time, two 
foreign Kings Prifoners, viz, Jobn^ King of France ^ 
and David^ King of Scoflandy two nohle Subje£ls of 
Triumph. Here was alfo, at the iame Time^ a King 
of Cyprus ; and thofe three Kings, together with King 
Edwardf one^ Htmy Picard^ then Lora Mayor^ had the 
Honour to feaft together at his own Expence. 

It was in this Reign, that the Title of the Duke of 

. Corrnval was firft conferred on the victorious Edwctrd^ 
the Black Prince^ which has been continued ever fince, 

. as a Birth-hghtto the Eidef): Son oi England. And 
Vol.. I. M bis 
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h;8 late Royal Hlghnds Fnderici, Prince of ^alii^ 

Jiiiving erected at the lower Part of his Gardens at 
Chirlton-Houje^ adjoining to St. James's Park, a fine 
Bathing-Room, richly adorned both within and with- 
out, has thought fit to commemorate his great and 
glorious Predeceflbr, tn that Place. 

Amongst many other Decorations there^ which aifc 
foreign to ourPurpofe, and not proper here to enume* 
ratj, arc two curioui Bullous on each Side of the Door; 
one repreleiiting the reiiowned King Alfred^ and the 
other Edward the Black Prince^ who are both recorded 
in our EngHfo Annals, with all the Encomiums due to 
their imcommon Merit.

In Honour of the moft renowned Prince Edward^ Sort 
of King Edward III. his Predeceflbr and Pattern^ 
the moii excellent and pious Conqueror of France^ 
who tifing the Vi£lorIes gained by his Valour with 
Moderation and Clemency, juftly challenged the 
Glory of a (ubiime, benevolent, and condefcenditig 
Spirit ; as being more defirable and honourable, than 
all the Ornaments of Triumph*

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In this Reign alfo, died the Hopes of the EngVtJh 
Nation, th« incomparable Edward^ the Black Prince, 
whofe Death haftened that of his Royal Father : For 
not lon^ after^ he died at Slwu in Surrj^ and was buried 
at lV€fimiifift€r\ having lived to the Age fixtj^five 
Years^ and reigned fomething above fifty* 

By Philippa his Wife beforementioned, who was the 
Dauirhtcr of the Earl of Hainhault^ he had ieven Sons

There being nothing further worth Obfervation in 
this Inner-Court, the Spedlator returns to the great 
Gate, fronting the Grand Stair<^afe» before defcnbed, 
vrhidi leads diredly into the Quadrangle, or large 
Square ; in the Center whereof, is the fine Brafs Statue 
before-mentioned of King Charles the Second, on 
Horfe-back, erefted on a large fquare Pedeftal, with 
Stone Steps ; the Front of which, is embelliftied with 
the Cypher^VC.R.) or {Quarks Rex.) furrounded with 
a Gaiter. On theiTop are a Palm-Branch, a Crown 
of Laurel, a Scepter, and a Sword. The Royal Motto, 
Hontfoit qui maly penfe^ i. e. Evil be to hitn that Evil 
thinks^ is difpofed in a Scroll, contrived for that Purpofe. 
' The South Side is embelliflied with an agreeable 
Variety of emblematic Figures, expireflivc of the Art o£ 
Navigation 

On the Weft Side, 

' Is a Latin Infcription, within a Curtain, adorned 
with Flowers, the Purport whereof is, that Tobias 
Rest AT, who was an Inhabitant of fVindfor^ and one 
of his Majefty's Domeftick Servants, er^^ed that Mo« . 
mment, in the Year of our Lord, x68o, in order to 
perpetuate the Memory of his Royal Matter; and to 
teftify to the World, his grateftd Acknowledgments of 
all the Favours, which from Time to Time had been 
conferred upon him. " * 

• The North Side of the Pedeftal is embelliihed with 
a vaft Variety of Fruits, i^c. The whole is encloled 
widi Iron Balluftrades, in a iquare Form, with Lamp- 
Inm at each An^. And underneath it, is a curioue 
Water-Engine, or Machine, for fupplying the Royal 
Palace witii Water, as Occaiion (hall require*

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As there is mthing more Material to be viewed ia 
this Quadrangle^ we fhall nowoonduA our Rcadeiv 
into the P^k,* which lies ootitiguous, and is kept as 
imooth* as a Carpet : At the Entrance whrnof is mEk^ 

cd a lurgc Scat, with a high Back and Cover for the* 
Wcad, which lutns io eafily, the whole being fixed on 
an Iron or lirafs Pin for that Purpofe, that whoever fitS". 
in it, may turn it from the Wind, or the Sun» in Cale. 
cither ihould piove* inconKnodious, and majr enjoj^^ 
even in » Stormy a perfe^Cakn- Hie* Imrendon of 
this agreeable Machine is a(bribed to Queen E&saietbr 
who, though (he took great Delight in being out in the 
Air, and even in the Rain, if not too violent, yet coulA 
not endure (as we have before obferved) to be ruffled 
by the Wind. 

To octfictude, all the Parks about TFindJhr^ are verf 
agreeable and fpactous. Even the Litde Park (as it is 
generally caUed) is at leaft three Miles in Ctrcumfe-^ 
Fence : The gicat ofit 1' uuftcen^ and the Foreli above- 
Thirtv. 

THe firft is p^uliar to thfe Court ; the others are 
epen and free for Riding, Hunting, or taking the Air^ 
according as the Gentlemen, or Ladies who lefide io

Ih^ a Word, the Lodges in theie* Pavksy whish^ have 
Been ix^udricd by their refpedlive Rangers, might, with 
Propriety enough, be called Palaces, were not theip 
Glory eclipfcd by the Palace itfelf, to which they belong. 
- Having thus taken a general Survey of all the moft 
material Curiofities of this Royal Palace ; at lea^ of 
itioUff wMch are:daify expoled tt^publiekView, we 
imagine, a fucctmft Account of Ethn CoHege, (as it b 
fo antient, arud fo Itatcly a Building, and lies, as it wcro 
juft underneath it,) will be thought no difagreeabl^

This Building, (the great School-Room only ex- 
cepted) is very antient, and the Chapel is truly Gothic : 
Within thefe few Years, however, the Whole has been 
repaired .and beautified, at a very large Expence, out of 
the College-Stock, and a noble Library for the Recep* 
tKMi of a vaft Number of JBooks, has been added toiit. 

TuBUiSAifineStatiie likewifeerefied in the great 
'Court, in Commemoration of the Founder, by one Dr. 
Godolphi?]^ who had been Dean of St. Paul's^ and Pro- 
yoft of this College. 

This College was founded by Kixig Henry Vltb^ 
who was a very munificent Prince, :and a great £n«- 
couni^er of Learning in general, asis evident from hie 
foundmg King^s CoUege in Cambridge, as well ais this, 
to which thofe^ who axe brought ujp at Eton School, arc 
^yearly removed. 

There is an annual Revenue, or Income, of aboirt 
five thouiand Pounds, fettled upon this College, which 
m^tains a Provoft, a Vice-Provoft, fix Fellows, fc- 
venty Scholars, fevend Chorifters, and other inferior 
Officers and Servants. 

• There aic two Schools liere, the Upper and the 
Lower, amd each of them is divided into three diiiin^l 
ClafTes. 

Thejue is one Mafter, and four Aififtants, «to each 
School. 

Iff Jthe lattoc, At Children are admitted very Young, 
<and are thete initiated into all School-Learning. 

Whenever a Scholar is taken into the former, he 
tnuft be able to make Latin Verfes, and have likewifc 
fome Fdea of the Greek Language. 

There are a s;reat Number of Children, km the moft 
Part, of the lieft Families in England, and of Perfons of 
ihe bigheft Rank and Diftin£tion, who board with the 
Mafters, ani refide within the College, befides the fe* 
^cnty, who aic upon the Fouudiiuua# 
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Ths Nambor of Scholars uiAruaBd lierc» m fiortii^ 
Generality, between four and five Hundred. 

The firfl Tucfday in Augujl^ is annually fet a-part for 
cledinp; ot SchoWsj la urd^r for their Removal to tbe 
Univeriity. 

At this Time, the Pnwoft of iuuy's College, om 
fenior^ and one junior Pofisr, uriio are Fdlows, toge- 
ther with the Phivbft, the Vtoe-Piovoft, and tbeHend 
Mafter of Em College, call the Scholan di die upper 

Clafe before them, and after a due Examination of 
them in the feveral Branches of their Learning, feleft 
Twelve, luch as they judge bcft qualiiied, and enter 
their Names into a KoU, according to their Standing, 

NoTWiTHSTANbiKG Alch Inrollmeot, th^ are not 
direflljr removed from the Scboolt but are oUiged to 
wait till there are Vacancies All in KmgHOSAx^i 
and whenever any iuch happen^ they are gradually re* 
moved. 

A Scholar, thus eleded, is received on the Found* 
ation of King^s College, at his firft Arrival there ; wher^ 
he purities lus Studies for three Years fiicceifively ; after 
wmch be is entitled to a Fellowihip, unlels he ibrfUfs ' 
his Right and Intiiteft dietein, dther bv Marriage, Ec4 
clcfiaflical Preferment, <^c^ either of wnich is a fuffia* 
cnt Bar by the Statutes. 

The Provoft has a noble Houfe and Garden for his 
own private Ufo, befides the free Ufe at Piea&re of di* 
College-Gardens, which extend almoft to the 3'bamu
